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PREFACE 


Manuscripts in the Lincoln Diocesan Registry have supplied most 
of the texts in the present volume. The Clerical Subsidy Rolls with the 
exception of the roll of 1583 (pp. 373-4), come from the Public Record 
Office. The Subsidy of Armour is printed from a manuscript of the 
Dean and Chapter ot Lincoln. The Libri Clert of 1576 and 1584 are 
preserved in Lambeth Palace Library. The Libri Clert of 1594, 1604, 
and 1607, which were kept in the registry of the Archdeaconry of 
Leicester at the time that the texts were printed, have now been 
transferred to their proper home, the Diocesan Registry at Lincoln. 

In the Libri Cleri, where the entries are cast in a common form, the 
Latin texts have been translated into English. In the English texts the 
original spelling and, in most cases, the punctuation have been followed.

INTRODUCTION 


HE great series of rolls and registers of the bishops of Lincoln, 
extending from the reign of king John to the present day, is 
interrupted by serious /acunae between 1547 and 1660. For the 
fourteen years which follow 1547, when bishop Longland’s 

register ends, there are considerable portions of the registers of bishops 
Holbeche (or Randes), Taylor, White, Watson, and Bullingham.! 
Bishop Cooper’s register and act-book, 1571—March 1583-4, have been 
edited for the Lincoln Record Society.* A miscellaneous register 
contains the institutions from May 1584 to May 1585.°. The register of 
bishop Chaderton (A.D. 1595-1608) has lost its first seventy-three folios 
which covered the period from May 1595 to 22 August 15984 A 
register’ during part of the times of bishops Williams and Winniffe 
begins in November 1640 and ends in October 1646 except for collations 
of the prebend of Buckden and the archdeaconry of Huntingdon on 
19 November 1649. Bishop Sanderson’s register® begins 29 October 
1660, from which date the series is complete. 

Thus the periods for which there are no registers are, approximately, 
1585-1598, 1608-1649, and 1647-1660. It is a tradition in the diocesan 
registry that these registers were lost long ago—probably in the time of 
the Commonwealth.’ It is fortunate that a record of the institutions to 
benefices from 1586 to 1642 exists, in an abbreviated form, in the 
Bishops’ Certificates in the Public Record Office. Here and there these 
_ certificates are injured or illegible, and they seem to be entirely missing 
from February 1614-15 to December 1617, from May to October 1620, 
and from October 1635 to September 1636. 

The present writer’s original design was to print lists of the clergy, 
preserved in the diocesan registry and elsewhere, which might, in some 
measure, compensate for the loss of diocesan registers. But as the work 
proceeded, its scope was enlarged to include other documents which 
illustrate the state of the Church in the days of queen Elizabeth and 
James I. The volume was begun ten-years ago and, during the course 
of the work, fresh documents were found. This will account for a 
departure from chronological order in some parts of the present edition. 
There still remain some similar documents from 1608 onwards which 
may, perhaps, provide material for a second volume. Further, there is

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a large class of records of such importance that they demand separate 
treatment, namely, the books of defectiones and comperta of the episcopal 
and archidiaconal visitations, and the books of proceedings in the courts 
of the bishop and archdeacons. The former are known, in the diocesan 
registry, as ‘‘ Visitation Books”; the latter as ‘‘ Court Books?” Sethe 
entries which have been extracted from these records in order to illustrate 
the documents now printed will serve to shew the importance and 
interest of these books. In the following pages mention is made, under 
their appropriate dates, of all the visitation books, from 1570 to 1607, 
that are preserved in the diocesan registry. Fragments of books, 
however, have not been included. It may be convenient to explain that 
the churchwardens of each parish were under oath to ‘ present’ at the 
visitation any person or thing that needed ‘correction’ by the visitor. 
These presentments were called detectiones, that is, things that were 
discovered or made known fo the visitor; while the matters which were 
discovered by the visitor were known as comperta. The books of some 
of the visitations are entitled Detectiones, while others are called 
Comperta. ‘Where a book has no title, it is generally impossible to be 
sure whether it consists of detecltones or comperta,.and it is by no means 
improbable that it may be a record of both. In the eighteenth century 
the importance of the visitations declined ; presentments almost ceased 
to be made, and the issue of visitation articles came to be so much of a 
mere formality, that the practice prevailed of printing the answer 
‘Omnia bene” onthe ‘bills’ or forms upon which the churchwardens 
were asked to make their returns. The present writer can remember 
how, in a certain diocese, many years ago, embarrassment was caused to 
every body concerned because the churchwardens of a solitary parish 
made a presentment. They returned, in answer to one of the visitation 
articles, that they had no hearse-cloth. The visitor, while expressing 
gratification that they had thought it worth while to pay attention to his 
articles, explained that he did not propose to ‘ correct’ their default, and 
‘dismissed’ them in his peace. Since that time, visitation articles have 
once more been made to correspond to current conditions, and the 
obligation to return answers to them is now generally enforced. 

The period covered by the present work extends from 1571—1607, 
that is the episcopates of bishops Cooper (1571—1584), Wickham 
(1584—1595), and Chaderton (1595—1608). The earlier date was chosen 
because the writer’s former volume, Lincoln Episcopal Records in the time 
of Bishop Cooper', begins in that year; and the latter year because 
the death of bishop Chaderton, on 8 April, 1608, formed a convenient 
stopping-place. At that time the diocese of Lincoln comprised no 
inconsiderable part of England. In 1541 the counties of Northampton 
and Rutland had been cut off from it to form the new diocese of 
Peterborough ; and in the following year the archdeaconry of Oxford 
was made into a diocese. The territory, however, that remained was 
vast and unwieldy, comprising the counties of Lincoln, Leicester, 
Bedford, Buckingham, Huntingdon, and part of Hertford. It stretched 
from the Humber to the Thames, and was divided by a piece of the 
diocese of Peterborough into two detached halves, consisting of the 
archdeaconries of Lincoln, Stow, and Leicester on the north, and of 
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those of Bedford, Buckingham, and Huntingdon, which included part of 
Hertfordshire, on the south. The bishop’s principal place of residence 
was the manor of Buckden in Huntingdonshire. 

Some particulars will be given in the following pages about the 
documents which form the text of this edition, but something must be 
said here about two important sources, the Libr Clert and the ‘‘ Brown 
Book.” 

Ltbri Clert is the name which, in the Lincoln diocesan registry, is 
given to lists of the clergy which were drawn up for use at the bishop’s 
or archdeacon’s visitation, or occasionally for some other special occasion 
on which the clergy were under an obligation to appear. By them their 
attendance was checked, and a record was made of the instruments 
which they exhibited, such as letters of orders and institution, licences to 
preach, dispensations, etc.! Similar lists are still used at visitations, but 
they are now known as “ Call Books,” and they do not contain the same 
amount of information as the /zbri. 

The Brown Book, so called from the colour of its binding,’ is a 
repister, extcndine from) 1560 tov16138./ Its. contents dre of a, very 
miscellaneous kind. Folios 2 to 18, which belong to bishop Cooper’s 
episcopate, were calendared in Lincoln Episcopal Records in the time of 
Bishop Cooper.2 It is a continuation of a similar record included in a 
book of subscriptions to the articles during the episcopates of bishops 
Bullingham and Cooper.*. The Brown Book is itself continued by the 
Red Book, so named from the red leather of its cover.*° The entries 
begin in April, 1611, and end in September, 1693. 

It was originally intended to postpone the writing of an introduction 
until the appearance of a second volume®; but further consideration led 
to a change of plan. It was seen that an epoch in the struggle between 
the Church and Puritanism was closed about the time at which this volume 
ends. The aim of the Introduction is to provide a historical setting for 
the documents which are printed in the text, and to sum up the evidence 
which they supply. The chief interest is concentrated upon two points 
in the struggle between the Church of England and the Puritans, the 
years 1584-1585 and 1604-1605. Widely differing statements have been 
made about the suspension and deprivation of nonconforming clergymen. 
The number of those who were deprived in 1604-1605 has been put as 
low as forty-nine and as high as seven hundred in the whole of England. 
It has seemed worth while, therefore, to shew in detail what happened 
to each of the nonconformists. True it is that the evidence does not 
relate to the whole of England, but the diocese of Lincoln lay within 
easy reach of London to the south, and extended northwards for about 
one hundred and sixty miles to the bank of the Humber ; and there is

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no reason to think that the state of the Church in that region was very 
different from its condition elsewhere. Seemingly the evidence from no 
other diocese has been examined so fully as it is set out here; and it 
is unlikely that there are many dioceses in which so many documents 
remain. 

The writer’s aim has been to let the documents speak for themselves. 
They belong to a time when religious feeling ran high, and when good 
and earnest men held opposite opinions about church government and 
order. Two irreconcilable systems were striving for the mastery, and 
sooner or later the issue had to be fought out. To say that neither side 
acted always with wisdom and charity is only to say that it was a 
conflict of men and not of angels. “As usually happens in a time of 
upheaval, the extreme men found their opportunity. Things were done 
which would be inconceivable now. But, on the whole, the evidence 
discloses a larger measure of patience and toleration than might, 
perhaps, have been expected. 

Of the general histories of the Church under Elizabeth and James I, 
three have been found specially helpful. A History of the English Church, 
Second Period, by the late Ven. G. G. Perry, archdeacon of Stow, is well- 
documented. The English Church in the reigns of Elizabeth and James I. 
by the present bishop of Truro, (being volume five of A History of the 
English Church, edited by Dr Stephens and Dr Hunt), gives what seems to 
be the best account of the period. The limits of space, however, which 
were imposed by the plan of the series, made it impossible to deal 
as fully as students might wish with the early years of the seventeenth 
century. The Reconstruction of the English Church, by Dr Roland 
G. Usher, pH.D., Instructor in History in the University of Washington, 
brings out the importance of Bancroft’s work both as bishop of London 
and, afterwards, as archbishop of Canterbury. Some of Dr Usher's 
conclusions, however, require reconsideration. Writing chiefly about 
the classes of documents which form the main part of the present 
edition, he says: ‘‘ With some few exceptions, the whole of this material 
has been rejected as worthless and misleading.” It is, he adds ‘‘ frima 
facie what we most desire. The great obstacle to its use is, however, its 
untrustworthiness. The figures are usually so palpably inaccurate and 
incorrect that they cannot be accepted as even a basis for guess- work.” } 
But from these sweeping conclusions the present writer is bound 
to dissent. The documents of the diocese of Lincoln have been 
submitted to a long and careful scrutiny ; they have been analysed ; many 
of them have been indexed for the purpose of this edition ; they have 
been compared with, and checked by, one another; and no doubt 
remains, in the writer’s mind, of their substantial accuracy and general 
trustworthiness. When both the bishop and puritans made returns 
in 1584-5, each record testifies to the credit of the other. Dr Usher, by 
his own admission, was unable to make an exhaustive exploration of the 
documents, and it is only to slow and patient investigation that they will 
tell their story. They provide many pitfalls. It is plain that some of Dr 
Usher’s conclusions are due to a misinterpretation of the records, as in 
the case of the poverty of benefices and the number of impropriations.? 
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His book is valuable to the student of the crisis of 1604 in the 
struggle between the Church and the puritans ; but it is necessary to put 
in a caveat, because if Dr Usher’s estimate is correct, it is mere waste of 
time, and darkening of counsel, to print the texts included in this volume. 

_In order to help the reader, type of various kinds is used for the 
titles and sub-titles of this introduction. The heavier type indicates that 
the document referred to is printed in the text. Large and small 
capitals of ordinary type are used for the titles of other sections, 
and italic letters for the titles of sub-sections. 


CLERICAL SUBSIDY ROLLS 


(Public Record Office, and Lincoln Diocesan Registry. Printed below, 
pages 2-32, 373-4.) 

The rolls from which lists of curates are printed relate to the years 
1571, 1572, 1573, 1575, 1577, 1581, 1583, 1586, 1587, 1588, 1589, 1590, 
1591, 1594, 1598, F598-9, 1599, 1602, March 1602-3, October 1603. They 
are deposited in the Public Record Office, with the exception of the roll 
for 1583, which is printed from a copy preserved in the Lincoln Diocesan 
Registry. It will be observed that the number of curates gradually grows 
smaller. In 1571, one hundred and thirty-five curates paid to the subsidy, 
while in 1603 the number had fallen to ten. After 1603, the subsidy rolls 
contain no names of curates. The amount that unbeneficed curates and 
other stipendiaries were required to pay was generally six shillings and 
eight pence at each collection of a subsidy.! 

The absence from the rolls of the names of incumbents who paid 
their quota to the subsidy is due to the method of constructing the rolls. 
Unlike the lay subsidy rolls, which record the names of those who paid, 
the clerical subsidy rolls give the names of the incumbents who, whether 
rightly or wrongly, did not pay. Incumbents were assessed according to 
the valuation of benefices, made in 1535, and known as the Valor 
Ecclestasticus, which for the purposes of first-fruits and tenths persists to 
the present day. Since the total assessment of the benefices of the 
diocese was a constant sum, the amount due in respect of a subsidy of so 
many shillings and pence in the pound was quickly ascertainable. For 
this sum the bishop was responsible to the barons of the exchequer, less 
any allowances which he could claim. These allowances were both fixed 
and casual. The fixed deductions were made in respect of the benefices 
which, on account of their poverty, were either wholly or partly 
discharged from payment!: the casual deductions were chiefly due to the 
fact that a newly instituted incumbent was not required to contribute to 
a subsidy in respect of the year in which he compounded with the queen 
for the payment of first-fruits.2. The bishop might also claim allowance 
for benefices, whether full or void, from which he had been unable to 
collect the subsidy. 


EPISCOPAL VISITATION, A.D. I571 


The visitation articles are not extant, and the detections are extant 
only for the archdeaconries of Bedford and Buckingham. ‘The visitation 
was held in June. Many chanceis are found to be out of repair. At 
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Amersham, co. Buckingham, the rector [Thomas Gressopp] ‘ disdains’ to 
use a surplice (f. 1); and at Great Barford, co. Bedford, the vicar 
[Robert Wynd] refuses to use one (f. 47). 


THE ARCHDEACON OF LINCOLN’S VISITATIONS, A.D. I571-2 AND 1572-3 


The detections of these two visitations, so far as they can be read, 
contain no cases of nonconformity. Many chancels are out of repair. 


THE ARCHDEACON OF LINCOLN’S VISITATION, A.D. 1574-1575 


The detections shew that many chancels are out of repair. John 
Walkewoode, rector of All Saints, Stamford, is presented because he 
does not wear a surplice (f. 25). Clement Freckingham, vicar of 
Whaplode, presented for a similar default, subsequently appeared in the 
archdeacon’s court at Lincoln, 11 June, 1575, ‘‘et dicet se non habere 
superpellicium ”’ (f. 47). . 


LIBER CLERI, A.D. 1576 


(Lambeth Palace Library, Miscellanez, tom, xii, num. 4. Foolscap, 
paper, 13 folios. Printed below, pages 33-46.) 

This book belongs to bishop Cooper’s visitation of the archdeaconry 
of Leicester in the summer of 1576. It bears no date, but the year is 
determined by ‘internal evidence. The corresponding /iber for the arch- 
deaconries of Lincoln and Stow was printed in Lincoln Episcopal Records 
in the time of Bishop Cooper.} 


The learning of the clergy 


Like the Lincoln liber, the Leicester record contains interesting 
particulars about the learning of the clergy. While only one clergyman 
is somewhat learned in Greek,? some are ‘“pretilie learned both in 
grammer and divinitie.”* Others ‘‘understand Latine wordes without 
iudgment” and are ‘‘indifferentlie traveled” in the scriptures, or are 
‘‘meanlie learned.’* Others again have but ‘‘a superficiall smatteringe,” 
or are ‘‘utterlie ignoraunt.’”* One young man of six-and-twenty seems, 
as the bishop’s commissioners report, to be wise in his own eyes, but in 
theirs to be without judgement.® He, at any rate, had not the supreme 
contempt for persons of riper years that was found in a man, certified 
to be very young, whom his parishioners, early in the seventeeth century, 
convented before the bishop of Lincoln because he had preached in 
open pulpit, inter alia, that all old men are damned. 

A comparison of the returns for Lincoln and Leicester suggests 
that a higher standard was set in the latter?; but in the former 
archdeaconry the examination was sufficiently formidable, for it is 
recorded that two clergymen withdrew before their examination, one of 
them doing so “in spite of being admonished to undergo it.’” 
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The general position disclosed by these returns is deplorable. 
Omitting those, whether graduates or non-graduates, about whose 
knowledge no particulars are given, the returns may be summarised as 
follows :

It would appear that the men who were ordained between 1560 and 
1570 had,fon the whole, the worst record. For a further analysis of the 
returns, see below (pp. 456-7). Two of the Leicester clergy, Richard 
Woodward and William Squire, are stigmatised in marginal notes as 
‘Bonners Clarke,’ which means, as is proved by the Liber Cleri of 1585, 
that they were ordained by bishop Bonner.! They were both ‘mere 
ignorant. As late as 1573, sometof the men who presented themselves for 
orders or for institution were very ignorant. In that year bishop Cooper 
ordained Thomas Morley to the priesthood ‘‘ upon necessitie, although 
in the holy scriptures unacquainted,” and stayed the issue of his letters 
of ofders for a year,’charging him to give himself to the study of the 
scriptures, and then to shew how he had profited.? To take another 
instance, a memorandum appears against the name of Thomas Walkington, 
who was ordained in the same year: ‘‘that my L[ord] hath made stay 
of his letters of orders until he have red over Bulingers Decades and the 
Byble so that he be hable to render accompte of the principles of 
Religion:,therein contayned.’* In 1576, Morley was presented to the 
rectory of Wyberton, but the bishop, on personally examining him, and 
finding] him incapable, enjoined him ‘to apply his study” for six 
months, and then present himself again. Morley evidently failed to 
satisfy the bishop, for another clerk was instituted to the rectory five 
months later,* but he was instituted to the vicarage of Heckington in 
about a year’s time.® 

The royal injunctions of 1559 and the advertisements of 1566 had 
ordered clergymen to study if they were below the degree of a master of 
arts; and had directed the bishops and archdeacons to examine them at 
their visitations. In the diocese of Lincoln even masters of arts were in 
some cases examined, as would appear from these returns, the bachelors 
and doctors of divinity being the only persons about whose learning no 
details are given because it is taken for granted. On 3 June, 1577, 
bishop Cooper issued a set of injunctions for the diocese, of which the 
sixteenth and seventeenth articles provide : 

16. [/tem], that the ministers bend themselves diligently to the study of the 
Holy Scriptures and word of God; and that every parson and vicar under the 
degree of a Master of Art, or a preacher allowed by the hand and seal of the Bishop, 
and also every curate serving in a benefice where a preacher is not resident shall, 
before the first of September next coming, buy the Decades of Bullinger either in 
Latin or English (being now for that purpose translated), and every week to read 
over one sermon in such sort as he be able to make some reasonable account of it, 
and likewise every day in the week with like diligence to read over one chapter at 
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the least of the Bible, taking some notes in a paper book of such wholesome 
sentences and good matter as he shall observe in the reading as well of the Bible as 
of the Decades before mentioned, that he may show the same when he shall be 
thereunto called. 

17. [tem], and that this order may be better observed, I earnestly require 
the archdeacons and officials that, in the end of their next visitation of Michaelmas, 
they take unto them one or two of the best learned and most discreet preachers of 
that part where they sit and call for such ministers as is above mentioned, and to 
will them there as weil to show their Bibles as also the Book of Decades with every 
man’s own name written in the end of their said books ; and from time to time the 
said archdeacons or officials, associated as before in the end of every visitation, 
shall cause the said parsons, vicars, or curates to show some account of their task in 
reading the aforesaid books, and within one fortnight after to certify unto me their 
ordinary the names of such as they find negligent in the premisses ; and if the 
shortness of time will not suffer the said officers to make sufficient trial of their 
diligence, then they shall appoint the ministers to resort partly to themselves, 
partly to such grave and learned preachers as shall dwell next that place where 
such ministers are, that they may be by them in reasonable time certified of the 
truth (Kennedy, ii, 45-6). 

These injunctions anticipate ‘‘certain orders for the increase 


of learning in the unlearned sort of ministers,’’ which seem to belong to 
the year 1585. 


Inprimis, the order appointed in the preface of the common boke concerninge 
the daily readinge of publique prayer shalbe dulie observed to thende thei maye be 
the better acquainted with the phrase and histories of the scriptures. 

Item, the ordinarie of the place shall assigne vnto suche as are not maisters of 
arte or preachers one chapter at the least of the olde and newe testamente everie 
weeke to be diligentlie studied upon by theim in suche sorte as thei be hable to 
make accompte of the principall contentes thereof in Latten, and bringe notes in 
Latten collected out of the same. 

Item, the ordinarie of the place shall likewise appointe vnto them everie 
quarter of a yere a common place of Diuinitie to be written ypon in Latten by 
theim, and to be travelled in, so as they be hable to aunswer to the principall 
pointes thereof in Latten. 

Item, suche as are not hable to do theise exercises in Latten shall for the tyme 
performe theim in Englishe, yet so as if in conueniente tyme to be assigned vnto 
theim by the discrecion of the ordinarie, havinge regarde to their age and capacities, 
they do not performe theim in Latten, or at the least shewe good testimonie of their 
diligence in studie they shalbe proceded against by ecclesiastical Censures for their 
notorious negligence. 

The ordinarie shall examine himself, or by some learned preachers call theim to 
accompte for their exercises euerie quarter, and shall examine theim also at their 
synodes and visitacions howe thei haue profited, and suche as shalbe notoriouslie 
negligente or wilfullie disobediente shalbe punyshed by the ordinarie of the place 
as the qualitie of his offence shall require (Brown Book, ff. 50d., 51). 


Dr Usher* seems to assume that the orders were drawn up by the bishop 
of Lincoln for use in his own diocese, but the way in which they speak 
of the ordinary suggests that they emanated from the bishops as a body. 
In the Brown Book they follow articles which were drawn up by the 
convocation of Canterbury in 1584-5° to secure that fit men be admitted 
to holy orders and to benefices, and they may well have been framed by

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the bishops while they were gathered together. If this be so, they were 
superseded, and somewhat relaxed, by certain ‘tOrders for the better 
increase of learning in the inferior ministers, and for more diligent 
preaching and catechising,” which were agreed upon in convocation in 


1586.' : 
Marriage 
The Liber of 1576 is the latest document in this collection, with the 
exception of the Liber Clert of the archdeaconry of Stow in 1598,” in 
which a return is made with regard to clerical marriage. The tables at 


page 455 shew a gradual increase in the number of those who married 
The royal injunctions of 1559, laid down that 


because there hath grown offence, and some slander to the Church by lack of 
discreet and sober behaviour in many ministers of the Church, both in choosing of 
their wives and indiscreet living with them, the remedy whereof is necessary to be 
sought : it is thought, ther efore, very necessary that no manner of priest or deacon 
shall hereafter take to his wife anv manner of woman without the advice and 
allowance first had upon good examination by the bishop of the same diocese, and 
two justices of the peace of the same shire; ... nor without the good will of the 
parents of the said woman, if she have any living, or two of the next of her kinsfolks, 
or, for lack of knowledge of such, of her master or mistress, where she serveth (Gee 
and Hardy, p. 431). 


A specimen of a justices’ certificate may be given : 


Right honorable and our verie good Lorde, whereas it is provided by the 
Quenes Maes Iniunctions that noe minister shall take to wife anye woman without 
allowance of the Bishopp of the same dioces first had vppon the Certificat of her 
honest & good behaviour by tow justices of peace of the same shire dwellinge 
neare to the place where the same woman maketh her abode. And whereas the 
bearer hereof Henry Bromley clerke person of Stubton in the Countie of Lincolne, 
intendinge by the grace of god to take to wife one Marye Holte servant toa 
neighbour of ours within the said Countie, and beinge lothe to incurre the daunger 
which might befall him if he shoulde proceed in the said marriage contrarie to the 
order prescribed in the said Iniunctions ; he hath intreated vs to certefie your LP 
of her honest & good behaviour : which wee are the rather bolde to doe, for that 
wee are certenly perswaded thereof partely of our owne knowledge, & partely by 
the Relation of her m* a verie honest gentleman in whose house shee hathe served 
with good Comendacion by the space of.3. or.4. yeares. May it therefore please 
your good LP of your accustomed goodnes in the like cases vsed, to graunt vnto 
the bearer hereof your honorable allowance for the takinge of the said woman to 
his wife, and he accordinge to his dutye shall not cease ‘contynually to prave for 
the encrease of your honour, and our selves shall remayne wholly at your 
L’ service. Birton this xxvth of October, 1602.

Jo: Hatcher. 
Henry Cholmeley. 
To the righte honorable our verye good L. 
the Bisshopp of Lincolne at Holywell’, be theis d[elivere]d (Misc., 1602/1). 


Sometimes a clergyman failed to comply with the provisions of the 
injunctions : 

[Ad dstract]. 26 June, 1599, at Lincoln, before master Thomas Randes, M.a., 
commissary and official of the archdeaconry of Lincoln, and deputy of John Belley, 
LL.D., the vicar general, in the presence of Thomas Vaylour, notary public, writer 
of the acts and registrar, sitting as a judge, appeared personally. master George 
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Meriton, clerk, and confessed that he had procured matrimony to be celebrated in 
the face of the church between himself and Mary Randes, daughter of the said 
master Thomas Randes, within the archdeaconry of Lincoln, without having 
observediall things prescribed in the twenty-ninth injunction of the year 1559, and 
submitted himself to the correction of the said master Thomas. Whereupon 
master [homas, after deliberation, thinking that a case of confession should be 
dealt with more leniently than a case of conviction, simply absolved master George, 
and dismissed him finally with an admonition (Brown Book, f. 145d.). 

Randes cannot be considered to be a disinterested judge in this case, but 
justice was no doubt satisfied. On 7 March, 1602-3, he dealt in a 
similar way with Thomas Bancks, vicar otf South Elkington, who 
had married Katherine Racke, of Louth, widow (Brown Book, f. 181). 


LIBER CLERI, A.D. 1580 
(Lincoln Diocesan Registry. Foolscap, paper, 22 folios.) 


This liber of the archdeaconries of Lincoln and Stow, which was 
drawn up for the triennial visitation of bishop Cooper in 1580, was printed 
by the Lincoln Record Society in 1912.! It is woefully incomplete, for the 
upper halves of folios 1-7 have perished, and the upper halves of folios 
8-22 are much injured. Further, the deaneries of Christianity, Graffoe, 
Longoboby, Grimsby, Yarborough, Walshcroft, and Wraggoe are 
missing, and the whole of%the record of the archdeaconry of Stow has 
perished. 

The comperta survive, but leaves at the beginning and end, which 
contained the record of the deaneries of Christianity, Graffoe, Longo- 
boby, Grimsby, Yarborough, Walshcroft, Wraggoe, Aslackhoe, Corring- 
ham, and Manlake are missing. A note at folio 88 states that the 
deanery of Lawres was visited on 14 June. 

The visitation of the cathedral church began on Monday, 16th May, 
and was continued on 15 and 16 June, and 22 September. On 16 June, 
Dr John Belley, the vicar-general, admonished the dean and chapter 
that they should canonically correct and reform Henry Horner, one of 
the vicars choral, who was reported (delectum) to the bishop as holding 
wrong opinions on the received religion, and of asserting that it was no 
derogation from the honour of God to invoke the Blessed Virgin, and to 
offer prayers to her. Further, they were admonished to correct and 
reform such of the prebendaries as were bound to preach in the 
cathedral, and had failed to do so; and to correct Christopher Digles, 
master of the grammar-school, who was charged by master John Robinson, 
[the precentor], residentiary canon, with negligence in teaching. On 
22 September, George Hudlestone, provost of the vicars choral, 
complained that Thomas Todd, prebendary of Leicester, had withheld 
the vicars’ salary, that is, their ‘stall wages and ministracions.” On 
21 November, the dean and chapter notified the bishop that they had 
taken steps for the correction and reformation of Digles and Horner, 
and also of Thomas Butler, master of the choristers’ music-school, who 
had been found guilty of grave negligence in instructing his scholars.” 


SUBSCRIPTION TO THE THREE ARTICLES, 
A.D, 1583-4 


One of Whitgift’s earliest acts, on his elevation to the see of 
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clergy and other ecclesiastical persons were required to subscribe. 
These articles, which are printed below,! formed the sixth of twelve 
articles which were sent by the archbishop to the bishops on October 
19th, with a letter praying them to send him ‘‘a catalogue of the names 
of all the ecclesiastical persons within their dioceses, with signification 
of their benefices and promotions, degrees of school, and of the 
conformity of every one of them to the laws and orders any ways 
established by her Majesty.” 

Subscription to the three articles included a pledge that he who 
signed would, in public prayer and the administration of the sacraments, 
use the form prescribed in the Book of Common Prayer; and 
nonconformity was revealed chiefly in a refusal to read the prescribed 
prayers, to kneel for the reception of the Holy Communion, to wear a 
surplice, and to use the sign of the cross in baptism and the ring 
in marriage. These things might, as the Puritans alleged, be “ traditions 
of man”; but the truth is that the Book of Common Prayer and the 
Book’ of Discipline which they were trying to establish in its place, 
represented two mutally exclusive systems; and these ceremonies 
became the points at which the inevitable battle was joined. 

It is remarkable that the form of subscription used in the diocese of 
Lincoln from 1585 to 1587, after which there is a ten years’ gap in the 
records, did not follow Whitgift’s articles. It was as follows : 

Ego N. N., clericus ante admissionem et institutionem meam ad rectoriam de 
A. [vef ante admissionem meam ad ordinem presbiteratus] omnibus et singulis 
articulis christianz religionis infra mencionatis in quos consensum est Archiepiscopis 
et Episcopis utriusque provinciz et clero universo in convocatione celebrata apud 
London,’ anno Domini 1562, subscribo et assentior, fidemque do me velle tueri et 
defendere doctrinam eam, que in eis’continetur ut vere consentaneam veritatl 
divini verbi. In presentia reuerendi in Christo patris Willielmi Lincolniensis 
episcopi (Diocesan Registry, Subscription Book, 1585-7). 

When the record begins again in August, 1597, the form of subscription 
included assent to ‘the archiepiscopal articles,’ that is, Whitgift’s 
three articles.° 

On 12 March, 1583-4, bishop Cooper was elected bishop of Win- 
chester, the election being confirmed on 23 March. It appears that some 
of the clergy of the diocese of Lincoln took advantage of the vacancy to 
delay subscribing, and appealed to powerful friends at court and to the 
lords of the privy council for support. Some of these men were 
suspended ; and, in May, 1584, the archbishop charged John Barefoot, 
archdeacon of Lincoln, in his name, to exhort the recusants to subscribe. 
Barefoot, in a long letter to the archbishop, dated 1 June, 1584, says that 
he had exhorted them 


that they would leave off their fantasces, conceived without any ground of learning, 
and listen unto his grace, and other fathers, and learned counsel : signifying aiso 
unto them, that his grace’s pleasure was, that they should still remain in the state of

On 8 June, 1584, Sir Francis Knollys, a principal supporter at court of the puritans, 
wrote to the archbishop, praying him ‘‘to open the mouths of al zelous preachers, that be 
sound in doctrine, howsoever otherwise they refuse to subscribe to any tradition of man, in 
order that they might withstand the armes of the Poope, to draw us into his pompous, 
glittering kingdom of strong delusions” (Strype, WaAstg:/t, iii, 103-4). 
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suspension ; but that the sequestration of the fruits of their benefices should be 
stayed for a season; so that they would in the meantime provide sufficient and 
comformable men to serve in their several cures. 


The archdeacon then goes on to say that he gave them until 31 May ‘to 
conform themselves to subscribe.” They answered, however, that ‘ they 
would to London again and renew their suit,” which they did, ‘t but upon 
what heartening he knows not.” The next Sunday, in spite of their 
suspension, they preached and ministered in their several charges as 
before, without meddling in other places. They brought back a letter 
from Mr Field! of London, ‘exhorting them to stand stoutly to the 
cause,” and judging of those who had subscribed “ that they would never 
do good hereafter, and slanderously terming them by the name of 
branded menne ”; at which, the archdeacon said, ‘there was great grief 
conceived” on the part of those who had subscribed. He added that if 
the archbishop ‘ dealt roundly’ with Mr Huddleston, vicar of Saxelby,’ 
who was now before him by virtue of the high commission, “he might 
happily attain the sight of the original.” The archbishop sent Barefoot’s 
letter to Burghley, the lord treasurer.* 

Some evidence with reference to those who subscribed has been 
found for all the archdeaconries except Bedford. 


ARCHDEACONRIES OF LINCOLN AND STOW 


Strype’ gives the numbers of the preachers in these two archdea- 
conries who were either conformable or recusants:

The numbers of doctors and bachelors of divinity here is greater than in 
the Liber Cleri of 1585,° but many of these men were pluralists and some 
of them may there have been counted in other archdeaconries. 

The Seconde Parle of a Register,’ a collection of Puritan documents, 
supplies the names of those who were suspended,’ twenty-three in all. 
They are contained in a survey of the county of Lincoln, made in January 
and February, 1584-5 : 7

All these men were Puritan preachers. The Survey states that nine 
of them were suspended for not subscribing to the archbishop’s articles, 
and it is scarcely doubtful but that the rest were in trouble for the same 
FeacOns ill tic ber seven of themseventcen areventered as ‘licensed 
preachers (nos. 2, 3, 6, 7,.9, 16, and 17), one is an unlicensed preacher 
Plow mele tate ot preachers;(nOs#4, 5,70, sLO, 12, nl sil aye and 15). 
No. 1 does not appear in the Liber. 

The Seconde Farte of a Register contains a petition, [A D. 1584], from 
twenty-one ‘‘pastors and prechers” in Lincolnshire, asking the lords 
of the council ‘‘ to regard the pitifull and wofull estate of our congrega- 
tions and people . . . , which being destitute of our ministerie by the 
meanes of a subscription generallie and strictly urged now of late by the 
Bps. officers do mourne and lament.”! The names include the above- 
mentioned seventeen ministers except Huddlestone and Man; and there 
are the following additions :

Another list of ‘‘ Recusants in Lincolnshire,’ of about the same 
date, also has twenty-one names.’ This time, Shephard is the only one 
of the seventeen to be omitted, and the additions are Prior, Tripler [or 
Tipler], Travers, Wintle, and Worship. 

None of these men who were suspended suffered deprivation. The 
present volume shews that Allen, Bingham, Bradley, Holdesworth, 
Hunt, Kellett, Munning, Nelson, Prior, Shephard, and Tuke, continued 
to hold the same or other appointments in the diocese, at least until 
1594, except Prior who is not found after 1590. Daniel in 1590,* Gibson

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in 1589,! Grome in 1588,2 Somerscales in 1591,° Thompson in 1589," 
Tipler in 1591,° Travers in 1586,° Wintle in 1591," and Worship in 
1592,° died in possession of their benefices. _ Fulbeck resigned in 1585,” 
and does not appear in the diocese again. Man, who probably was a 
Brownist, resigned in 1591,° and separated from the church. 

On 13 November, 1587, in the church of St. Michael on the Mount, 
Lincoln, Huddlestone, who had been before the High Commission, in 
1584, was deprived of the vicarage of Saxilby, because he, “ regardless 
of the salvation of his soul, without reasonable cause, has long absented, 
and still absents, himself from the said vicarage and the cure of the souls 
of the parishioners, leaving them without the solace of a diligent pastor, 
and exercising no hospitality.”!! He was one of the lesser leaders of his 
party, and his absence from his parish may probably be put down to 
his being busy with puritan propaganda. 

Richard Holdesworth (no. 8) was, on Io January, 1584-5, appointed 
by Henry earl of Huntingdon, lord president of the Council of the 
North, to be one of his household chaplains; and, on 13: March 
following, he had a dispensation from the archbishop of Canterbury, 
permitting him to hold a benefice in addition to his present benefice, on 
condition that he provided preachers in each of his parishes, and 
exercised hospitality for two months every year in the parish in which 
he should reside the least.” Matthew Thomson also was a pluralist, 
although pluralism, it may be remarked, was one of evils which 
the puritans were constantly objecting against the bishops. Since the 
puritans had every inducement to make the cases of suspension appear 
as numerous as possible, it may be taken as proved that twenty-three was 
the maximum number in Lincolnshire. 


ARCHDEACONRY OF BUCKINGHAM

This return was made in obedience to the archbishop’s directions 
already mentioned. Most of the clergy, it will be seen, were content 
with the words ev animo subscribo. A few were more emphatic than the 
rest, and wrote volens ex antmo subscribo (p. 48) or imo ex corde 
subscribo, or hits articults consentio et quecunque contra hos articulos nostri 
temports Sctsmatict scripserunt et docuerunt horreo et abominor (p. 50). The 
rector of Hardmead subscribed with a formula which he possibly 
thought was good Latin, fertekles supradictis volens subscribo ; but in excuse 
it must be remembered that before his ordination he had been a mercer 
(pp. 50, 119). The list contains one hundred and fifty-four names,

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one hundred and thirteen being incumbents and forty-one being curates. 
This leaves a considerable part of the clergy unaccounted for, because 
the Liber Clert of 1585 has one hundred and fifty-one incumbents and 
thirty-eight curates. It is difficult however, to believe that as many as 
forty refused to conform, for the comperta of the bishop’s visitation in 
1585 do not reveal much more nonconformity in Buckinghamshire than 
elsewhere.

This, like the Buckingham document, is a return to the archbishop. 
It supplies not only information about conformity, but also gives 
particulars about degrees and preachers. Sixty-nine, out of one hundred 
and seventy, were preachers, whether licensed or not ; and eighty-five 
were able to catechize. Three others were ‘hardly able to catechize.” 
Only four incumbents and one curate were returned as ‘ unconformable,’ 
and even of these the registrar of the archdeaconry says, ‘‘ we have 
Hopes) Lue rector Of Hatieldvandy the curate of lotteridge “did not 
subscribe by reason of old age.”! The vicar of Yaxley did not appear 
by reason of the plague, but a note, added subsequently, states that he 
was ‘‘ conformable.” ?

Puritan propaganda 


During 1584, the puritans began to address petitions to the queen, 
to parliament, and to members of the privy council, professing their 
loyalty, and complaining of the action of the bishops in enforcing 
subscription to the articles and suspending or depriving godly ministers 
for their nonconformity, with the result that they saw unfit and ignorant 
men put into their places to the spiritual loss of their parishioners. They 
complained also of the lack of learned preachers, and of pluralism with 
consequent non-residence. The petitions continued for some years. In 
1586, in A Supplication of Some of the Students of the Universitie of 
Cambridge to the parliament, the puritans say :

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It cannot be denied but this our Universitie doth flourish at this present in 
all kind of good literature as much as at any time heretofore, the praise being given 
to God for the same ; yet it cannot be denied likewise but that that part of us which 
have chosen the studie of the Sacred Scriptures and have prepared ourselves for 
the holie ministerie do find lesse lawfull entrance into the Church of God and 
preferment for our labors then in former times, a lamentable thing to be heard of 
in this gratious light of the Gospel: There are now in our Universitie of Cambridge 
[ ] ? able men, furnished with sufficient gifts to teach the ignorant people, 
a common subject to be wrought upon in most places of this land, as partlie we 
know by experience, and partlie the generall complaints of the people do show, 
yet for all that, how fewe of us are called to this business with just and equall 
conditions, and not rather the unlearned ministers, the verie scumme of the people, 
preferred, to the ruine of Thowsands of soules, to the shame of the Church of God, 
and the utter ruine of learning. For if we ourselves use some meanes to have 
entrance into a charge, the covetousnes of patrons is such, and so insatiable for the 
most part, that there is no waie by them but by simonie, perjurie, and afterwards 
almost plaine beggerie. So that, inthis great want of labourers we stand idle in 
the market place all the day, for almost no man regardeth us to use our labours, so 
lamentable is the state of this our Church at this time (Peel, ii, 185-6). 


In another document, entitled ‘A meane for the establishinge of a 
learned and sufficient ministrye’ [a.D. 1586], it is recommended that 
unworthy ministers be thrust out, and ‘‘that meete men may be placed in 
their roumes out of the Universities or elsewhere.” If this be done, 
‘Oxford will be able presently to yield 194, and if it were reformed, 
non-residents being removed, bad heads displaced, and the younge fruit 
cherished, it would yield great plenty in short time. So would Cambridge 
vield the like, wherin by computation 140 and above fitte men [are] 
unprovided for; where the like reformation being had, the like fruite 
were to be looked for” (ibid., ii, 198-9). 

At first, the queen and the privy council were impressed by the 
moderation of expression in the petitions, and the bishops’ answers 
in detence were of no avail. Eventually, however, it became clear that 
the petitions were part of a scheme to establish the Book of Discipline 
instead of the Book of Common Prayer, and a ministry of elders 
and deacons in the place of the orders of the catholic Church.? In the 
meantime, in November, 1584, the convocation of Canterbury met, and 
issued (A.D. 1584-5) a set of articles, which were confirmed by royal 
authority, concerning the admission of fit men to holy orders and to 
benefices. The last of these articles prescribed that each bishop should, 
within a year, make diligent enquiry as to the condition, morals, and 
learning of the ministers living in his diocese, as well as by whom 
and when they were ordained, and what sort of life they had led 
previously, and should certify the particulars to the archbishop within 
the time given.’ Bishop Wickham used the occasion of his primary 
visitation of the diocese of Lincoln to make the enquiry, and the 

Liber Clert of 1585 embodies the results of it. 
_ For this, amongst other reasons, the Liber of that year is one of the 
most important documents in the present edition. It covers the whole 
of the Elizabethan diocese, and it is full of information about the state 
of the Church. The dates and places of ordination supplement the

The Bishop’s Visitation 


On 6 April, 1585, the bishop caused inhibitions to issue to his 
archdeacons, suspending their jurisdiction; and on 8 May, from the 
manor of Nettleham, he admonished the archdeacons to cite all 
preachers, appropriators of churches, rectors, vicars, chaplains, 
stipendiary priests, strange clergymen, schoolmasters, ushers, and 
sequestrators, together with the churchwardens and four or six trust- 
worthy persons from each parish according to its size, as well as 
executors and administrators, to appear at the visitation. Preachers 
were required to exhibit their licences to preach, appropriators to pay 
the procurations due, rectors and vicars to exhibit their letters of orders 
and institution, and their dispensations, privileges, pluralities, etc., if 
they had any ; and those rectors and vicars who had been instituted by 
any other form than that put forth by authority of parliament under 
king Edward VI, or which was in use under queen Elizabeth, or who 
had been instituted since the thirteenth year of her reign, were required 
to produce letters testimonial of their assent to, and subscription to, the 
articles of religion agreed upon in the synod of 1562. Curates, strange 
clerks, readers, sequestrators, schoolmasters, and ushers were to 
produce their letters of orders, letters testimonial, sequestrations, licences 
to teach, or tolerations. Churchwardens and parishioners were to 
bring their answers to the visitation articles,! and executors and adminis- 
trators their wills and accounts.” The production of the various 
documents by the clergy and others was known as the exhibition of the 
instruments (exhibitio instrumentorum), and for each instrument the 
appropriate fee had to be paid. These exhibits are entered in the /iber 
in a kind of shorthand: a. licence of admission to a curacy; 7. letters 
of institution; o. letters of orders; plur. dispensation for plurality, 
sometimes followed by the distance to the other benefice; qual. qualli- 
fication for plurality ; ¢. letters testimonial of subscription to the articles 
of religion; fol. toleration. Whena clerk failed to exhibit, the words 
habet ad exhibendum were entered against his name, and his case was 
dealt with ona later day in the bishop’s court. If, when cited, he failed 
to put in appearance there, he would ordinarily be declared contumacious, 
and might probably be suspended : he might even be excommunicated. 

The sessions of the visitation in the several archdeaconries were 
appointed to be held as follows: Lincoln, 5, 6, 8-10, 12-14 July ; Stow, 
6 and 7 July; Leicester, 16 and 17 July; Buckingham, 20-22 July; 
Dedrord,) 23) and» 20. july+ and Huntingdon, 24° and 27° July...’ The 
cathedral church was visited on July 3rd* by the bishop, with Dr Belley, 
the vicar-general. The visitation was thereupon prorogued to Septem- 
Bbermeist. —Aiter the text of the? presentswvork thad “been printed, five 
missing leaves of the Liber Clert, which contain the record of the chief

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part of the cathedral clergy, came to light in time to be printed in an 
appendix. The first leaf is still missing, but the names which it 
contained are supplied in the list of persons cited to the visitation.’ It 
is noticeable that several of the canons and prebendaries were laymen- 

The bishop visited the deaneries of Longoboby, Graffoe, 
Christianity, Wraggoe, Lawres, and Aslackhoe in person in the church of 
St. Michael on the Mount, Lincoln, on 5 and 6 July; and Dr Belley 
visited the remainder of the archdeaconries of Lincoln and Stow. For 
the rest of the diocese the particulars are wanting. 


The Comperta 


The Comperta of the visitation, which are preserved in the diocesan 
registry, reveal only a few cases of nonconformity : 


ARCHDEACONRY OF LINCOLN 


Lincoln, St. Peter at Arches—[ Adam Garside, rector] ; they lack a convenient 
surplice for the minister. They procured one, and were dismissed (f. 5d.). 

Silk Willoughby—the rector [Hugh Tuke] does not wear the surplice and 
omits to sign infants with the cross in baptism (f. 8d.). 

Wilksby—[Francis Purifie, rector]; they lack sufficient books, the Book of 
Common Prayer, a table for the communion, and a surplice (f. 32). 

Elsham—the vicar [John Juliane] does not wear the surplice. On 
19 August, he appeared and contessed, and was dismissed with an admonition 
f-sody: 
BE a asi vicar [James Birch] does not wear the surplice, and says that it 
is superstitious to use it ; he does not wear a square cap; he does not say the 
public pravers according to the Book of Common Prayer ; he does not allow the 
dead to be brought into church. On 19 August he submitted himself, and was 
dismissed with an admonition (f. 51).

Bedford, St. Peter Dunstable—Mr Linford [the rector] ‘ dothe neuer weare 
the surplice but towardes the time of the visitacion” (f. 115d.).

Fingest—“ Their parson [Peter Rider] doth not reade the lettanye on the 
sundaies and holidaies orderly ” (f.

Frowlesworth—[ William Staresmore, rector] : “ there surplic’ is neuer worne.”’ 
He appeared at Stamford “wher he affyrmeth he weareth it as often as it is 
brovght vnto him ”’ (f. 8od.). 

Leicester, St. Martin—The vicar [Henry Lynney ] ‘“ doth not read the lattennay 
on wednesdaies and fridaies ... he doth not weare the surplis ’”’ (f. 84d.). 


The Liber 


The Liber shews what proportion of the clergy had obtained 
university degrees, and supplies evidence about the antecedents of non- 
graduates.’ The latter class had come into the ministry from various 
callings; they had been day-labourers, serving-men, ostlers, husbandmen, 
parish-clerks, monks, glovers, drapers, tallow-chandlers, shoemakers, 
soldiers, attorneys, gentlemen. 


Scolares 


A large number, 564 in all, are entered as scolares, which has in this 
edition been rendered bred in the schools.? Scolaris should mean that the 
man was actually at the university, but that sense is plainly inapplicable 
here. In some cases it means a person who had spent some time at 
Oxford or Cambridge, but had failed to take a degree. For instance, 
Robert Welles, Thomas Duffeld, Simon Buttrie, Ambrose Ward, and 
others had matriculated at Cambridge.* But the great majority of the 
scolares had not been to a university at all. They had attended a school 
in the country, and correspond to the scolares rurales who form a majority 
of the clergy in a return from the diocese of Coventry and Lichfield in 
1592. In that document a man is every now and then entered as scolaris 
Oxontensis or scolaris Cambrigiensis. In a return from the diocese of 
Hereford, at about the same time, in which, under the head priusquam 
fuerunt in ministertum cooptati, a few ministers are entered as graduates, 
and the rest as scolares.® 


Capacitas 


In six entries it is stated of a clerk, habet capacttatem.’ Capacitas 
signifies legal competence. In three of the cases’ it is set down that the 
clerk had been a monk. Before the suppression of the monasteries, 
a monk would need a dispensation to enable him to hold a benefice, but 
such a dispensation would have no operative value in 1585. Again, 
capacitas here cannot mean a dispensation for plurality, for in two cases 
such a dispensation was exhibited. It is noticeable that where there is 
capacitas no particulars of ordination are given,® and no letters of orders 
are exhibited, and that capacitas is placed in the entry where the

Capacitas might 
imply a written instrument signifying that the clerk had legal competence ; 
but against this is to be set the fact that habet capacttatem does not 
appear in the part of the entry which enumerates the instruments 
exhibited ; nor is any fee paid in connection with it, as is the case when an 
exhibit is made. 


Readers 


At the beginning of Elizabeth’s reign, owing to the dearth of 
clergymen, and the lack of suitable candidates for ordination, the 
expedient was tried of appointing readers (/ectores, praclectores) to minister 
in small parishes for which it was impossible otherwise to make provision. 

They were to be taken out of the laity, tradesmen and others; any that was 
of sober conversation and honest behaviour, and that could read or write... 
They seemed not wholly to forbear their callings, but were not countenanced to 
follow them, especially if they were mechanical (Strype, Avnadés, i, part 1, 
pp. 515, 265). 

Included in fhe Interpretations of the Bishops, 1560-1, was a set of 
Injunctions to be confessed and subscribed by them that shall be admitted 
Readers, which restrained the readers from preaching and interpreting, 
and from ministering the sacraments and other rites of the church, except 
that they might ‘‘ bury the dead, and purify women after their childbirth.” 
The readers were enjoined to keep the parish register, and to bring to 
the ordinary a testimony of their behaviour “from the honest of the 
parish”? within six months.t In the diocese of Lincoln the readers were 
not ‘licensed’ like curates, but ‘tolerated’; and the document which they 
received on being commissioned was called a ‘toleration’ (foleratio).? 
The reader, on his appointment, with a surety entered into a bond to pay 


twenty pounds, or other sum, to one of the bishops’ officers, the condition 
of the obligation being 


that if he the above-bounden N.N. being tolerated and admitted to read prayers in 
the church or chapel of N., in the county of Lincoln, according to the Book of 
Common Prayer, together with the chapters and suffrages appointed by the same, 
do not in any thing or things touching his said office contrary or otherwise than is 
in the said book specified and allowed, then this present obligation to be void and 
of none effect, or else to stand and remain in full force, strength, power, and virtue 
(Misc., 1609/1). 

Considering the circumstances of its institution, the order of readers 
was not calculated to bring much credit to the Church, and the expedient 
was gradually discontinued as the supply of clergymen increased. Its 
gradual passing is illustrated by the analysis at page 447 below. It is 
remarkable, however, that in the archdeaconry of Lincoln the number 
increased from four in 1603 to twelve in 1611, and returned to four in 1614.

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Of the twenty-eight readers! in the archdeaconry of Lincoln in 1585, ten 
were afterwards ordained. It isprobable that most of the readers did 
not come up to the educational standard required by the bishops. If so, 
their attainments must, in 1585, have been small indeed. By 1603 the 
standard was much higher. It is remarkable that, in 1597, Robert 
Nicholson, Richard Rodes, and Robert Pattison, who were certainly 
laymen at the time,*? were cited to vote for proctors of the clergy in 
convocation.® Of Stephen Bouth, reader at Revesby, it is returned, in 
1585, that ‘‘ he baptizes and celebrates matrimony.’’* In the Liber Cleri 
of 1603, Robert Marshall, Robert Nicholson, Richard Rodes, and William 
Utterby appear under the head of ‘ Incumbent’ although they were only 
readers’; and in the Libri of 1604 and 1607, readers are in some 
cases described as curates, e g., William Utterby® and Richard Rodes’. 


Schoolmasters 


Schoolmasters are included in the Liber Cler1, because no one was 
allowed to exercise the office of a teacher, whether in public or private, 
unless he were licensed by the bishop. Schoolmasters and other 
teachers were therefore required to appear at the bishop’s visitation, and 
to exhibit their licences. Bishop Wickham’s visitation articles in 1585 
ask ‘‘ Whether the schoolmasters which teach within your parish, either 
openly or privately in any nobleman or gentleman’s house or in any other 
place with you, be of good and sincere religion and conversation ; and 
be diligent in teaching and bringing up of youth ; and whether they be 
examined, allowed, and licensed, by the ordinary; and whether they 
teach the Grammar set forth by king Henry the Eighth ... ; whether 
they teach their scholars the Catechism in Latin lately set forth, and 
such sentences of Scriptures as shall be most expedient and meet to 
move them to the love and due reverence of God’s true religion now 
truly set forth by the Queen’s Majesty’s authority ...; and what be the 
names and surnames of all such schoolmasters and teachers of youth 
within your parish as well of such as teach publicly as those that hath 
in the houses of noblemen, gentlemen, or other private men.* In 1588, 
again, Wickham issued the same article®; and Chaderton made a 
similar enquiry in 1598.” 


THE PURITAN SURVEY 


In the summer of 1584,!! the puritans decided to make surveys in the 
several dioceses with a view to ascertaining the numbers of preaching 
ministers and of those who were insufficient in learning or of scandalous 
lives. These surveys are printed by Dr A. Peel in The Seconde Parte of

The summary of the surveys is dated 1586,? but the 
institutions to benefices in the diocesan registry shew that the Lincoln- 
shire return was made in January and February, 1584-5, that is, about 
six months earlier than the Liber Clert. The return for Buckinghamshire 
is actually dated February, 1584-5. The date 1586 has evidently been 
deduced from the fact that the surveys were annexed to A General 
Supplication of portentous length which the puritans presented to 
parliament in the November of that year.‘ In that document they 
complained about the suspension and deprivation of ministers for 
nonconformity, and about pluralism and non-residence and the lack of 
learned preachers. The bishops, they say, 

have made priests (as thei terme themselves), like those that were in Jeroboam’s 
time of the basest of the people, not onelie for their base occupations and trades, 
whence thei have taken them, some having “bene Shoemakers, Barbers, Tailors, 
even water-bearers, sheppheards, and horse keepers, but allso speciallie for their so 
great want of all good learning and honestie, as no man will take a number of 
them to make them his hindes to use them for keeping of his horse or his sheepe. 
(Neal, History of the Puritans, (ed. 1837), i, 307-11. Cp. Peel, ii, 70 ff.). 

The puritan survey contains a view of the clergy in the whole of 
Lincolnshire,> and a summary of the returns for Buckinghamshire. The 
other archdeaconries are missing. 


LINCOLNSHIRE 


The Lincolnshire returns in the Survey are ‘‘ confirmed by the hands 
and testimonies of certaine of the Q. Mat®s Justices of peace, gentlemen, 
and others, subscribed under everie Deanery according to their severall 
knowledge of their Deanries and parishes.’”® The names of these 
persons are only given, however, for the deaneries that lie in Kesteven 
and Holland. It is evident from the close agreement of the Survey with 
the Liber Cleri that the former was compiled with great care. There are 
indeed many mistakes in the names of persons and places, but these seem 
to be due to the difficulties of a later copyist dealing with unfamiliar 
names ; or perhaps of a puritan organiser from London who wrote down 
the names as they were dictated to him. Thus Sansthorpe appears for 
Sausthorpe, Belne for Bellue (Belleau), Huttost for Huttoft, Carnethorp for 
Garnethorp (Grainthorpe), Fliskerton for Fiskerton, Wanibie for Nainbie 
(Navenby), Buskington for Ruskington, Reckingham for Threkingham, 
Havington for Lavington; and in surnames, Hillborne for Lillborne, 
Woodles for Woodlef, Rent for Kent; and by strange confusion, 
Willoughbie Hughe, rector of Silke, for Hughe Tuke, rector of Silk 
Willoughbie, and Ezekiel Dubb for Ezekiel Tailor. The last mistake 
arose through Tailor being a double-beneficed man, and therefore having 
‘dubb’ placed against his name, which the copyist took to be his 
surname. These mistakes could not possibly have been made by anyone 
who was familiar with the neighbourhood.

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The Survey gives, under deaneries, the numbers of parishes, of 
‘“double-beneficed men,” of non-residents, of preachers, and of non- 
preachers. The preachers are sometimes characterised as ‘ indifferent 
preachers, good and bad,” while the nine preachers in the deanery of 
Yarborough are ‘‘ but soe soe.” The non-preachers are spoken of with 
contempt: they are ‘‘dumb ministers and readers,!” ‘bare readers,” 
‘“dumbe idolles.’’ Between the preachers and non-preachers, are those 
who are ‘‘able in some measure to exhort” or ‘to instruct.?” 

It is interesting to compare the puritan survey with the episcopal 
liber. For this purpose the two returns for Lincolnshire have been 
Pepi tec heyewillape, rererred tomas the: Liber and, the Survey. 
Mathematical accuracy is scarcely attainable, for adjustment has to 
be made for the fact that the two returns were made at slightly different 
dates. There are also certain ambiguities in the returns. But the chief 
difficulty is pointed out in the note at the beginning of the puritan 
return : 


It is to be observed that in this booke there are often times fewer preachers 
computated in the briefe somme at the end of everie Deanry, and fewer ministers 
then are set downe in the particulars of the same Deanryes. The cause herof is, 
that those preachers are double beneficed and non Residents, and so are numbred 
in other places where thei are resident: and manie ministers serve two cures 
either in the same Deanry, or in another, the which if thei should be numbred in 
everie place where thei serve, or where thei have livings, the number both of the 
preachers and allso unable ministers will be greater then it is (Peel, 11, 111).

The difference of eleven in the totals is probably due to some 
‘plurified’ or double-beneficed non-preachers having been counted 
twice in the Survey, whereas great care has been taken to guard against 
this source of error in the Liber. Moreover, there was an interval of 
about six months between the two enquiries. A closer analysis of the 
numbers of preachers yields interesting results. For the purpose of 
comparison, from the one hundred and nine preachers in the Liber nine 
must be deducted, since their names are not contained in the Survey ; 
and from the one hundred and twenty-four of the Survey eight whose 
names are not found in the Liber.

Thus out of one hundred and forty-two preachers, only seventy-four 
are common to both the records; and there remain twenty-six men who 
were recognised as preachers by the bishop but not by the puritans, and 
forty-two who were allowed by the puritan classes, and not by the bishop. 
That all the latter preached is probable for, no doubt, many ministers 
took advantage of the confusion of the times, to preach without a 
licence ; and the puritans denied the right of the bishops to hindera 
minister from preaching. In the Liber itself one man is stated to be an 
unlicensed preacher, and eleven others were presumably not licensed. 
But if the men who appear in the Survey as preachers were those who 
were recognised as such by the puritan classes, it is difficult to account 
for the large proportion of pluralists and non-residents among them.! 

Besides the preachers, the Survey contains the names of forty 
ministers who are able in some measure to instruct, or exhort, or teach. 
Of these, the following particulars are given in the Liber.

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The cases of pluralism are 81 in the Liber and 77 in the Survey. 
The difference may be accounted for by the difficulty in tracing 
pluralists outside Lincolnshire, and by changes in the interval between 
the two records. 

The fairness and moderation of the puritan survey of Lincolnshire 
are in striking contrast to the returns from some other dioceses. With 
the exception of the remarks about preachers quoted above, there is in 
the Lincolnshire document only one disparaging remark, namely, that 
Sir John Gammon was a preacher, ‘but of verie mean giftes,” and 
double-beneficed.1. The bishop’s /iber is even more sombre reading than 
the puritan survey. On the other hand the surveys of Cornwall, Nortolk, 
and Warwickshire’ represent the clergy as so generally neglectful and 
wicked that, bad as the state of the Church was, it is difficult to accept 
them as trustworthy evidence. Bancroft, bishop of London, speaks of 
them as being ‘‘in manner of Heathenish Libels.” ° 


BUCKINGHAMSHIRE

than a summary of the puritan return for Buckinghamshire’ :

ihe number, ot licensed preachers in’ the Jzber is “seventeen,” The 
number of incumbents in the archdeaconry as given in the Liber is one 
hundred and fifty-one,® which is one more than the number in the Survey. 
The Liber gives the names of thirty-eight curates, whereas the number 
in the Survey is sixty. This large difference cannot be accounted for ; 
for if the twenty-two additional curates in the Survey were unordained

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men who were commissioned by the puritan classes, it might be expected 
that their names would appear in the detecttones as unlicensed ; but they 
are not to be found there. It may be suggested that there is a mistake 
in the puritan figures. 


EPISCOPAL VISITATION, A.D. 1588 
(Brown Book, ff. ro1-106d. Printed below, pp. 433-438.) 


The visitation of the cathedral church was held on 3 June, 6 July, 
and 16 September. On the last mentioned day, the dean and chapter were 
admonished to correct and reform master John Robinson, s.T.P., the 
precentor, for that through his fault he had suffered the precentory and the 
buildings belonging thereto to be dilapidated and ruined ; and that they 
should compel him to repair and rebuild the same before St. 
Bartholomew’s day next. The list of the persons cited to attend the 
visitation is printed in the text. 

Unfortunately, the Jiber cleri for the rest of the diocese is missing. 
The bishop’s articles are printed by Dr Kennedy.! Amongst other 
things, he enquires ‘‘ whether any physicians or surgeons practice physic 
or surgery without licence of the ordinary.” The book of detecitones°’ of 
the archdeaconries of Lincoln and Stow which were visited from 5 to 12 
June, by Dr John Belley, the vicar-general, and John Billingsley, his 
deputy, is preserved in the diocesan registry. The detections shew a 
few cases of nonconformity : 


[Parish illegible, query deanery of Loveden]--the vicar does not wear the 
surplice (f. 5d.). ; 

Brant Broughton—Thomas Wright, curate, does not use the surplice (7é7d.). 

Swineshead [ov a neighbouring parish ]—-the curate does not wear the surplice. 
On 6 July, 1580, he appeared at Lincoln, and was dismissed with an admonition. 
Be? Bog 
leford—Mr Patie, vicar there, beat his wife in the churchyard, and 
is a common sower of discord amongst his neighbours ; and he has two wives ; 
and he seldom or never uses the surplice. [Later] He is dead (f. 23). 

[Parish illegible, in the deanery of Bolingbroke]—the rector there in the 
chancel struck Francis Clarke in the mouth, whereftrom there came blood and 
teeth. The said rector does not wear the surplice while he administers the 
sacraments and says the public prayers. On 28 June, 1580, he appeared at Lincoln, 
and submitted himself as to the surplice, whereupon he was dismissed with an 
admonition. And as to the striking, he denied it (f. 26). 


THE ARCHDEACON OF LINCOLN’S VISITATION, 1588-9 


The visitation began in February 1588-9, and ended in the following 
April. The detections do not reveal much nonconformity. 


Grantham— Master Robert Brian [vicar of South Grantham] does not wear 
the surplice when he ministers the sacraments. On 14 March, 1588-9, he appeared 
at Lincoln and submitted himself, and was dismissed with an admonition (f. 17). 

Sutton le Marsh—[John] East [curate] is presented, because “‘ we have no 
communion att this Ester nor he dothe nott rede the pesseles nor gospelles... 
Item sence hecame to the towne he did never weare surplesse.’”’ He confesses to

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Frieston—John Huddleston, the curate, does not say the prayers according to 
the Book of Common Prayer (f. 48). 

East Kirkby—Richard Risinge, the vicar, does not say the prayers according 
to the Book of Common Prayer (f. 48). 

Barnetby—the vicar [Richard Bateman] does not wear the surplice. [Lazer] 
he appeared at Lincoln, and submitted himself, and was dismissed with an 
admonition (f. 107d.). 

At Cumberworth (f. 85d.) and at Keddington (f. 96d.) they lack a surplice. 

Grantham—Thomas Yardley presented for denving the laudable ceremonies 
of the church. He submitted himself, and had to acknowledge his fault in the 
church there in service-time, and to lead his wife to the accustomed place, where 
women are used to sit while they give thanks after childbirth, and there to give 
thanks (f. 21d.). 


Grantham—Richard Morley “saith the churching of women is a beggerly 
ceremonie and that all thos which do vse yt do in some respecte forsak Christ, and 
yf he cold have perswaded his wief she shold never have geauen thanckes ”’ (f. 22). 


SUBSIDY OF ARMOUR, A.D. 1590 


(Muniment room of the Dean and Cnapcer of Lincoln (A, 2, 10.) 
Foolscap, paper, 16 folios. Printed below, pp. 145-168.) 


On 4 March, 1589-90, the lords of the council wrote to the archbishop 
of Canterbury, praying him to direct the bishops and clergy to furnish 
troops of horsemen and footmen, with armour and weapons, for the 
defence of the kingdom against the king of Spain, as they did in 1588.! 
Directions were given, on 26 April, 1590, to the lords leutenant that, 
whereas divers of the clergy had made provision of armour and furniture, 
but by reason of their smallness of household and retinue wanted able 
and fit men to wear the same, they should give order that choice be 
made of able and sufficient persons, who were not of ‘“‘the enrolled and 
trained nombers,” to be enrolled in the bands set forth by the clergy.’ 
On 11 October, the council desired the archbishop to furnish certificates 
of the able men with their armour, and of the furniture provided by the 
clergy. The document which is printed in the text is evidently the 
certificate for the diocese of Lincoln. It covers the whole of the diocese ; 
and at the end is given a summary of the horses and armour provided by 
the clergy. 





EPISCOPAL VISKTATION, A.D. 1591 
(Brown Book, ff. 108-15. Printed below, pp. 433-439.) 


The visitation articles for the diocese are printed by Dr Kennedy’ ; 
the detectiones are not extant. All that remains is the schedule of the 
names of those who were cited to appear at the visitation ot the 
cathedral church, which was visited on 2 and 28 June, 26 July, and 
22 September. 


PROCEEDINGS AGAINST THE PURITANS, AD. 1590-1592 
In 1590, the government proceeded against some of the puritan 
leaders on the charge of holding unlawful assemblies, subscribing to the 
Book of Discipline, and attempting to establish a presbyterian system. 
The most prominent of these men were Thomas Cartwright and Edmund

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Snape Three others, Arthur Hildersham, Andrew King, and Anthony 
Nutter, are connected with the diocese of Lincoln. They appeared first 
before the ecclesiastical commission and, since they refused to answer 
upon the oath ew officio, they were committed to prison. On 13 May, 
1592, they appeared in the Star Chamber. At length it was found that 
no illegal practices could be proved against them, and they were released 
on their promises of good behaviour.! King was in 1595, a schoolmaster 
at Chesham Woburn in Buckinghamshire, and preacher there in 1605. 
Nutter held the rectory of Fenny Drayton in Leicestershire from 1582 to 
1604-5. Hildersham, in 1593, became vicar of Ashby de la Zouch in the 
same county. All three will be found in the list of nonconforming 
clergymen at the end of this introduction. 


A Lost CERTIFICATE OF THE CLERGY, A.D. 1592-3 


On Io January, 1592-3, the archbishop conveyed to the bishops the 
queen’s command that they should send him, before the opening of 
parliament, a certificate of all the ministers within their dioceses, 
specifying the names of the clergy, their degrees, their learning, their 
conversation, and whether they were preachers or no, and if not 
preachers, of what ‘tolerable learning” they were, or otherwise; and 
whom they (the bishops) had deprived for insufficiency and lewdness of 
life; to the intent that the queen might understand the state and qualities 
of all her clergy; for it was said that there were as unmeet ministers 
admitted since as there were before.” Some of the returns of the bishops 
are extant at Lambeth, but the return from Lincoln is missing; nor has 
any trace of, or reference to, it been foundin the diocesan registry. The 
more the diocesan archives are studied in detail, the more plain does it 
become that a great mass of documents has perished, including not a few 
of first-class importance. 


LIBER CLERI, A.D. 1594 


(Lincoln Diocesan Registry. Foolscap, paper, 52 folios. 
Printed below, pp. 375-395.) 


This book, which was for many years preserved in the registry 
of the archdeacon of Leicester, has, during the present year, been 
transferred to its proper place of deposit in the diocesan registry at 
Lincoln. The diocese was, until about 1840, too large to be administered 
from Lincoln, and the custom prevailed of using Leicester, Bedford, 
Aylesbury, Huntingdon, and Hitchin, the headquarters of the several 
archdeaconries, as centres of episcopal administration for many purposes. 
This was rendered the easier by the practice which tended to prevail of 
appointing the same persons to be both episcopal and diocesan officers,’ 
an arrangement which sometimes renders it impossible to decide in what 
capacity a person is acting. Indeed, in some cases an official is 
described as sitting in a double capacity, deriving his authority from 
both the bishop and the archdeacon.

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The liber, which is dated 11 May, 1594, was drawn up in view of 
bishop Wickham’s last visitation of the diocese. It contains the names 
of the cathedral body and of the ecclesiastical persons of the arch- 
deaconries of Lincoln and Stow. The names of a good many school- 
Pastel aealen iver mebewetters Dav anduGrainweavier type, mean 
present, absent, excused. The cathedral church was visited on 11 May, 
17 June, 13 July, and 10 August.! The detectiones of the archdeaconries of 
Lincoln and Stow are preserved in the diocesan registry, and they give 
6-8 and 10-14 June as the dates of the sessions. The visitor was Thomas 
Randes, as deputy of Dr Belley, the vicar-general. The book of 
detectiones contains many entries relating to the decay of chancels, 
and a few cases of nonconformity : 


New Sleaford—the vicar [George Blackethe] (1) refuses to baptize except on 
the Lord’s day. On 10 August, 1594, he appeared, and denied the objected article 
(2) he refuses to sign with the sign of the cross infants whom he baptizes, and he 
refuses to answer to the objected article (3) on account of such his negligence and 
recusancy certain infants have died without baptism, and to the objected article he 
confesses as far as one is concerned ; wherefore the judge suspended him from the 
celebration of divine service and from the execution of his office [etc.], and a 
commission issued to denounce him (f. 6). 

Donington in Holland—Mr Pieke, vicar there, promised in full court at 
Boston to use the surplice in time of divine service, and to use the form enjoined 
in the Book of Common Prayer. Witnesses: D[r] Jermyn’ and I, Thomas 
Randes (f. 34). 

Gosberton—The churchwardens and sworn-men presented their minister 
[William Addister] “for that he ... douthe refuse to assine with the sine of the 
crose”’; and that he is ‘‘a haterde and one that sekes the dishquytnes of his 
nighbours in meskaling and rewilinge and callinge his nighbours Brason face and 
Liers with in the Churche” ; and that ‘“‘ for the spase of vij years or ther aboutes 
he neuer ware the surplis but of weson monday last at morninge prayer.’ The 
vicar denied all the charges except the last if. 35). 

Skirbeck—Mr Harcastle, the vicar,? does not wear the surplice because it is 
not decent, “‘ nether haue we had any that was decente these twoe veares,” and the 
churchwardens neither presented it nor bought one. They appeared at Lincoln, 
2 July, 1594, and submitted themselves, and were dismissed with an admonition 
([37). 

Corby—Stephen Smyth and Helen his wife are notorious recusants, and do not 
come to church. They did not appear when cited, and therefore were 
excommunicated (f. 17d.). 

Wrawby with Brigg—Hugh Cocke and his wife are recusants and refuse to 
come to their parish church (f. 64). 

Buslingthorpe—-John Morley, gentleman, is a recusant, neither has he 
for seven years last past come to his parish church. He was excommunicated 
(f. 77). 


LIBER CLERI, A.D. 1595 
(Lincoln Diocesan Registry. Part of a sheet of paper. Printed below, p. 169.) 


Bishop Chaderton held his primary visitation immediately after his 
enthronement in person. On to July and 22 September the cathedral 
church was visited by the bishop’s commissionaries.* Of the visitation 
of the rest of the diocese no record is preserved at Lincoln except part 
of a single sheet of paper, dated August, 1595, which was found rolled 
up as a stop at the end of a filing cord.

The articles of bishop Chaderton’s triennial visitation in 1598 are 
printed by Dr Kennedy.t The only /tber clert which has survived is 
that for the archdeaconry of Stow. It shews that sixty of the clergy 
were married, and thirteen unmarried, while the state of seven is not 
specified. Fifty-three of the clergy were hospitable, and thirteen 
not hospitable, while nothing is said about the remaining fourteen. 
The behaviour of seventy-nine was good : that of one was ‘“ unknown.” 
Five benefices were leased, fifty-five were not leased, and no particulars 
are given about thirteen. Dr Usher states that the comperta of the 
visitation are preserved at Lambeth,? but the document proves to be a 
list of the persons excommunicated in the triennial visitations of bishop 
Chaderton and his predecessors. 


LIBER CLERI, A.D. 1597-1600

A.D. 1588 


On Tuesday, 29 October, 1588, in the church of St. Mary, Stamford, 
before Master John Belley, ne p., the vicar-general, sitting as a judge, in 
the presence of John Dightonne, notary public, deputy registrar, there 
appeared the following persons who had been appointed by the clergy of 
the several archdeaconries to elect two proctors to represent the clergy 
of the whole diocese in the convocation to be held in the cathedral 
church of St. Paul, London, on 13 November next, namely : for Lincoln 
and Stow, Thomas Randes, M.4A., official of the archdeaconries of Lincoln 
and Stow ; for Leicester, Masters William Rudierde, vicar of All Saints, 
Leicester, and Thomas Pollarde, vicar of Peatlinge ; for Buckingham 
and Bedford, Masters Edward Coulter, LL.B., and Thomas Yarrowe, M.A. ; 
for Huntingdon, Master Kenelm Kente, notary public, registrar of the 
archdeaconry of Huntingdon. The proctors withdrew to the chapel on 
the north side of the church, and consulted amongst themselves; and 
then, returning to the vicar-general, who was still sitting in his court, 
Master Randes, in the name of all the rest, notified that they had 
unanimously elected Masters Bartholomew Chamberlane, s.T.P., and 
Edward Jermyn, s.T.P., beneficed and resident in_the diocese, to 
represent them as their proctors in conyocation; and that the said

A.D. 1592-3 

For the convocation to be held in St. Paul’s, London, on 20 February, 
1592-3, the clergy of the several archdeaconries appointed the following 
persons as their proctors to join in electing two proctors to represent the 
clergy of the diocese; Lincoln, Thomas Randes, M.a., commissary and 
official of the archdeaconry, and Thomas Tailor, notary public, secretary 
and registrar of the same; Stow, Thomas Randes, o.a., official of the 
archdeaconry of Stow, and John Harrys. notary public; Leicester, 
Masters Christopher Pollarde and William Rudyarde, clerks ; Bedford, 
Thomas Archer, M.a., rector of Howghton Conquest and Gildable, and 
Edward Cultre, notary public, LL.B. ; Buckingham, John Preesteman, M.a., 
rector of Emerton, and Edward Cultre, notary public, LL.B. ; Huntingdon, 
Bartholomew Chamberlaine. s.T.p., William Bate, M.a., and Kenelm 
Kente, notary public, and registrar for the archdeaconry. Of these 
Randes, Pollarde, Rudyarde, Cultre, Preesteman, and Kente appeared 
before the vicar-general at St. Mary’s, Stamford, on 6 February, and 
elected Edward Jermyn, ST.P., and Samuel Flemynge, s.T.P., as proctors 
of the clergy of the diocese, making the same provision for their expenses 
as in 1588."

The documents printed in the text are notarial instruments with 
schedules giving the names of the clergy of each of the several 
archdeaconries. The clergy of each archdeaconry appoint two proctors 
to appear before the bishop or his vicar-general or commissary in the 
church of St. Mary, Stamford, and there, with the clergy or their 
proctors of the other archdeaconries, to elect two proctors of the whole 
clergy of the diocese of Lincoln to appear as well in the parliament of 
the queen’s majesty, as also in the convocation of the church and of the 
whole clergy and ecclesiastical persons of the kingdom. Attached to the 
instruments are schedules of those who elected the proctors, with a list, 
in the case of the archdeaconry of Huntingdon, in 1597, of those 
who were absent. These schedules of names are evidence of the 
succession of incumbents at a time when the records of institution are 
defective. It will be observed that the lists’ of electors contain the 
names of curates as well as those of incumbents; and that in three 
instances at least these curates were laymen.’ The names of those who 
were elected to serve as proctors in convocation are not given. 


LIBER CLERI OF THE CATHEDRAL CHURCH, 
A.D. 1599-1600 
(Brown. Book, ff. 62-3d. Printed below, pp. 433-9.) 
On 15 December, 1599, bishop Chaderton issued his mandate to the 


dean and chapter, enjoining them to cite the cathedral body to appear at 
his visitation on 21 February. The mandate recited that the subdean

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and chapter had signified to the bishop that many questions and 
dissensions had arisen between Dr William Cole, who had been installed 
as dean on 2 June, 1599, and themselves, which daily increased by 
reason of the obstinacy and captiousness (pertinacitalis et morositatts) of 
the dean to the prejudice of their cathedral church and the offence 
of other christian people, especially of the laity and others, who did 
not duly understand such happenings. After keeping the mandate 
twelve days or more, the dean returned it by Thomas Stirropp, the 
chapter-clerk, with the message that he, the dean, would not consent to 
such episcopal visitation, nor would he undertake the execution of the 
mandate. Wherefore, the sub-deanand chapter, on 12 January, 1599- 
1600, undertook to execute it. In April, 1600, the visitation was 
prorogued to 10 July, and again to 5 September. It was prorogued 
again to 12 September, when Christopher Digles, George Hudleston, 
and John Cheesman, vicars choral, exhibited certain articles, written in a 
paper schedule, against Richard Forster, clerk, one of the vicars choral. 
Forster denied that there was any truth in the articles. They were all 
enjoined to appear on 16 September, but what then happened is not 
recorded, nor is the nature of the articles stated. About Michaelmas, 
the dean, the original cause of the visitation, died, and was buried in the 
cathedral church, His eldest) daughter, "Abigaily, wifemoreiiens, 
Stratford, erected a monument (which no longer exists) under the great 
window of the Lady chapel, embellished with lines which ended with 
these words : 
And, when the latter trump of heav’n shall blow, 
Cole, now raked up in ashes, then shall glow. 

The visitation, after prorogations to 26 September, and 22 October, 1600, 
27 February, 1600-1, 17 April and 11 June, 1601, was dissolved on 
4 August.’ 


THE ARCHDEACON OF LINCOLN’S VISITATION, A.D. 1599-1600 

The delectiones of the visitation, which began in February, 1599-1600, 
and ended in the following June, disclose several cases of nonconformity : 

Ryby—Robert Rainer [the vicar] ‘“‘ readeth no homilies, neither precheth his 
quarter sermons, neither readeth the Queenes Iniunctions, he catechiseth not, he 
weareth not the surplishe, he doth not service according to the booke of common 
praier,”’ etc. On 1 July, 1600, he appeared at Lincoln, and submitted himself, and 
because he promised on the word of a priest toreform himself, the judge dismissed 
him with an admonition (f. 1rood.). 

At Tattershall (f. 62d.), Haugham (f. 79d.), Wold Newton (f, 96d.), and West 
Torrington (f. 119) there was no decent surplice. 

Welton le Wold—Mr Kighley doth not say divine service, nor minister 
the sacraments, nor come to the said church of which he is parson. He 
did not appear, and the fruits of the benefice were sequestrated (f. 79). 


The presentments for recusancy will be considered presently. 


THE ARCHDEACON OF LINCOLN’S VISITATION, A.D. 1600-1601 


The detections shew that at Timberland (f. 5), Great Carlton (f. 29), 
North Reston (f. 33d.), Hogsthorpe (f. 43), Great Cotes (f. 55), Market 
Stainton (f. 75d.), and Brant Broughton (f. 125d.) the surplice is wanting. 
At Barrow on Humber there is only an_ old ragged surplice (f. 16d.). 
Many curates are presented for serving without a licence. The recusants 
will be noticed below.

Bishop Chaderton began his triennial visitation in the cathedral 
church, rr June, 1601, continued it the next day in St. Michael’s church, 
Lincoln, and ended it on 4 July, at Huntingdon.! No articles, //bri, or 
detectiones have been found. 


LIGHT HORSE FOR IRELAND, A.D. 1601 


(Brown Book, ff. 162-169, 176. Below, pp. 219, and List I at the end of 

the Introduction.) 

On 9g October, 1601, the archbishop wrote’ to the bishop to the 
effect that ‘‘ whereas the king of Spain and the pope, having long 
fostered, by underhand means, her Majesty’s rebels in Ireland, had now 
of late discovered their malice in more open manner by sending into 
that kingdom a navy, and an army of men, who were landed in the 
province of Munster”*®; the queen upon this urgent occasion had 
herself written to him urging him to require the clergy to furnish such 
number of light horses as he (the archbishop) should think fit! He 
therefore required the bishop of Lincoln, by himself, his dean and 
chapter, and some others of ability of the clergy, to provide and furnish 
good and sufficient light horses and geldings, fitted with Morocco saddles 
of buff, or other good leather, and the rest of the furniture thereto 
agreeable: and that the men to serve on them be armed with good 
cuirasses and casques, petronels furnished, good swords and daggers, 
and horsemen’s coats of good cloth. And that their Lordships’ [of the 
privy council] opinion was, that nothing would more exalt the service, 
than the choice of such men as had been used to ride: and therefore 
none more fit than such as were born in the north parts, if possibly they 
might be had. Moss-troopers and border-riders seem to have been 
contemplated. Apparently the Privy Council felt some doubt about the 
power of the clergymen who provided horses to find ‘apt and fitt men 
to serve upon those horses”; and therefore they ordered the deputy 
lieutenants and commissioners of musters, upon request made by any of 
the clergy, to see them furnished with serviceable men.° 

The horsemen were to assemble at Bristol on 26 October, where 
they were inspected. Some of the horses were unfit for service, and it 
appears, from a letter to Sir Robert Cecil (afterwards earl of Salisbury), 
from one of his officers, that some of the clergy complained that 
their horses had been rejected. Cecil’s correspondent protested : ‘‘ We 
have turned back none but such as are lame, blind, under stature 
or aged... We found the Archdeacon of Colchester’s horse was lean, 
old, having splint and spavin and wounded on the near hind leg behind ; 
the other Archdeacon’s horse old and given to the scratches.”® No 
information is forthcoming about the soundness of the Lincolnshire 
horses.

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It seems that, on account of the urgency of the need, a few of the 
leading clergymen of the diocese of Lincoln bore the expense of 
providing the diocesan quota of horses, and that these men appealed to 
the archbishop that they might be relieved ‘“ by the better sort of their 
fellow-ministeres (as was always intended).”” The archbishop thereupon 
wrote on 24 December, 1601, from Lambeth, enjoining the bishop to 
levy a contribution according to a schedule which he enclosed on * the 
best able” of the clergy of the diocese. The schedule contains the 
names of 222 incumbents against whom are charged sums ranging from 
five shillings to two pounds.! On 28 December, from his house ‘in 
Longdiche neare Westminster,” the bishop wrote to Randes directing 
him to collect the contribution and send it to him at Bugden.* On 
30 June, 1602, he asked Randes to send a certificate of the names 
of those who had and those who had not paid.® 

The operations in Ireland were successful; and the archbishop 
wrote the bishop : 


Salutem in Christo’: Your Lo: cannott be ignorante of the greate and 
manyfolde blessinges and benefyttes which wee have receyved from god sence yt 
pleased him to advaunce her Mat®: to this Croune First by directing her Royall 
harte to establishe and maynteyne true religion amongeste vs then by defending 
her sacred person againste manie and diuers secret plattes and cruell designmentes. 
Thirdlie by protecting this whole Realme from the entended invasions of the 
kyng of Spayne, to the great admiration almoste of all the worlde. And at this 
tyme by frustrating this kyng of Spayne of his entended Invasions and Conquest 
of the kingdome of Ireland that therby he mighte make his entrance the more 
easve for the subdueing of this Realme to which entente likewise he combined 
with the Pope, and of late sent greate forces into that kingdome to the aide and 
assistance of the Rebelles there whoe fortified themselves in 3. places besides 
Kinsale with resolucion never to haue departed that kingdome till they had 
subdued yt to their M. the kinge of Spaine. Neuertheles (throughe Godes great 
goodnes and Mercies) they are subdued and forced to become humble sutours that 
they mighte departe and leave that enterprize and have surrendred and yeelded 
vpp all the places wherin they had fortefied themselues. Moreover the forces of 
bothe the Traytours (Tyrone and Odenell) are vanquished the Tratours themselves 
rune away. Tyrone into the Northe parte of Ireland and Odenell into Spaine. 
For which great goodnes of almightie god in frustrating of those and other plottes 
and enterprices againste her Mat® and her kingdomes and speciallie againste the 
true Religion which wee professe, devised as well by the late King of Spaine as by 
this his sonne that nowe raigneth whoe hathe vowed to followe his Fathers 
steppes therein : wee can never be sufficientlie thanckfull. And therfore your Lo: 
shall doe well (and yt is her Mates pleasure) to take order within your dioces that 
the preachers in their sermons shall notifie vnto their parishioners these admirable 
workes of god and exceedinge greate Marcies multiplied vppon vs and move them 
to render thanckes vnto God for the same. And to pray for the continuance 
therof. And soe not doubtinge of your Lo: care herin with my harty Com’ I 
ee yow to the Tuicion of thalmighty god From Lambeth the 25. of Januarie 
1601.

This return was made in obedience to a letter of the archbishop of 
Canterbury, dated 21 June, 1602, to the bishop of. Lincoln,! telling him 
that the queen had been informed that divers churches and chancels 
were greatly decayed, and were either fallen down, or were likely to fall 
down ; and that many other churches were ‘‘ very ondecentlie kepte 
within to the disgrace of Religion ” ; and, in the queen’s name, requiring 
the bishop to certify him as to the state of the churches in his diocese. 
The bishop’s letter, dated at Buckden, 30 June, to his commissaries and 
registrars, enjoins them to carry out the archbishop’s directions. He 
tells them to use all convenient expedition that the offence may be 
cleared, if any such there be, (which needs must, he reminds them, be 
imputed to themselves in some sort), that ‘‘wee may bee freed from 
God and her Mat displesure then the w°? twoe there can noe greater 
plagues fall vpon vs.” 

The comperta and detecttones of the episcopal visitations towards the 
end of the sixteenth century contain many notices of disrepair and ruin 
in church fabrics, and especially of those chancels for the maintenance of 
which the impropriators were responsible. Religion had been 
discredited in the mind of the laity by wholesale plunder of endowments, 
and by the destruction of church fabrics and furniture and ornaments. 
Moreover, there were some who taught that religion was a matter 
of individual communion between a man and his God, and disparaged its 
outward forms of a ministry and sacraments. These things led many 
men to disregard the obligation of keeping their parish church in repair, 
and of contributing to the maintenance of their parish priest. 

The return which is printed here discloses a rather better state 
of repair than might, perhaps, in the circumstances, have been expected. 
Where there is ruin or decay, ‘‘a speedy reformation” is generally 
promised. At Skegness there is some small decay of the church by 
reason of a late tempestuous storm.* At Mablethorpe St. Peter’s both 
church and chancel ‘ weere swalowed vp w*' the sea aboue 1" or Ix 
yeres past sence w tyme there was never any churche there buylded 
thorowghe the pouertie w% the inhabitantes weere drawen into by losse 
of goods by that invndac’on.’”* The church and chancel of Busling- 
thorpe were very ruinous ‘ by reason there are no parishioners or very 
fewe there & of no abylitie. The Lord of the towne ys one m' Sutton 
of London ; the persone ys beggarlie & residethe not’? At Hundleby 
‘the churche ys defectyue in the glase wyndowes wherby the same ys 
defiled with owles & pigeons.” ® At Horsington the church and chancel 
‘‘are greatly decayed by meanes that the same are lytle frequented by 
reason the parishioners haue a chappell within the towne for devine 
seruice, the churche standinge farr of & yll to comme to in wynter, by

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reason of water & yll way.”} At Holton le Clay the chancel ‘‘ ys 
vnseamely in the wyndowes which are dawbed vp and stopped with 
wispes.” ? 

The duty of repairing the chancel belonged to the rector or, in the 
case of an impropriated rectory, to the impropriator (or proprietary as 
he was called), or to the person to whom he had farmed or leased the 
parsonage. At Folkingham the chancel is in some decay through the 
poverty of the parson, but he promises that it shall shortly be amended.* 
At other places the person in default is the queen,* or the bishop of 
Lincoln,’ or the dean and chapter,® or some layman. 


DOUBLE BENEFICES, A.D. 1602-3 


(Lincoln Diocesan Registry. Foolscap, paper, 9 folios and paper cover. 
Printed below, pp. 237-243.) 


This return was made in connexion with one of the various 
attempts to restrain pluralities, to provide preachers, and to secure 
residence. In many cases the pluralist had no curate, or at least none 
lawfully admitted. At Thornton le Moor and South Kelsey St. Mary the 
curates were notin orders.’ At Mablethorpe St. Peter ‘‘ the Churche is 
overflowne with water in the sea.’’® And at Riseholme there was no 
curate ‘for the Church with the whole towne savinge one howse is 
ruinated and downe.’”® 


THE ACCESSION OF JAMES I 


The documents which have been discussed up to this point have 
belonged to the reign of queen Elizabeth. Early on the morning of 
24 March, 1602-3, the great queen died. Four days later the archbishop 
wrote to the bishop of Lincoln : 


Salutem in Christo. I shall not neede to write vnto you the state of thinges 
here, First touchinge the death of our late mcst gratious soueraigne & then of the 
generall & vniuersall acceptance of his ma#¢ that now is, bycause they are thinges 
now notoriously knowen, and of the first, I cannot write for greif, savinge 
onlie this, which is a comforte to mee & may bee to all that loued her that 
shee died most Christianlie, most patiently & most quietly, of the seconde that hee 
is receaued with as great vnitie & applause as euer prince was into anie cuntrie, 
the end of my writinye to your Lo?: now is to pray you & require you, to cause 
publique thankes to bee geuen in your Cathedrall churche & other places of note, 
as well for the happie government vnder which wee haue hitherto liued vnder our 
late deare Queene both for matters of religion & other civile government, 
as also that it hath pleased god of his infinite goodnes to place ouer vs in 
her steade a kinge of the same profession & endewed with such excellent qualities 
as hee is &c. I do likewise advise your Lo?? that you attend vppon him Bushop- 
like at the beginninge of your dioces, if it shall please his ma’tie to come that way. 
and so with my heartie commendacions I committe you to the tuicion of almightie 
god. From Lambeth this 28. of March 1603.

From my hous at Buckden in some 
haste this first of Aprill 1603.

At the same time the apparitors were enjoined by letter to summon 
the clergy and laity to repair to the abovenamed churches by ten o’clock 
in the forenoon, on the appointed day.” 

It is uncertain at what point bishop Chaderton, with his tawny 
liveries, met the king; but he preached before James and the court at 
Burghley house on Easter Day, 24 April, 1603.° 

As king James was on his way from Scotland to London, the 
puritans presented to him a petition recounting their grievances. Since 
it claimed to express the views of a thousand ministers, it is known as 
the ‘“‘ millenary petition.”’ This, however, seems to be an exaggeration, 
and seven hundred and forty-six is the number mentioned by the 
puritans themselves. Since the petition was not signed, no exact total 
can be defended. The latter number is probably derived from the 
Abridgment® of the Lincolnshire ministers in 1605, which gives seven 
hundred and forty-six as the total number of the signatures to the 
several petitions sent up by the puritans in the summer of 1603.6 The 
demands made in the petition were more moderate than might have 
been expected. There was nothing about the abolition of episcopacy or 
the introduction of presbyterianism, which had been urged in the 
time of Elizabeth. The promoters objected to the signing with the 
cross in baptism, the use of the ring in marriage, baptism by women, 
and confirmation ; and prayed that the cap and surplice should not be 
required. They desired that none in future should be admitted to the 
ministry except able and sufficient men who should preach diligently, 
and specially on the Lord’s day; and that those already admitted, 
if unable to preach, should be removed or be forced to maintain 
preachers. Further, that ministers should be compelled to subscribe to 
the articles of religion and the king’s supremacy only, and not to 
the article requiring the observance of the form and order of the Prayer 
Book. That pluralities should be restrained, and that impropriations

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attached to bishoprics and colleges, or in lay hands, should be required 
to contribute to the maintenance of preaching ministers. That 
excommunication should not issue ‘‘for trifles and twelve-penny 
matters’; and that the fees of the officers and other abuses of the 
ecclesiastical courts should be restrained. That the oath evx-officio and 
licences for marriage without banns being asked should be more 
sparingly used. 

The papists too had hopes of relief. In answer to them, James 
declared that he would not exact the fines for recusancy : ‘‘ He would 
not make a merchandise of conscience, nor set a price upon faith.’” 
James indeed pleased all parties, for the bishops also found relief from 
their worst fears in the attitude he adopted towards episcopacy. They 
were alarmed, however, at the encouragement which he gave to 
the puritans and the papists ; and they were fain to realise that he did 
not fully understand the situation. Whitgift, therefore, began to collect 
information with which to meet the nonconformist complaints against 
the Church, and to ascertain the position with respect to the papist 
recusants. On 11 May, 1603, he wrote to the bishop of Lincoln, saying 
that he thought that the king would not “suffer any disordered persons ” 
in the church, and requiring the bishop not to permit any one to preach 
unless he: were licensed. An extract from the letter, with letters 
thereupon from the bishop, and from Randes, the bishop’s commissary, 
dated 28 May and 1 June respectively, are printed in the text.?,- On 13 June, 
the bishop wrote again to the archdeacons, commissary, and registrars, 
praying them to make diligent inquiry about preachers and pluralities 
and other matters, ‘‘ wishinge you not to fayle in the premisses, as you 
haue often done heretofore, for that there dependeth some matter of 
consequence hervpon.”* In pursuance of this charge, Randes and 
Bullingham, the commissary and registrar, by letters dated 14 June, 
commanded the apparitors to summon all preachers, parsons, vicars, and 
curates to make their personal appearance before them, and to bring 
with them their several admissions, letters of orders, testimonials of 
subscription, institutions, licences to preach, and other instruments.’ 
The deaneries of Grantham and Loveden were to meet at St. Michael’s 
church, Lincoln, on Wednesday, 13 July, between the hours of eight and 
ten in the forenoon.’ 

These arrangements were probably cancelled for, in the meantime, 
the archbishop had written to the bishop, on 30 June, ‘‘vpon some 
speciall occasions mee thervnto movinge,” praying him to send letters to 
his archdeacons and commissaries, requiring them, in the archbishop’s 
name, to send for every parson, vicar, and curate, and secretly and 
particularly to receive of them answers in writing to articles about 
the numbers of communicants and non-communicants, and of 
recusants, and pluralists ; also about impropriations, whether they be | 
endowed with vicarages or served by curates, and about parsonages and 
vicarages and their value in the King’s Books; and about patrons.® ~The 
archbishop states that he must put the bishop in remembrance that he

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‘had neede to geve some touche” to his archdeacons and other 
commissaries that if they thought how much the things he desired to be 
informed in may concern their own jurisdictions, they would have more 
care to inform themselves of every such matter, and speedily to return a 
certificate of them.! The bishop wrote to the archdeacons and Randes, 
on 1o July, from Buckden; and, on 15 July, Randes ordered the 
apparitors of the archdeaconry of Lincoln to cite the clergy to make 
their personal appearance before him. The deanery of Wraggoe was to 
appear at St. Michael’s church, Lincoln, on Thursday, 4 August.’

The Liber Cleri of 1603 is the answer to the archbishop’s articles. 
A rather later hand has written on the cover the title Liber Patronorum 
et Benefictorum, with the date 1605. This date is certainly wrong, for 
the register of institutions and other documents sufficiently prove that 
the time is August, 1603. A few additions have been made by a later. 
hand, probably about the end of the seventeenth century. There is also 
in the diocesan registry an abridged copy, which has been used in this 
edition to supply the place of a missing folio (folio 42) of the principal 
copy. The book contains, at the beginning, a sermon which was no 
doubt preached at one of the places of session. It has not been 
possible here, on account of the high cost of printing, to follow the 
tabular form of the original. Statistics compiled from the Liber will be 
found at pages 442-63 below. The returns for the archdeaconries of 
Stow and Bedford include a report on the behaviour of the clergy. The 
name given under the heading I (Incumbent) cannot in all cases be 
depended on as that of the incumbent : sometimes it is that of a curate 
in charge. The values of the benefices, which were to be the sums given 
in the King’s Books, that is the assessment of 1535, are somewhat 
carelessly entered. Where the figures do not agree, the amount in the 
King’s Books has been printed in square brackets. The return for the 
archdeaconry of Stow, as given in the Liber has not been edited, because 
a rather fuller record from which, probably, the Liber was compiled, has 
been printed instead.’ 

The particulars for the return about preachers, with reference to 
which the bishop wrote on 28 May and to July,* were seemingly 
obtained when the clergy appeared. A memorandum in the Brown 
Book’ states that ‘‘a book about the preachers” in the archdeaconry of 
Lincoln was made, and sent to the bishop on 20 September, 1603. This 
docuinent cannot now be found, but some of the information about 
the preachers is included in the Liber of 1603.

Sal: in Christo: By the copie of the right Reuerend father in god my very 
good Lo: and brother the Archbushop of Cant’ his G: lettres lately written vnto 
mee you snall vnderstand how long and earnestly the Certificates haue beene 
looked for and how slowly sente, and that without copies, and some not at all. By

On g November, Randes and Bullingham enjoined the apparitors to 
make known the contents of these letters to the clergy, churchwardens, 
and others, and to certify before St. Andrew’s day what they had done 
in the premises.! Shortly afterwards the bishop wrote to Stirroppe: 


To my depute Register, William Stirroppe, at Buckden, Yeaue theise. 

Sal: in Christo: The 4. Lettres? to my seuerall Commissaries annexed 
to these presentes I require & chardg you to take such [? course] as they may

Most of the figures in this summary have been altered, and their 
appearance does not inspire confidence. Further, it is impossible to 
reconcile them with the Liber. The differences will be discussed below. 


Something may now be said about some of the heads of the return. 
The value of benefices will be considered presently.! 


Appropriations and Impropriations 


In technical language, an appropriated church or rectory is one 
which has been given, with its income, to an ecclesiastical person 
or corporation, such as a bishop ora religious house. At the dissolution 
of the monasteries a very large number of appropriations fell to the 
crown, and many of these, again, were granted to laymen. When 
appropriated churches passed into lay hands, they became, technically, 
impropriations. In most cases of appropriation, a vicarage had been 
ordained, and endowed with the specified part of the income of 
the benefice, the appropriator or rector (or, when it came into lay 
hands, the impropriator or lay rector), taking the great tithes and 
the vicar the small tithes. Some of the vicarages had become very 
poor, and there was much agitation that their income should be 
increased by the appropriators and impropriators The puritans, 
especially, were desirous that the income of benefices should be 
augmented from the appropriations held by the bishops and the deans 
and chapters. Hence the particulars given in the Liber. It must be 
observed, however, that, at that date, the technical distinction between 
the terms appropriation and impropriation was not rigidly observed, and 
that either term may include both classes of benefices.? Statistics 
compiled from the Liber of 1603 give the following figures :

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Patrons 


Lay patronage was greatly increased when the religious houses were 
suppressed ; for the patronage of vicarages, which generally belonged to 
the appropriators of the rectories, became vested, in the crown and other 
lay patrons. The bishops, in 1604, complained that five-sixths of all the 
benefices in the country were of the patronage of the laity (no doubt 
including the crown), and that, in consequence, the Church had not the 
same control as formerly over those who were to be admitted to 
livings.! The figures for the diocese of Lincoln have been worked out 
from the Liber.

In this table, a patron who has an alternate turn of presentation has been 


counted as 3. The totals therefore are the totais of benefices. The figures in 
brackets give the numbers of benefices of which the patronage is divided between 
two patrons. ‘Therefore, to get the number of patrons, the numbers in brackets 
must be halved, and one half be added to the unbracketed totals. Chapels have not 


been included. 

These figures fully bear out the bishops’ complaint ; for they shew 
that less than one-eighth of the patronage of the diocese of Lincoln was 
in ecclesiastical hands. If, however, the Oxford and Cambridge colleges 
be counted as ecclesiastical bodies, the proportion is one-sixth, as the 
bishops contended. 

Preachers 
The numbers of preachers in the several archdeaconries in 1585 and 


1603 are printed below’; and here it is sufficient to give summaries for 
the whole of the diocese :

It will be observed that the number of preachers given in the Liber 
of 1603, namely 712, differs widely from that supplied by the archbishop 
to the king, namely 920.1. The archbishop has 354 masters of arts, and 
makes them all preachers, whereas the Liber has only 326 of whom at 
least 16 are not preachers. Again, the archbishop has 236 bachelors of 
arts, and makes them all preachers, while the Liber has 218, of whom at 
least 15 are not preachers. Of non-graduates the archbishop has 226 
preachers; the Liber only 176. The archbishop’s figures have been 
much ‘altered, and suggest uncertainty. Moreover, it is unlikely that, 
out of a total of 1184 clergymen, as many as 920 were preachers. 
Seemingly, it must be admitted that the archbishop’s clerks, anxious, as 
no doubt they were, to support their master’s case, somewhat over- 
strained the evidence. Not content with this, they added : 

There are besides the Preachers before mentioned, in both the Provinces [of 
Canterbury and York], many honest ministres well hable to Catechize, and 


priuately to exhorte, though they haue not the guifte of vtterance, and audacitie to 
preache in the Pulpitt (Harl. MS. 280, f. 169d.). 


Degrees 
It is instructive to compare the /ibrz of 1585 and 1603 with respect to 
degrees. At the earlier date, out of 1285 men, 399 had degrees ; at the 
latter, 646, out of 1184.2 The efforts of the bishops to improve the 
quality of the clergy had been successful at the cost of a reduction in

their number. A reference to the table at page liv will shew that the 
archbishop, in 1603, over-estimated the number of masters of arts in the 
diocese by twenty-eight, and the bachelors of arts by eighteen.

Communicants 


The number of communicants given in the Liber of 1603 is 196,926.” 
The archbishop’s number is 242,550 with ‘ quere’ written against it.° 
At this time people were, of course, bound by law to communicate. 
Five men and six women in the archdeaconry of Bedford and fifteen 
men and fourteen women in the archdeaconry of Buckingham are

VALUATIO BENEFICIORUM, A.D. 1603-4 


(Lincoln Diocesan Registry. Five sheets, 15$in. x 12in., now bound in a 
volume of Lzéri Cleri, 1576-1604. Printed below, pages 355-362.) 

The Hampton Court Conference met on January the rqth, 16th, and 
18th, 1603-4; and, amongst other things, it was agreed that further 
information should be obtained by the bishops, and submitted to 
the king before the meeting of parliament in March. On 28 January, 
the archbishop, therefore wrote to the bishop of Lincoln, saying that 
there were some defects in the last certificate which he had received, 
that is the Liber of 1603. These he would have supplied to him with all 
convenient speed. It was the king’s pleasure to know the qualities and 
degrees of incumbents, whether they were preachers or able to catechise, 
or otherwise learned or unlearned, and whether of good or evil 
conversation ; and also the value of their livings, and how those benefices 
which were not competent might be augmented. Further particulars 
were required about impropriations. ‘‘ For I assure you,” says the 
archbishop, ‘‘ that his maiestie doth looke for a speedie returne of these 
mattres and thinketh it to be a verie great negligence for anie Bishopp 
not to knowe the state and condic’on of his Cleargie within his dioces.’” 

The bishop, on 10 February, wrote from King’s college, Cambridge, 
to the archdeacons, commissary, and registrars, enclosing a copy of the 
archbishop’s letter, to require them to make a new survey. The 
valuation is to be what a benefice is worth to let communibus annis 
deductis deducendis, and not as it is valued in the King’s Books, ‘for that 
hath bene done allreadie, and might with more ease haue bene taken out 
of the office of the first fruites, if that were intended, nether is that 
valuac’on equall for that some benefices are over valued and some farre 
vnder.” The inquiry is to be made, as the archbishop recommended, by 
the ministers who are of chief note, to be selected by the bishop, two or 
three or more out of every deanery, at places convenient to such as are 
to attend, ‘“‘for it were to muche to drawe them all to Lincoln.’ 
Two copies of the return are to be sent to the bishop, one of which it 
was intended, no doubt, should be filed in the diocesan registry. 
‘There is great speede required in this action.” The bishop encloses a 
form of letter to the special persons of note, which he sends as a 
‘president.’ A postscript directs that inquiry shall be made where tithe 
is withholden.* In his letter to the selected clergymen of the arch- 
deaconry of Lincoln, dated 13 February, Randes, requires them to bring 
their certified return to him, at Lincoln, on Tuesday, 28 February.® 

Unfortunately no more of the returns have been preserved at 
Lincoln than those for the archdeaconry of Stow and the deanery of 
Walshcroft, but fragmentary as the document is, it is valuable as being the

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only return to the archbishop’s requisition which is known to the 
present writer. It contains particulars about the marriage, behaviour, 
and hospitality of the clergy ; about degrees, plurality, residence, and 
preaching ; and about patrons, impropriations, and the leasing of 
benefices. But the chief article of the enquiry related to the values of 
benefices, and to the methods of augmenting them. The literature of the 
period contains many references to the poverty of the clergy. The 
circumstances at the beginning of James's reign were very different from 
those that prevailed in pre-Reformation times. Much more was expected 
of the clergy ; it was demanded that they should be better educated and, 
especially, that they should be able to preach. The allowance also of 
clerical marriage made it imperative that stipends should be increased. 
This was all the more necessary since there had been a great rise 
in prices during the past sixty years.!. Against this there was to be set 
an increase in the incomes of the clergy, the chief part of which was 
derived from tithe ; for the value of tithe was based upon the price of 
corn and other produce. But tithe had not increased part passu with 
the price of corn, because frequently a composition, or modus decimandt, 
had been adopted in place of the payment in kind of tithes, and 
especially of small tithes; and such customary payments were, in 1603, 
often a mere fraction of the market value. The great tithe was derived 
from corn, and the laying down of arable land to grass probably 
resulted in some further loss to the tithe-owner. But besides these 
causes of impoverishment, there was a great deal of robbery. Simony 
was rife. Following the queen’s bad example, many patrons required 
payments in money, or pensions, or favourable leases, or surrenders 
of glebe, or easy compositions, or remission of tithes and dues, as a 
condition of appointing men to benefices. Archbishop Parker, after his 
visitation of the diocese of Norwich, in 1567, wrote : 

I sent my visitors into Norwich ... whereof I heard ... Gehazi and Judas hada 
wonderful haunt in the country, that guzd vultis mihi dare ? had so much prevailed 
there among the simonians, that now to sell and to buy benefices, to fleece 
parsonages and vicarages, that omnia erant venalia. And I was informed the best 
of the country, not under the degree of knights, were infected with this sore, so far 
that some one knight had four or five, some even seven or eight benefices clouted 
together, fleecing them all, defrauding the crown’s subjects of their duty of prayers, 
somewhere setting boys and their serving men to bear the names of such livings.? 
About the same evil archbishop Sandys said : 

The disease spreadeth, for patrons gape for gain, and hungry fellows utterly 
destitute of all good learning and godly zeal, yea scarcely clothed with common 
honesty, having money, find ready entrance to the Church. 

The lord of the manor of Throcking paved his kitchen at Sandon 
with gravestones taken out of Throcking church, embezzled the glebe, 
and kept a chaplain in his house to officiate.‘ 


The values of benefices given in the Liber of 1603, were those set 
down in the King’s Books. These books consist of two volumes of 
contemporary transcripts of the Valor Ecclestasticus or valuation of 
ecclesiastical benefices made in 1535. On that assessment benefices

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were, and still are, rated for the payment of first-fruits and tenths. The 
Valuatio Benefictorum, on the other hand, gives the actual net value, the 
value communibus annis deductis deducendis, in 1603-4 ; and it is useful to 
compare the incomes of ninety benefices in the two records :

It will be observed that, on an average, the incomes of benefices had 
rather more than doubled between 1535 and 1603. Curates’ stipends, 
which are the same in the Liber and the Valuatio, were miserably 
inadequate. 

Dr Usher writes at some length about the poverty of the clergy, 
but their case was not so desperate as he represents ; for he takes the 
incomes of benefices as given in the returns of 1603 to be the real values 
at that date ; whereas, as it has been shewn, incomes had been more than 
doubled ; and puritan returns, which give the real values of benefices, 
mislead him into thinking that ‘‘a youthful student, whose ideas on 
doctrine and church government were hazy, and whose ambition for 
truth and piety was not abnormal, could not fail to be influenced in his 
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espousal of the Puritan ideas by the fact that the Puritan parishes paid 
stipends double or treble any sum that he could expect from ordinary 
parishes.”} 

The “leading clergymen,” who were appointed in each deanery 
to make the inquiry enjoined by the archbishop, offer recommendations 
for the augmentation of poor livings or ‘ vivinges.’ In every case they 
suggest that tithes should be paid in kind, and that customs of paying 
less than a tenth should be discontinued ; also that deductions should be 
made from the impropriations for the augmentation of the respective 
vicarages. In three cases the union of .benefices is recommended ; 
and in one instance it is urged that the use of prohibitions should be 
restrained.’ 

The return which we are considering can barely have been received 
at Lambeth before archbishop Whitgift died, on 29 February, 1603-4. He 
had laboured for the good of the Church in a period of almost unexampled 
difficulty ; and when he was visited by the king, on the day before his 
death, he could do no more than repeat the words ‘ Pro ecclesia Det.” 
His place, as leader, was taken by Richard Bancroft, bishop of London, 
who, however, did not succeed to the primacy until the following 
December. It was Bancroft who had laid bare the puritan classts 
movement and the attempt secretly to subvert the system of the Church 
from within; and he had been one of the leading members of the court 
of high comimission. 

In March, 1603-4, and, seemingly, before the meeting of parliament 
on 1g March, the bishops met, with Bancroft as president, to consider 
how a competent maintenance might be provided for a preaching minister 
in every parish. They recommended that tithes be paid in kind, and if a 
benefice were too poor to support an incumbent, it should be united to 
another. They pointed out that if the bishop had power to appoint a 
suitable portion out of the impropriate tithes, the evil would be to a large 
extent remedied. The augmentation of benefices, however, was a 
matter of extraordinary difficulty, for parliament stedfastly refused to look 
at bills which would have the effect of increasing the tithes which were 
due from the laity, and from making any charge upon the impropriate 
tithes which belonged to the lay rectors. It has been possible here to do 
no more than to touch upon the incomes of benefices, but the subject is 
one which will repay study. 

A curious little fragment has been found in the Lincoln diocesan 
registry amongst the miscellaneous papers of the years 1605 and 1606,* 
which may be quoted because it professes to give the value of several 
benefices : 

Mr Thornton parson of Barraby and Wolstropp, worth 2. hundred and forty 
poundes a yeare. a blinde Curat. 

Mr Griffin parson of litell Ponton and Kirkby Vnderwood the smallest of them 
Cl. a yere and a blynd Curat serues one of them. 

Mr Williams parson of Asgarby and Aswarby, the least of them. 100 markes 
a yere and a blynd Curat serues one of them. 

Mr Gaze vicar of Hunington and Ancaster and hath no dispensation, and 
a blynd Curat serues one of them.

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The value of these benefices in 1535, as given in the King’s Books, is 
as follows: Barrowby £31 1s. 54d., Woolsthorpe £12 2s. 8$d., Little 
Ponton £7 Ios. od., Kirkby Underwood £6 3s.

The average of the figures in the fragment 
is more than seven times greater, and ‘they must be treated as an ev parte 
statement. The document has a puritan flavour, and the blindness of 
the curates, which may be compared with the dumbness of certain of the 
clergy in 1584,! must be attributed to their inability to see religious 
questions through puritan spectacles. 


Pluralism 


Closely connected with the insufficiency of clerical incomes was the 
practice of pluralism; and pluralism, again, involved more or less non- 
residence, for it was not physically possible for an incumbent to reside 
in two parishes at once. The puritans constantly complained of these 
abuses, and bills were introduced into parliament to restrain them ; but 
while incomes were insufficient, it was often necessary for the more 
learned sort of clergymen to hold more than one benefice. Even of the 
men who adopted puritan principles many were ‘ plurified’ or ‘ double- 
beneficed.” The statistics at p. 459 below, however, shew that the evil 
was diminishing. The one hundred and forty pluralists in the diocese in 
1585 had shrunk to ninety in 1603. 


THE PRAYER BOOK AND THE CANONS 


The puritans gained but little at Hampton Court. Asa result of the 
conference certain changes, mostly of an explanatory nature, were made 
in the Prayer Book; but the surplice, the cross in baptism, the ring in 
marriage, and kneeling at the Holy Communion, the chief of the 
ceremonies to which the puritans objected, were retained. The 
alterations were approved by the king, and by letters patent, dated 
g February, 1603-4, the printing of the new Prayer Book was ordered. 
On 5 March, a royal proclamation required the king’s subjects to conform 
to it. Parliament and convocation met on 19 March, and attempts were 
made in both assemblies to reform the new book; but without any 
success. Failure to use the book was, as will appear below, the occasion 
of many presentments at the episcopal visitation of 1604. 

The chief work of convocation was the supplementing and codifying 
of the law of the Church of England in the Canons of 1604. This code 
is still the law of the English Church, although some of the canons 
have fallen into desuetude. A large part of them was taken from 
injunctions, interpretations, advertisements, and articles which had been 
issued during the previous fifty years, some of which had come to be, in 
1604, of doubtful authority.“ The puritans had often defended their 
actions by the plea that the law of the Church was uncertain, but the 
promulgation of the canons made this line of defence untenable. The 
canons deal with several of the chief subjects to which the present texts 
relate. The first twelve canons exclude from the Church tfso facto those 
who maintained the puritan position, and refused to'conform. Number

Number 58 enjoins that every minister ‘‘shall wear a 
decent and comely surplice with sleeves, to be provided at the charge of 
the parish,’ and that such as are graduates shall wear upon their 
surplices such hoods as are agreeable to their degrees, when performing 
the public services. Numbers 65 and 66 are directed against papist 
recusants. Number 74 prescribes a “form of decent and comely 
apparel ”’ at other times. Number 80 enjoins churchwardens or questmen 
to provide at the charge of the parish the new Book of Common Prayer 
within two months, and also ‘ the Bible of the largest volume,” and the 
books of homilies, if not already obtained. Numbers 85 and 86 have 
reference to the maintenance of church fabrics. The canons were 
passed by the convocation of Canterbury in July, 1604. On the 16th of 
that month a royal proclamation was issued, warning the clergy to be 
ready to conform by 30 November, or to dispose of themselves and their 
families in some other way. The bishops were directed to provide meet 
persons to be substitutes in the place of those who should refuse ; and 
in the meantime, ‘‘to do their uttermost endeavours by conferences, 
arguments, persuasions, and by all other ways of love and gentleness to 
reclaim all that be in the ministry, to the obedience of our church laws.’ 

The puritans were thus faced by a clear-cut issue: they had to 
conform or suffer deprivation. In 1604, as in 1585, their aim was to 
substitute the Book of Discipline for the Book of Common Prayer, and 
presbyterianism for the three orders of the Church’s ministry. At the 
later, as at the earlier, date the two systems were irreconcilable, and it 
was inevitable that, sooner or later, a choice should be made between 
them. 


THE ARCHDEACON OF LEICESTER’S VISITATION, APRIL, A.D. 1604 


A book, bearing the title Detectiones in Visttactone Annunciationis 
A.D, 1604 exhibite, is preserved in the registry of the archdeacon of 
Leicester. In some of the following parishes the incumbents probably 
did not conform at the time of the visitation, but since Cotton was the 
only one against whom the bishop proceeded later in the year, it may be 
presumed that the rest conformed without much delay. 


Market Bosworth—They want a surplice (f. 11). William Pelsant, s.1.B., was 
vicar (below, p. 298), and still held the benefice in 1614 (L.C. 1614, f. 124). 

Laughton Parva—The churchwardens, on 20 August, exhibited a certificate, 
and shewed a sufficient surplice, and were dismissed (f. 22). [Thomas Cotton, M.a., 
was rector (see below, List of Nonconforming Clergymen, no. 117)]. 

Norton by Galby—The churchwardens appeared, 31 August, and did shew a 
surplice which Mr D[octor] Ch[ancellor] allowed (f. 22). [Thomas Ruddington, 
B.A., the rector, still held the benefice in 1614 (L.C. 1614, f. 130)].

Stoughton (in the parish of Thurnby)—The churchwardens appeared, 
31 August, and the judge enjoined them to provide a surplice (f. 22d.). 

Fleckney—The churchwardens appeared, 29 September, and shewed a surplice 
to Mr Rudyard, [the surrogate], which he allowed for sufficient (f. 22d.). Robert 
Watts, the vicar, still held the benefice in 1614 (L.C. 1614, f. 131)]. 

Burton Overy—The churchwardens, on 26 October, brought in a certificate of 
their having a new Book of Common Prayer and the canons, and the judge decreed 
that they be dismissed (f. 23). 

Houghton—The churchwardens, 26 October, appeared and certified that they 
had a new Book of Common Prayer, the canons, and a new surplice, and the judge 
dismissed them (f. 23). [Christopher Pollard was rector, and held the benefice 
till his death in 1605 (P.D., 1605/12) ].

This book, like the Liber of 1594,! has been lately transferred from 
Leicester to Lincoln. It relates to the archdeaconry of Lincoln. The 
letters a. and e. distinguish those who were absent or excused. John 
Garbrore, curate of Stain, was singular in being excused the payment of 
the visitation fees: ‘ His stipend is but 20s. a year and therfore in meare 
pitty he is dismissed ; there is but 2 houses.’”? 


EPISCOPAL VISITATION, A.D. 1604 


On 8 July, the bishop’s monition issued to the dean and chapter for 
a visitation to be held in their chapter-house on Wednesday, 1 August ; 
and on 11 July monitions issued for a visitation of the archdeaconries to 
be held as follows: Lincoln, on 15-18 and 20, 21, and 23 August : 
Stow, on 22 and 23 August ; Bedford, on 6 and 8 August ; Buckingham, 
on g-11 August ; Huntingdon, on 4 and 7 August ; Leicester, on 13 and 
14 August.* The bishop proposed to visit the deaneries of Grantham, 
Loveden, Beltisloe, Ness, and Stamford in the church of Grantham ; but 
the venue for the deanery of Grantham was changed to the church of 
Sleaford ; and that for Loveden, Beltisloe, and Ness to St. Michael’s on 
the Mount, Lincoln; while the deanery of Stamford was not visited at all. 
The reason for these changes was that ‘‘ Stamford was at that tyme sore 
visited with the plague.” The neighbourhood of Grantham also was 
suffering, and the churchwardens of Stubton, who had omitted to 
present their minister for not wearing the surplice and not using the sign 
of the cross, were respited racione pestis.*. The visitation was held by the 
bishop’s commissaries, Dr Hill, Dr Parker, Master George Eland, who 
was archdeacon of Bedford, and Thomas Burton. 

The visitation articles are printed in the appendix to The Second 
Report of the Royal Commission on Ritual (1868)°. They are fifty-one in 
number, and the churchwardens of Ludborough failed to answer them,

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‘‘being so many and so harde,” until they were threatened with 
excommunication.! Amongst other things, bishop Chaderton enquires of 
the churchwardens and sworn men : 

Whether you haue in your Church or Chappell all thing necessarie and 
requisite for Common praier, and administration of the holy Sacraments, specially 
the booke of Common praier lately set forth by the Kings Maiesties authoritie... 
the Bible of the largest volume... and a comely large surplesse with wide sleeues 
(Article 2)... And whether your minister at all times vpon sundaies an holidaies 
doe weare in time of diuine seruice and administration of the Sacraments, the 
surplesse, yea or no, or do suffer any other to saie the common praier, or minister 
either of the sacraments in your church not wearing the same (Article 14)... 
And whether doth vour minister in the baptizing of children, obserue the orders, 
rites, and ceremonies appointed and prescribed in the Booke of Common praier, 
without any addition, omission, or other innouation (Article 23). 

The deiectiones of the visitation for the archdeaconries of Lincoln 
and Stow are preserved in the diocesan registry. They are the 
churchwardens’ answers to the bishop’s articles ; and they are of more 
than ordinary importance because they follow closely the promulgation 
of the canons. No other visitation record at Lincoln reveals so many 
breaches of church order. It is unfortunate that the detectiones of the 
other archdeaconries do not seem to have been preserved either at 
Lincoln:or in the archidiaconal registries. While, therefore, we have 
the names of clergymen in Lincoln and Stow who did not conform in 
August, 1604, by wearing the surplice, we cannot make similar lists for 
the other archdeaconries. Fortunately, however, documents remain 
which supply the names of all the clergymen in the diocese who, after 
the visitation, persisted in their nonconformity, whether for a longer ora 
shorter time ; and these are the names which it is important to know. 


DETECTIONS IN LINCOLN AND STOW 


The delecttones reveal that, in the archdeaconries of Lincoln and 
Stow, the churchwardens of one hundred and ninety-four parishes have 
not yet obtained the new Prayer Book, and are admonished to provide 
it. In thirteen of these cases it is said. ‘ they lack the book of Common 
Prayer,” which presumably means the new book. At Scrivelsby they 
lack a bible of the largest volume. In twenty-eight cases the church- 
wardens present that their minister does not wear the surplice ; and in 
thirteen instances they omit to present him for not wearing it. Six 
clergymen are presented for not using the sign of the cross in baptism,” 
and one of these omits ‘the words,” that is the baptismal formula.’ 
The churchwardens of Glentworth omit to present their minister for not 
wearing the surplice, and not using the sign of the cross, although this 
Was a violation of their official oath to present whatever needed correction. 
They are therefore enjoined to appear in their parish church, each ina 
white sheet, with a paper on his head setting forth his perjury.* Where 
the surplice is wanting, the churchwardens are admonished to provide 
one within a fortnight, tender it to their minister on a Sunday, and 
then certify the bishop’s court at Lincoln whether he has worn it or no. 
Notes are often added to a detectio to the effect that the churchwardens 
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have provided a surplice, and sometimes a note that their minister wears 
it. The names of the clergymen who are presented at this visitation 
for not conforming will be found in List II at the end of this Introduction ; 
and the proceedings taken against those who refused to conform will be 
described below. The detectiones also include many presentments of 
curates, schoolmasters, and ushers (/ypodidascul1) who have no licence 
from the bishop. Some of the clergy are, as usual suspended from the 
execution of their office because they have not appeared at the visitation ; 
but none is suspended for any other cause. At West Ravendale there is 
no minister, ‘‘ neither hathe beene anie by report thes 30 yeres past”; ! 
but the parish is a very small one. The rector of Skirbeck has not been 
resident for ten years, nor has he given anything to the poor.? 

Many lay people are presented : about eighteen for not receiving 
the Holy Communion at the preceding Easter ; or for various periods, 
up to as much as seven years. This number does not include papist 
recusants, who will be noticed below. Upon being admonished, most of 
these people did what was required of them, and were dismissed ; those 
who were obstinate were suspended. There are many cases also 
of non-attendance at church. A note states that Thomas Mellowes, of 
Millthorpe in the parish of Aslackby, says, “he will not comme except 
the law compell him.” The law did compel him: for he appeared at 
Lincoln, and afterwards, having certified that he had attended church, 
he was dismissed.* Some do not come to church because they are in the 
ale-house, or are keeping unlawful company, or are ‘ keeping unlawful 
games in their houses.” At Stickney, two boys, Richard and Charles 
Wibberd, were gathering nuts when they should have been at morning 
and evening praver, and should have been catechised.* Stephen Smith, 
of Corby, and his wife, do not come to church, and have three children 
not christened. Failing to appear in court at Lincoln, they are suspended 
Pe erciieiie itheychurche which docs no scenvy to havey,been a 
particularly appropriate punishment.’ Some people are presented for 
standing excommunicate, or for receiving excommunicate persons.® At 
Stewton, Isabel the wife of Edward Huddleston, a churchwarden, is 
presented ‘‘for vsing vnreuerent speeches against ministers children and 
naming theim preist calues in dispitefull maner.” On 4 September, 1604, 
she appeared and confessed to words to that effect, and submitted 
herself, ‘‘and she has to aske the parson there forgivenes 1m ecclesia tbidem 
coram gardiants in time of divine service,” and to certify before the next 
court. She did not appear, however, and was suspended. Afterwards 
she was absolved and dismissed on the rector’s petition.’ 


NONCONFORMING MINISTERS 


It is unfortunate that those in authority required of the clergy 
subscription to the three articles prescribed in the thirty-sixth canon, as 
well‘as conformity. The canon enjoins that those who shall hereafter be 
ordained or be admitted by institution or collation to any ecclesiastical 
living shall first subscribe to the articles. The puritans contended that 
subscription should not be demanded of those who. were already 
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ordained or were in possession of a benefice. The next words in the 
canon, which provide that none hereafter shall be suffered to preach or 
to catechise except he shall first subscribe, are ambiguous: it is uncertain 
whether they applied to those who were already licensed or not. Many 
of the puritans, who were prepared to conform and wear the surplice, 
could not be persuaded to subscribe. John Burgess, rector of a third 
part of Waddesdon, in Buckinghamshire, is a case in point.! He 
maintained the lawfulness of the Prayer Book ceremonies, and had 
already subscribed four times to Whitgift’s articles ; and, further, was 
ready to subscribe in the same way again. But he refused to subscribe 
in the form enjoined in the canon, “willingly and ev animo.’ The 
bishops, as will appear presently,’ soon came to realise that the opposition 
to subscription was stronger than they had anticipated, and in many 
cases they ceased from taking extreme measures against those who 
could not be induced to subscribe. In the diocese of Lincoln no 
incumbent, it would seem, was deprived for the sole reason that he could 
not reconcile himself to subscription. 

Meanwhile the puritans again had recourse to petitions to the king 
and the council. Arthur Hildersham, one of the Leicestershire ministers, 
was the leader of a deputation to the council, and was sent to prison.* 
The puritans also proceeded to compile surveys of their own in different 
parts of the county, as they had done in 1584-5.° Dr A. Peel has 
printed one of these returns from a manuscript in the Morrice Collection, 
The Lamentable Estate of the Ministry in Staffordshire® Like the earlier 
surveys, it seems open to the charge of exaggeration on account of the 
freedom with which the epithets, drunkard, swearer, mere worldling, or 
ignorant are used. One vicar is ‘ very famous for his skill in gameing 
and specially in bowling” ; while a curate is ‘a practitioner in Physick, 
but seldome in Divinity.’ ; 

List number II at the end of the Introduction contains the names 
of the clergymen in the diocese of Lincoln whom the available evidence 
shews to have been unconformable. All the men who were presented 
at the bishop’s visitation in August, 1604, in the archdeaconries of 
Lincoln and Stow, for not wearing the surplice, or whose churches 
possessed no surplice have been included. A few names have been 
added from the *‘ Miscellanea”’ in the diocesan registry, and from other 
sources which are specified in the references. For the other arch- 
deaconries no complete list of names can be made, because the detections 
of the visitation have not survived. A few names, however, are furnished 
by the detections of the archdeacon of Leicester’s visitation in the previous 
April A large number of these men either certainly or presumably 
conformed within a few weeks of the visitation. The positive evidence 
is furnished by certificates of conformity and by notes in the book of 
detections ; the presumptive evidence consists in the absence of their 
names from the very complete record of proceedings which the bishop, 
in October and later, took against those who did not conform, and from 
the brief which was drawn up in 1606.° There is also, the fact that it 
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can be shewn that, in most cases, they continued to hold their preferments. 
Thus, while the names of those who quickly conformed are incomplete 
for the archdeaconries ot Bedford, Buckingham, Huntingdon, and 
Leicester, the more important list of those who did not conform may be 
taken as complete for the whole diocese. The primary authority for the 
latter class is the court book which records the proceedings in the 
episcopal court, betore the bishop himself, proceeding ev officio mero, 
either in the churches of St. Benedict and All Saints, Huntingdon, or at 
his manor of Buckden, four miles away. Ninety-three men were cited 
to appear in the church of St. Benedict, on 3 October, 1604, to answer 
to articles charging them with not wearing the surplice, and also, in some 
cases, with not using the sign of the cross in baptism. Twenty-eight of 
them came from the archdeaconries of Lincoln and Stow, twenty-eight 
from Leicester, twenty-eight from Buckingham, four from Bedford, and 
five from Huntingdon. 

The bishop charged those who appeared to subscribe and conform, 
and some of them did so at once, or at one of the courts held within the 
next few weeks; some, like Edmund Newton, vicar of Sleaford, were 
willing to conform, but would not subscribe to the articles; others 
craved time for deliberation, and this was granted them. Some of the 
excuses or provisoes put forward are lacking in substance ; but, as the 
bishop of Lincoln, writing to Cecil, 12 April, 1605, said, the puritans 
‘‘wold not stand so obstinatlie in those tearmes ... were they not 
unwillinge to be brought into any disgrace with theire people.”? Their 
position was a difficult : one, and they deserved sympathy. John Fisher 
(no. 19)? would have worn the surplice ‘had it not bene a meane one.’ 
Christopher Dynys (no. 18) had said, ‘‘I will not refuse to weare a 
surplusse, so that it be a comely or decent one, for it is expedient. that 
wee do obey our princes law, yet will I not wear this yow haue bycause 
Picremicmuoucoinlinessin yt. Robert), Gampbelly (no; 115) said)” }"he 
weareth the surplisse and neuer refuseth yt but there was not a sufficient 
surplesse.” Against Richard Sherwood (no. 134) it was articled that 
‘“twoe surplisses haue bene tendered to him, which he reteyneth at his 
howse, sayeing he tooke them thither to see what condiccion they were 
Orr Williams Cade (no, 77)athe. churchwardens’, certihed that 
“heretofore he hath made some doubt of wearinge the surplice bie 
reason of the discontinuance thereof amongst vs thes fiue and twenty 
yeares.” Of a different temper was Thomas Wooll, vicar of Boston, 
(no, 60) of whom it was reported ‘‘ that the surplis hath bene tendred to 
him and he in scorne maketh it his cushion to sitt on.”’ He conformed, 
however, on his first appearance before the bishop. John Browne 
(no. 113), a Leicestershire incumbent wrote to the chancellor, saying 
that they had observed the form prescribed by law, except kneeling at 
the communion, the use of the cross in baptism, and wearing ‘the 
suyalio’., sm owHichiwetakesliberty ini dor:.c) that thes people had 
conceaued some dislike of them.” Like the Hebrew king, he had 
obeyed in everything except the chief of the things in which obedience 
was required. Of Alexander Cooke (no. 14), vicar of Louth, it was 
reported ‘that he will rather loose his livinge then weare the surplice.” 
The bishop’s method of dealing with Cooke and with John Mote 0. 126) 
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was unusual. He enjoined them to specify in writing their objections 
against Mr Eland, the bishop’s chaplain, who was reported ‘‘ to haue 
preched a verie dangerous and hereticall sermon at Lincoln and said 
that there wer 4. sortes of men in the church but one of the church and 
thereby excluded all such as stick at theis ceremonies.”! On a later day 
Cooke put in his objections, and Eland’ answered them. 

The day after the first court, Stirropp, the registrar, wrote as 
follows : 

Good Mr Prigeon my verie hartie commendacions to vour self and M* Prigeon 
premised: My L: hath willed me to write vnto you that yesterday there was 
divers of the ministers that were called before his L: did complaine that manie of 
their neighbours, who were as backward as themselfes in anie conformitie now 
required, as namelie Mt Barnes Mt Dale Mr Wilson of Westburghe Mr Kellet 
Mr Hichcocke and diuers others were omitted and onelie some fewe elected owte 
of a multitude and some of theis denied that euer they omitted the surplisse or 
other ceremonie And therefore my L: would haue vou to write him owte a 
coppie of all the deteccions in this visitacionsand of the proceedinges therein and 
likewise to inquire not onelie of those beforenamed but also of all others whatsoeuer, 
as well by the churchwardens and sidesmen, as by anie other convenient meanes 
whatsoever, and to certifie his LP whether they haue omitted to weare the surplesse 
or observe the booke of common prayer, and w'tall my L: did wishe me to signifie 
that vt ys not his Ls, but his mates expresse commaundement and therefore you 
muste be verie carefull in the performance thereof: And so in haste I committe 
you to god. From Buckden this. 4. of October 1604. 

Your verie lovinge Freind 
WILL'’M STYRROPPE. 

To my verie lovinge Freind M* Prigeon 
at his howse in Lincoln’ d[elive]r theis (V., pp, 199, 199d.). 
Of the men who are named in the letter, Hitchcock, rector of Quarrington, 
is the only one about whose conformity any complaint had been made at 
the visitation. The churchwardens, however, certified soon after the 
Visitation that he wore the surplice which they had provided and 
tendered to him.® Since the rest of the men were not cited to appear 
before the bishop, it may be presumed that they also had conformed, if, 
indeed, they had previously failed to do so. 

On 1 December, the bishop suspended four curates from the 
execution of their office : 


no. 33. Linold, Edmund, of Aylesby, co. Lincoln. He was 


instituted to the vicarage of Healing, 20 January, 1609-10.

continued to be headmaster of the school there. 
On 12 December, three more curates were suspended : 


no. 62. Brightman, Thomas, of Haynes, co. Bedford. He probably 
soon conformed, for he seems to have held the curacy till 
his death. 
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no. 67. Hoggett, Anthony, of Norhill, co. Bedford. 

; 104.: Fisher, Timothy,-of Tring, co. Hertford. He not only 
refused to subscribe and conform, but refused to give to 
the bishop an account of his sermons, saying that his time 
would not serve. 


One more curate was probably suspended, about September, 1605: 
no. 108. Walkwood, Nathaniel, of Bovingdon, co. Hertford. 


In November, 1604, twenty-eight Huntingdonshire laymen presented 
a petition in favour of the ministers who stood in danger of deprivation.! 
On 1 December, thirty ministers of the diocese of Lincoln, under the 
leadership of John Burgess, presented to the king their reasons for not 
conforming ; and early in 1605, they published An Abridgment of that 
Booke which the Ministers of Lincoln Diocess delivered to his Matestie upon 
the first of December last, 1605 |sic]. Being the first part of an Apologye for 
themselves and their Brethren that refuse the subscription, and conformitie 
which is required. Printed 1605. The Abridgment contains eighty-eight 
closely printed pages of small quarto size : what then must have been the 
size of the Booke. The ministers urge that the ceremonies are sintul, 
and also dangerous as leading to superstition. ‘t Many of the people in 
all parts of the land are known to be of this mind, that the sacraments 
are not duly ministered without them.” ‘‘ The surplice is known to be 
esteemed by many in all parts of the land so holy a thing, as they will 
not receive the sacrament from any but such as wear it.” The common 
people, they say, make a superstitious use of the sign of the cross, and 
hold that their children are not rightly baptized without it. There is 
special danger, they argue, in restoring the use of the ceremonies in 
places where they have been long discontinued.” None of them, they 
say, ever refused to subscribe to the first of the three articles, but to the 
other two they cannot. The first article in the thirty-sixth canon was an 
acknowledgment of the royal supremacy ; the second and third involved 
acceptance of the Prayer Book and Thirty-nine articles. The Abridgment 
contains a table, under counties, of the numbers of preachers who, 
‘before the beginning of this last parliament,” that is before March, 
1603-4, witnessed under their own handwriting their desire to petition for 
the removing of the ceremonies. The total for the whole country is 
seven hundred and forty-six, and this number is cited in contemporary 
puritan literature for various purposes. The figures for the diocese of 
Lincoln are: Lincolnshire 33, Leicestershire, 57, Huntingdonshire —, 
Bedfordshire 16, and Buckinghamshire 33, making 139 in all.® 

On to December, the day on which Bancroft’s election to the see of 
Canterbury was confirmed, the council wrote to the two archbishops, 
pointing out that the time prescribed in the proclamation of 16 July had 
now expired ; and stating that, though it was more agreeable to the king 
to cure disorders by clemency than by severity, yet where advice 
prevailed not, autbority should compel. The council then urged that 
the bishops should take special care to inform themselves of the 
learning, sufficiency, and conformity of those whom they might admit 
to the benefices of any who should be deprived for nonconformity, a 
matter ‘‘ whereof more especial care would now be had, seeing divers 
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turbulent persons have mixed their complaints with this affirmation, that 
the names of good and understanding ministers shall now be supplied 
with idle drones and dumb images.” 

The archbishop sent this letter to his suffragans on 22 December, 
and, on the same day, in a second letter he gave them directions 
with respect to the course to be taken with ‘the disobedient and 
obstinate ministers’? Those who are not already ‘placed in the 
church ” are not to be admitted to any office without subscription. The 
clergymen who are already placed fall into different classes. Those who 
observe the orders and ceremonies in the communion book, and are 
willing to conform, but are unwilling again to subscribe, are to be 
respited for a short time in the hope that they may subscribe. Incumbents 
who refuse to conform and subscribe are to be deprived ; and curates 
and stipendiary preachers who will not conform and subscribe are to be 
suspended ab officio, which is in effect deprivation.’ 

Dr Usher, who searched the unpublished state papers and the 
Hatfield manuscripts, writes 

Toward the middle of January, while hunting in the diocese of Lincoln, James 
fell in with the Bishop, who explained that he had not yet taken any measures 
against the Puritans because he had received no explicit directions from Bancroft 
and knew that none of the other bishops had done as much as he had.?_ He said 
that it had been agreed in Convocation,’ six months past, that all the Puritans 
should be thrice admonished to reform by the episcopal authority and so much he 
had done but there had stopped. James was provoked, and sent word to Cranbourn 
with some petulance, that the bishop had done nothing and intended to do nothing. 
“J neuer chainged the smallest iote of my conclusion to deprive them,” he added 


in his own hand, and “if ve make not mountaines of moldehills. .. ve neide not to 
haue troublit so farre vour owin mindis.’® The Archbishop was to be directed to 
issue orders at once that all the obstinate should be deprived.... In compliance 


with the royal mandates, the Council, on January 22, informed Bancroft that the 
bishops ‘‘ haue stood as men at a gaze and haue done nothinge.’® Bancroft and 
Vaughan, the Bishop of London, met Cranbourn on January 24, by appointment, 
and, after a long consultation over the situation,’ decided that the strictest 
conformity should be ordered but should be executed only where the Puritan gave 
no hope of vielding (Reconstruction, 1, 413-14). 

On 16 January, 1604-5, after four admonitions to conform, the 
bishop deprived John Burgess (no. 75),° rector of the third part of 
Waddesdon, and Alexander Cooke (no. 14), vicar of Louth. Burgess, 
who has already been mentioned, was the most eminent of the men who 
suffered deprivation in the diocese of Lincoln. He would, it seems, 
have conformed if he had been able to convince his followers that it was 
right to do so. Cooke was of a more militant temper. He had 
preached against the ceremonies of the Prayer Book, and for some time 
refused to give the bishop a copy of his sermon. He would rather lose 
his living, he said, than wear the surplice.

James to Cranborne, Hatfield MSS 134, f. 52. 
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On 30 January, George Pike (no. 39), vicar of Donington in Holland, 
expressly refused to conform, and was deprived of his benefice after 
four admonitions. Two months later he conformed and subscribed ; 
and, on 15 May, 1605, was reinstituted to the same benefice. 

At the same time, Anthony Nutter (no. 128), rector of Fenny Drayton, 
co. Leicester, suffered deprivation because he refused to conform, saying 
“that whatsoever ys the invention of man ys not to be allowed in the 
service of god.” He appealed from the sentence. He was one of those 
who were in trouble with Cartwright in 1591-2. 

On to April, 1605, Richard Sherwood (no. 134), rector of Thurlaston, 
co. Leicester, was similarly deprived after five admonitions, and 
appealed to the court of Arches. 

On 24 April, Arthur Hildersham (no. 122), vicar of Ashby de la 
Zouch, co. Leicester, for many years one of the leading puritans, after 
several times refusing to conform, was deprived. He too appealed to 
the court of Arches, but apparently did not prosecute his appeal. In the 
previous December, he had refused to confer with the bishop and Dr 
Mountacute, saying that he [and others] would not come “to be borne 
downe with countenance and with scoffs.” 

On 18 September, Laurence Bott (no. 110), rector of Cadeby, co. 
Leicester, was deprived because he refused to conform. 

On 6 November, Oliver Perkins (no. 105), vicar of Offley, co. 
Hertford, after various refusals to conform, was excommunicated on 
account of his growing contumacy, having been suspended since the 
previous June. He lost his benefice, however, not because of his 
nonconformity, but because he failed to pay his yearly tenths to the 
exchequer. The bishop stated that he might have been absolved if he 
would have submitted and sworn to obey the law.! 

Thomas Heape (no. 84), vicar of Little Marlow, co. Buckingham, 
having refused’ to subscribe and conform, was suspended from the 
execution of his office, 19 June, 1605. On6 November following he was 
excommunicated, and finally, on 4 December, deprived ‘for his 
contumacie being factiously disposed and having made manie publicke 
invectives against the state of the churche and the booke of common 
praier, and not suffering anie minister to say divine service, preache, or 
administer the sacramentes, in his churche, but those that were of his 
faction.” Subscription was never required at his hand.? 

A memorandum in the bishop’s court book, 24 April, 1605, states 
that 15s. 8d. each for Mr Sherewood, Nutter, and Mr Hidersham [src] is 
to be sent to Mr Carpenter’s, ‘‘a hosear at the grene man in Cornewell 
[perhaps=Cornhill].”* Possibly this money was intended for . their 
expenses while waiting for the hearing of their appeal, or while they 
were obeying a citation to appear before the archbishop. 

The remaining clergymen who had not conformed, but were quiet 
and peaceable, were treated in a different way. At court after court 
they were allowed further time for deliberation until, by the autumn of 
1605, all those who, a year before, were cited to appear before the 
bishop seem to have conformed with the exception of eight incumbents. 
One of these men, Simon Bradstreet (no. 9), who had never worn the 
surplice since his institution to the vicarage of Horbling in 1596, was, on 
23 October, on account of his labours for the Church of God, and of his 
peaceable and honest behaviour, dismissed by the bishop in hope of his 
conforming, until he should be cited again. At the same time John 
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Jackson (no. 28), vicar of Bourne, Hugh Tuke (no. 55), rector of Silk 
Willoughby, both in Lincolnshire, Thomas Cotton (no. 117), rector of 
Laughton in Leicestershire, and John More (no. 126), rector of Knaptoft 
in the same county, were dealt with in the same way. Bradstreet, 
Jackson, and Tuke were still ‘unconformable’ in 1611. On 15 January, 
1605-6, Henry Wilkinson (no. 98), rector of the first and second parts of 
Waddesdon, in Buckinghamshire, was, in hope of his conforming, 
granted to the end of the session of parliament ‘‘ for better consideration.” 
On 11 July, 1606, David Allen (no. 2), rector of Ludborough and Robert 
Atkinson (no. 6), vicar of Glentworth, both in Lincolnshire, alleged that 
they had not conformed and could not satisfy themselves therein, but 
they would endeavour to conform. They were still ‘unconformable’ in 
1611. All the Lincolnshire men held their livings until their deaths, 
except Atkinson who resigned in 1626. The other three were still 
in possession of their respective benefices in 1614. 

Sometimes those who were cited did not appear, or refused to 
answer, and were suspended or excommunicated for their contumacy : 
but, upon their subsequently appearing and swearing to obey the law and 
the orders of the Church, they were released or absolved.t. This oath did 
not commit them to conformity, but especially to obedience to the bishop’s 
citation to appear in his court. A committee of the House of Commons, 
in 1606, charged the bishop with excommunicating Andrew Kinge 
(no. 86), curate of Chesham, in Buckinghamshire, for not appearing, 
though he knew that Kinge was then imprisoned in London. The 
bishop answered that he did not know about Kinge’s imprisonment, and 
that, as soon as he was informed of it, he absolved him.2 Kinge was one 
of the militant puritans.

INTRODUCTION Ixxv 


Several conclusions emerge from the evidence relating to the diocese 
of Lincoln: (1) the number of those who were ejected from their 
benefices or offices was less than two per cent. of the whole clergy ; 
(2) only those nonconformists. who were factious and troublesome were 
deprived ; (3) no one, after December, 1604, was ejected merely for 
refusing to subscribe to the articles specified i in the thirty-sixth canon of 
1604 ; (4) a few who were ejected were restored ; (5) inexhaustible 
patience was shewn in the bishop’s dealings with those who could not 
reconcile their conscience to the use of the surplice and of the sign of 
the cross in baptism; and (6) some clergymen who never conformed, 
but were godly and peaceable men, were allowed to retain their 
benefices; and, though they were necessarily presented from time to 
time as ‘unconformable, no further action was taken against them. 

The number of ejections. in: the whole country has been very 
variously estimated. Burgess, writing to the king, said that “six or 
seauen hundred of the ablest ministers in the land are like to be put 
out!.” His fears were certainly not realised. Seven hundred and fortv- 
six as the number of the deprived ministers is mentioned by Urwick in 
Nonconformity in Cheshire (p. viii).2. The number generally given in 
puritan accounts is from two hundred and seventy to three hundred. 
Dr S. R. Gardiner comes to the conclusion that about three hundred of 
the clergy were ejected.* This number is certainly too high. It was 
reported to the House of Commons, in 1606, that Bancroft replied to the 
charge of depriving three hundred, by alleging that only sixty, who were 
factious, had been deprived.* Archbishop Spotiswood of Glasgow stated 
that he was told by Bancroft that when the rolls of those who were 
deposed were brought i in, which was some years after, they were found 
to be forty-nine® in all England. Dr Usher searched the registers of 
institutions in the several dioceses, which shewed that forty- eight men 
were deprived. Eight of these were in the diocese of Lincoln, ‘and this 
number is suppor ted by the evidence of the bishop’s court book. The 
evidence is more consistent with Bancroft’s statement than with a number 
like two hundred and fifty or three hundred ; and it is improbable that 
the archbishop should grossly understate the number of those who were 
deprived, seeing that it would have been easy for the puritans to produce 
evidence to prove him to be in the wrong. The Lincoln evidence at 
least amply confirms his statement that only those who were factious 
suffered deprivation. 

On the other hand these documents shew that Bancroft’s statements 
took no account of the unbeneficed clergy. The term ‘deprivation’ is 
inapplicable to them. A curate exercised his office by licence from the 
bishop, and this licence was granted during the bishop’s pleasure. If, 
therefore, the bishop suspended him from exercising his office, it was 
equivalent to withdrawing his licence either temporarily or ral

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A BRIEF OF GRIEVANCES, APRIL, 1606 
(Lincoln Diocesan Registry, Misc. 1605-6/82. Foolscap, paper, 1 folio.) 


The document printed at pages 469 and 470 was not discovered until 
the text of this edition had been printed. 

On 15 March, 1605-6, certain grievances were delivered in by Mr 
Fuller in the House of Commons, the first of which was * touching the 
restoring of deprived ministers,” and a conference with the bishops was 
suggested. Sir Francis Hastings said that an ordinary way was to 
proceed by petition to the king for these things. Mr Wentworth spoke 
of the poverty of the ministers: ‘‘ Many of them have ten children.” 
Sir Nathaniel Bacon said that two hundred and sixty ministers were 
deprived : it was desired that they might preach again ; and that there 
might no more any such course be taken by the bishops. On 5 April, 
1606, the Commons asked for a conference with the Lords, who assented, 
but enquired for particulars; whereupon the Commons delivered the 
heads thus : 


Touching the deprivation, suspension, and silencing of ministers. 
Touching the multiplicity of ecclesiastical commissions. 
Touching the form of citations. 

Touching excommunications.

On to April, they appointed a committee of fifty-three persons for a 
conference with the Lords. Meanwhile, on 7 April, the Lords referred 
the four points to a committee, consisting of the archbishop, the bishops 
of London and Ely, and certain lay peers, with the lord chief justice and 
lord chief baron in attendance. On 8 April, the Lords appointed a 
committee of forty-four of their number, including the archbishop of 
Canterbury and fourteen bishops, with lawyers to attend them, in order 
that they might meet the committee of the Commons on Monday, 
14 April, in the Painted Chamber near the Parliament. On 15 April, the 
archbishop related to the Lords what had passed at the conference the 
day before, and a further meeting with the committee of the Commons 
was ar ranged for the following Thur sday in the Painted Chamber. The 
bishops were asked, in the meantime, to consider what answers should be 
made to the four articles. On 7, April, in the forenoon, the archbishop 
related to the house that the bishops recommended that the articles be 
handled by certain bishops : 


The silencing of ministers, by the archbishop. 
Concerning the multiplicity of commissions, by the bishops of 
Winchester and Exeter. 
3. Touching citations, by the bishops of Bath and Wells, Carlisle, 
and Ely. 
4. Concerning excommunication, by the bishops of St. Davids and 
Hereford, 


with liberty reserved to the archbishop to speak upon any of the points. 
Also it was resolved that no decision should be taken at the conference 
about joining in a petition without reference to the upper house in full 
session. 
On Saturday, 26 April, the archbishop gave notice that he would 
Pe in a bill concerning excommunicated persons on the next Monday 
r Tuesday. On 1 and 5 May, there were further meetings of the

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conference ; and on the latter day a bill was brought into the upper 
house to establish the proceedings in ecclesiastical courts and to abolish 
sanctuary. On 8 May, the Lords resolved to meet the Commons again 
two days later. On 13 May, the proceedings at the conference were 
reported to the Commons, who, on 14 May, attended on the king with 
petitions relating to ministers and various ecclesiastical grievances.’ It is 
matter for regret that the reports to the two houses about the proceedings 
at the conferences are so fragmentary as to be almost unintelligible.

This dccument was drawn up for the bishop of Lincoln for the 
purpose of furnishing evidence to answer the Brief of Grievances. It 
may be conjectured that its author was Dr Belley, the vicar general, or 
Francis Bullingham, the registrar. The particulars about deprivation 
and suspension are drawn almost entirely from the bishop’s Court Book, 
1602-1609, the evidence of which has been discussed above. The 
complaints about commissions, citations, and ecclesiastical courts touch 
upon large subjects which must be reserved for treatment upon another 
occasion.

This Liber which has lately been transferred from the registry of the 
archdeacon of Leicester to the diocesan registry at Lincoln, relates to 
bishop Chaderton’s last triennial visitation of the archdeaconries of 
Lincoln and Stow. 


The Episcopal Vistlation, 1607 


The bishop began the visitation in St. Paul’s church, Bedford, 
on Friday, 17 July, 1607, and continued it at Dunstaple on 21 July. The 
archdeaconry of Buckingham was visited on 22-24 July, Huntingdon on 
18 and 20 July, Leicester on 27 and 28 July, and Lincoln and Stow on 
30 and 31 July and 3, 4, 6, and 14 August.* The visitation articles are 
not known to exist. The comperta for the whole diocese, and the 
detectiones for part of Lincoln and Stow and Leicester are preserved in 
the diocesan registry. There are some cases of clerical nonconformity :

(no. 117), and John More (no. 126) do not weare the surplice. Israel 
Tailour, vicar of Thornton Curtis, is presented because he refuses to 
wear the surplice at marriages and christenings, and often on the sabbath 
day, etc., and because he has not a cloak according to the canon. He 
appears and says that their surplice is not sufficient, but later certifies that 
he wears it.1. Thomas Cave, minister of Ilston (VJveston), co. Leicester, 
has never worn the surplice since he came there, though they have a 
good and sufficient one: he is admonished.” Anthony Gray, clerk, of 
Arnesby, omits to wear the surplice in time of common prayer.’ At 
Radwell, they have a surplice, but what the minister has done with it they 
know not. At Stoke Poges, the master of the hospital, Randal Wade, 
has lately not received the communion with the vicar, but denies the 
charge, ‘‘and they doubte hee is neither conformable neither hathe 
hee subscribed’ ; whereupon the bishop refers the case to his official.° 
Benjamin Alexander, curate of Torksey, is presented for not reading 
the canons for twelve months, and omitting to read the litany on 
Wednesdays and Fridays, and also he has very seldom worn the 
surplice on the sabbath day since Candlemas last.° 

James Greenwood, vicar of Scawby, who is presented for omitting 
services, and for sometimes not wearing the surplice, appeared béfore 
the bishop in his court at Buckden, 11 September, 1607, when the bishop 
enjoined him to reform, and certify before the feast of All Saints.’ A 
further charge against him, in connection with a sermon which he 
preached at T orksey, was heard at the same time : 

The office of my lord (domiius) against James Greenwood, clerk, vicar of 
Scalbve, presented (defectum) by the churchwardens of Torksev for callinge the 
parishoners there sinfull Sodomites for persecutinge the righteous Lot w*" they 
had amongst them, w*® wordes were vttered in his sermon there at such time as 
they presented Mr Alexander the curate ther to the L: B: of Lincoln,’ and vpon 
that occasion as the hearers vnderstood vt: ... odjecto articulo etc. fassus est that he 
did in his said sermon vse these wordes or the like in effecte viz. that this 
sodomiticall course of vexinge the godlie w their yncleane conversacion ys 
practised by some in this towne : But not once thinkinge of those that presented 
Mr Alexander. Vnde dominus iniunxit ei that he shall vpon some Sonday or 
holyday before the feaste of All Saintes nexte preache another sermon in the 
churche of Torksey aforesaid And there publicklie declare the wordes we he 
vttered in his said former sermon and acknowledge that he did not intend thereby 
anie wayes to touche or grieve them that presented the said Mr Alexander nor 
thoughte of them And that vf he haue anie waies offended them in deliuering the 
said wordes he ys hartilie sorie for the same and hereof he shall certifie vnder the 


handes of the churchwardens there befor the said feast of All Saintes nexte 
(A TISday 


Some clergymen have offended against the seventy-fourth canon 
which prescribes decency of apparel, and expresses a hope ‘ that in time 
newtfangleness of apparel in some factious persons will die of itself.” 
Ministers are to wear, inter alia square caps a and, in their journeys, 
cloaks with sleeves, commonly called Priests’ Cloaks, without guards, 
welts, long buttons, or cuts. They are not to wear any coif or wrought 
night-cap, but only plain night-caps of black silk, satin, or velvet. 
In their houses their apparel may not be cut or pinkt ; and they are not

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to wear any light coloured stockings. These provisions are the ground 
of several presentments; and the fact that the bishop could take 
cognizance of these matters is an indication that the situation about the 
surplice was easier. 


Covenham St. Bartholomew—Mr Burke, their minister, useth to travel 
without his canonical cloak (ff. 43, 144). 

Gainsborough—‘ The minister is in all thinges conformable, savinge they neuer 
saw him weare a cornerd cap or ride in a cloke with sleeues ” (f. 52). 

Swineshead—Mr Hudson, their minister, hath not a canonical cloak (f 108). 

Wickenby—Mr [George] Buddle, their minister, doth not wear his tippet and 
hood (f. 46). 


Some entries relate to the laity : 


ARCHDEACONRIES OF LINCOLN AND STOW 

Boston—Aghes wife of Thomas Williamson and Elizabeth wife of William 
Soresby, for being churched 31 July, 1€07, without their veils. Their respective 
husbands confessed to the default, and the judge dismissed them ; and warned the 
vicar not to church any women except in accordance with the Prayer Book 
(ff. 38d., 105). 

Faldingworth—Edward Dawlinge, “ the parishe clerke churched a woman after 
her deliuerance of childe about a vere agoe” (f. 56). 

Kirkby on Bain—The wife of Michael Wenchley for refusing to be churched 
in the parish church, and for not frequenting it (f. 121). 

Somercotes St. Peter—John Earesbie for not baptizing his child in the parish 
church (ff. 44, 153d.). 





ARCHDEACONRY OF BEDFORD 
Tempsford—“ Clement Hales and his wief for not comminge to the churche 
and for havinge a child borne and not baptized in the churche there ”’ (f. 6). 
Woburn—“ Henry Bell clarke tor churchinge William Walbones wief in 
William Astry his howse hee not beeinge the curat nor havinge leaue of him” (f. 7). 


ARCHDEACONRY OF BUCKINGHAM 


Iver—Nicholas Nell alias Neale “‘ for standinge excommunicate theise 16. veares 
and his child was baptized in mv L: of Londons dioces the last of November alsoe 
hee dothe keepe his wief from churchinge some 13. weekes (f. 9d.). 

Lee—William Russell and Jovce his wife “for absentinge themselues 
altogether from their parishe churche for a yeare last past and (as the Churchwardens 
thinke) from all other churches for soe longe and the said Russell is commonly 
accounted and taken amonge his neighboures for a Brownist”’ (f. 13d.). 


ARCHDEACONRY OF HUNTINGDON 
Hemel Hempstead—‘‘ Mr [d/ank] Scott their scholem® teachinge in his owne 


house sayth that hee hathe a licence but hee is a minister and put to silence and 
liues as a Jaye man” (f. 22). 


ARCHDEACONRY OF LEICESTER 


Thornton and Bagworth—James Ware alias Farmer “for carryenge his child 
to bee christened in a boate to Stanton without the signe of the Crosse by Roberte 
Hargraue curate there”’ (f. 27). 

Fenny Dravton—George Heard and George Pegge, the churchwardens, and 
eleven others “haue not receaved the communion at Easter last and the reason is 
because they refuse to take the same kneeling” (f. 27). 

Halloughton— William Waldnam for practising surgery and phisicke without 
license for anie thinge thev [the churchwardens] knowe.” He did not appear 
and my lord suspended him (ff. 30, 71d.). 

Wymondham (Womandham)—“ Richard Houghton scholmaister for com- 
maundinge his schollers to hang 2. nates hides in the churche to the annoyance 
therof, the said hides beinge newlie taken out of water.” ‘‘ The same for teachinge 
in the churche without leave and the churche is much hurte by it.’ He obtained 
a licence to teach there (f. 65). 
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Thurlaston—Thomas Wallen “for not receavinge the communion these 2 veares 
last past in their parishe but hath taken it at other parishes, the reason is because 
hee will not receaue it kneelinge.” Wallen’s wife Elizabeth ; John Pyrkins and 
his wife Helen and her mother ; Agnes Wallen and Martha Bate, her daughter, 
and William Bradford and Nicholas, her servants; and Mr George Turvile and 
John Houkes, his servant, are presented for the like (f. 24). 

Agnes Wallen ‘for goinge out of the parishe to bee deliuered of child because 
it should not bee baptized with the signe of the Crosse and not bee churched after 
the booke of common prayer ” (téid.). 

Market Harborough— Robert Burbage for callinge Tho: Gowen minister of 
Greate Bowdon, Lowsie Roge, Cogging companion and scurvie Rascall and did 
Challeng him to the feilde, and did lay waite for him, for vsinge the rites and 
ceremonies of the churche, as by proof it may appeare, And further hee saide hee 
would incense the parishioners of Great Bowdon aguainste their minister, which hee 
did indeede, and they expostulated of him therof, And also did: call his minister 
puppie.” He was suspended (ff. 30, 72). 


There are also many cases of the lack of quarterly sermons, of 
curates and schoolmasters serving without a licence, of churches and 
chancels in disrepair, and of papist recusants!; also numerous present- 
ments for not coming to church, and not receiving the Holy Communion, 
without any reasons being given. 


THE ARCHDEACON OF LINCOLN’S VISITATION, A.D. 1607-8 


The visitation was held in February, 1607-8, and April, 1608. The 
detections are preserved in the diocesan registry. David Allen (no. 2)’, 
John Jackson (no. 28), Hugh Tuke (no. 55), and William Wood (no. 59) 
are again presented for not wearing the surplice. The churchwardens ot 
Rowston ‘‘ want a sufficient sur plis,” as do the churchwardens of 
Conisholme and Sutton St. Edmunds.* There are presentments about 
clerical apparel : 

Somerby [by Grantham ]—“ Mr William Wood, parson for wearinge a wrought 
nightcap, ... for omittinge to read the epistle and ghospell but when hee 
ministeres the sacrament neither dothe hee read the x. commaundementes but 
when there is a communion’’; also for not catechising. He appeared at Lincoln, 
8 January, 1608-9, and alleged that he was not bound to answer because the 
premises were presented by one churchwarden only, nevertheless he says that he 
uses a wrought nightcap, not knowing it to be unlawful, which, if it be, he promises 
reformation, and denies that the rest of the premises is true (f. 8). 

Doddington [ Pigot]—Richard Pollard, rector there, ‘for that he doth not weare 
a preistes cloake as by the Canon he is inioyned but w ‘eareth a russet cloake with 
a russet cape laced about with russet silke lace and other apparel! not seemely for 
his calling as a doublet with a standing coller faced with crimson taffity.” He was 
cited, and twice failing to appear, was “excommunicated (f. 46). 

Ludford Magna—George Blanchard, vicar, for not wearing his canonical 
apparel. He refused to take the oath to answer truly, wherefore my lord (dominus) 
pronounced him contumacious, and suspended him. <A few weeks later, he 
appeared and made oath, and was absolved and restored ; and, because it was 
shewn to my lord that he had a new clerical and canonical cloak, he was dismissed 
(ff. 61d., 64). 

Thornton Curtis—Mr Israel Tailer, vicar there, for not having a cloak, 

called ‘preistcloake.’ He appeared at Lincoln, and denied the objected article, 
Saving that it was false ; and having satisfied my lord that he now had | penulam 
cler icalem,’ was dismissed (89d.).

[Do]nington [in Holland]—“ Edward Clifton for not commeing to churche and 
for having conventicles in his howse of men of other Cuntries.”’ He did not 
appear and was excommunicated (f. 192d.). 

Saleby—Ro: Wheelewright, late churchwarden, for not presenting a woman 
whose child was never baptized (f. 141d.). 

Thornton Curtis—Mary wife of John Marston “for not comeing to giue 
thanckes after her deliuery of her child.” She did not: appear, and was 
excommunicated (f. 90). 


LAY NONCONFORMITY 


In addition to the quotations which have been made from the 
visitation books, a few entries with reference to lay nonconformity have 
been found in other sources in the diocesan registry : 


Great Barkhamsted—“ Elizabeth Hearne presented (defecta) for disturbing the 
Menester in baptising of a child in saieing that the childe should not be signed 
with the signe of the crosse.” She was cited but did not appear and was 
excommunicated (Excommunications, 1602/1). 


Grace and peace. Sr, I haue receiued from vour court an order to absolue one 
Mrs Aris of Chessham vpon hir priuate acknowledgment of hir fa[ult] before me, 
our chuchewardens and six more with hir oathe to obey the lawes of the Chirche 
heareafter. The oathe she dothe sticke at ; but dothe promise to lyue quietly in 
word and dede to hir power ; and to obey the lawes so farr as she can. And she 

saith, she is sory that she did offend in withdrawing the child from the crosse in 
baptisme heare, or speaking any vndewtifull wordes in that court ; and will behaue 
hirselfe more dewtefully heareafter. To this effect already she hath spoken to me, 
and is willing to declare the [sam]e before chirchewardens and others sixe. 
howbeit because this answereth not the strictnes of your forme sett downe, I haue 
thought good to signify vnto yow what I finde; and to desire yow lett this be 
accepted ; and the charges forgiuen because of there pouerty. And that ye wilbe 
pleased vpon this acknowledgment to giue power to Mr Saunders or me at 
Chessham or Amersam to publisshe hir absolution . which order vnder your hand I 
pray yow lett me receiue for sufficient warrant . it weare pity the woman should 
stand out any longer, being nowe almost one yeare, for my part, I rest satisfied 
with this, if it please yow to accept it. Thus with my harty salutations I commend 
yow to the yrace of god. Agmondesham. Nouemb. 30. 1605.

PAPIST RECUSANTS 


The visitation books of detecttones and comperta begin in 1594 to 
include entries about papist recusants. A list of these entries is supplied 
below. It cannot claim to be complete because some, though probably 
not many, of the presentments for non-attendance at church and failure 
to receive the Holy Communion, without reasons being given, may refer 
to papists. Some of the books, too, are difficult to decipher, and 
further research is desirable. A few names of recusants have been 
obtained from the certificates of persons who stood excommunicate for 
more than forty days. These certificates were furnished to the bishop 
by his officers in order that they might be sent to the archbishop year 
by year. | Here, again; its sometimes difficult to distinguish the papists 
from other nonconformists for, as the bishop complained to Randes in his 
letter of 28 December, 1601,! the cause for which excommunication had 
been pronounced was often omitted. andes’ certificate? stands on a 
different footing, for it is a formal return of the names of papist 
recusants in the archdeaconry of Lincoln. 

The recusants who were presented at the visitations were cited to 
appear on a subsequent day in the court of the visitor, whether bishop 
or archdeacon. Since they generally failed to obey the citation, they 
were excommunicated for their contumacy in failing to appear. They 
were then handed over to the secular power, and the writ de 
cxcommunicato capiendo was sued out against them. The lists in the 
diocesan registry include all persons who stood excommunicated for 
whatever cause. The number of names that they record is formidable. 
The document at Lambeth, referred to above,® which contains the names of 
those who stood excommunicated in 1598, has about a thousand names 
for the archdeaconries of Lincoln and Stow alone. Some persons are 
entered twice or even thrice, but, after allowance has been made 
for this, the total is very large.

Nocton—John and Christopher Townley, Thomas Stones, Thomas Smyth, 
Matthew Dawson, Edward Henthorne, Richard Crabtree, Robert a cooper by 
trade, Gabriel a serving man, Annys Marche and Jone maidservantes, Mar garie and 
Elizabeth Haddock, for being recusants and not ccming to church—all 
excommunicated (f. 7). 

Sixhili— Mistress Barbara Henneage—excommunicated (f. 118). 

South Somercotes—The churchwardens there for not presenting recusants, 
viz., the wife of Mr John Earsby there (f. 85). 

’ Wrawby—the wife of John Townesend, yeoman—excommunicated (f. 109d ). 

Yarborough—Charles Yarbroughe, gentleman, George Yarbroughe, and Anne 
Yarbroughe, his son and daughter, for recusants. On 21 March, 1600- 1, having 
been cited they did not appear, and my lord (dominus) excommunicated them. On 
31 March, 1601, at Louthe, appeared the said Charles, and craved the benefit of 
absolution. Whereupon, when he had been sworn, my lord absolved him. And 
to the objected article he alleged that “ he dothe frequent the churche at 
Bullingbrooke where he nowe dwellethe and therof broughte a certificate vnder the 
handes of the parson of Bullingbrooke Geor. Fairfax gent. Nich. Hodgson and 
Robert Pottes churchwardens there and dothe entend to vse diligence herafter in 
vsing and frequenting the churche as becomethe a good christian not onlie the 
churche of Bullingbrooke but also the churche of Yar broughe and also to receyve 
the hollie co’ion at Easter next ensewinge, and herof he is enioyned to exhibit a 
certificate super veritate premissorum vnder the handes of the parson and church- 
wardens there before the feaste of Easter next.” He was dismissed (ff. 85d., 86). 


The following letters from the Brown Book relate to papists : 


Salutem in Christo yt will appeare vnto yow by an enclosed copie of the 
mooste reuerend father in god my verie good Lo: and brother the Archb: of Cant.’ 
his G: lettres that yt ys intended there shalbe a presente proceedinge made 
againeste the excommunicate recusantes within my dioces. ‘hese therfore shalbe 
to require and charge yow that withall speede possyble vow doe certifie me in 
aucthentique forme vnder the seale of your office all the names surrnames 
addicions' and places of abode of all suche popishe recusantes as haue bene soe 
excommunicated and soe published and denounced in the parishes [szc] churches 
sithence the establishinge of the late ecclesiasticall constitucions by her mooste 
excellent Mate and that have and doe stande excommunicated aboue forty daies.

Thomas Randes was, it appears, often remiss in furnishing the 
names of recusants, and the bishop writes threatening him, in his own 
name and that of the archbishop, with unpleasant consequences : 


Salutem in Christo: I haue oftentymes wrytten vnto yow to sett downe in 
your certificate of excommunicates not onlie their names and surnames but their 
condicion and quallitie with the place where they dwell otherwise there can noe 
preces (which is nowe graunted to be gratis) be awarded forthe againste them : 
Besides yow muste note in your certificate the speciall cause and grounde of your 
proceedinge againste them: For yt is to noe purpose to say propter eorum in non 
comparendo contumaciam, vnles yow doe specifie the precedent tearmes, as 
refusing to come to the churche or to be charged with incest, adulteries, or suche 
like grevious crymes. For there is noe reason to procure the wryte de 
excommunicato czpiendo for euerie lighte and frivolus cause neither will yt be 
graunted in suche cases nor againste base and beggerlie folkes, which are not able 
when they are layde in pryson to aunswere the charges: Onlie thusemuche I 
would haue yow to make a note vppon suche base and begerlie persones as are 
moste dissolute and stubborne and doe moste harme by their outragious and lewde 
misdeameanours that some of them may be made example for others: Thuse 
muche is required by my L: his Gr: at my handes, whoe was greatly offended 
not onlie that the certificates were not sent vpp in due tyme accordinge to the 
Canons (which I haue often wished might be before the feast of St Andrew yerlie) 
but also for omyttinge the circumstances aforesaid which of necessyty are to be 
observed. There ys also great faulte founde, that those whoe haue been certified 
excommunicates hertofore are not still certified yerlie from tyme to tyme in 
manner and forme aforesaid vnles they be eyther dead or absolued by their 
conformytye yf they be recusantes, or by satisfieng the censures of the churche 
denounced vppon them for other consideracions. If yow neglecte your dutie in 
the premisses my Lo: his Gr: dothe mynde to sende for yow vp to answere your 
contempte and negligence herin in the begininge of the next tearme, for the 
avoydinge wherof, as alsoe to deliuer me from blame I pray yow be well aduised 
and carefull to performe his Gr: expectacion. | 

Furthermore these shalbe to lett vow vnderstand that wheras certaine 
particuler persones in my dioces were charged in October last by virtue of her 
Ma‘* lettres wryten to my verie good Lo: the Archb: of Cant’ his Gr: vppon the 
soddaine to sett forthe certaine lighte horses sufficient and fytt for her Mates 
service in Ireland, which they dutifully performed accordinglie. Nowe yt haith 
pleased his Gr: vppon their humble peticion that theie mighte be relieved by the 
better sorte of their fellow ministers (which was alwaies intended) to wryte his 
lettres vnto me for a contribucion to be presentlie collected in my dioces for the 
said purpose, according to a note inclosed which his G: haith allowed of.” 

These therefore shalbe by virtue of his Gr: lettres aforesaid (a coppie wherof 
I will send yow er yt be longe by some convenient messenger) to require and 
charge yow out of hande to collecte or cause to be collected the said contribucion 
accordinge to the said note enclosed and to send the same to myself at Bugden

Althoughe there haith athinee bene done againste recusantes as yet, 
that wilbe noe excuse for yow, but yow muste still continew in doeinge 
your dutie. Yow muste also sende a copie of your certificate examined 
etc. to remaine in my custodie, that I may knowe the state of my dioces, 
this I also haue often required at your handes, but yow the Register make 
as litle accompte therof, as yow doe of other my requestes and 
admonicions, for the due performinge wherof, if yow neglecte vour dutie 
as yow haue done, I muste take suche a stricte course as will not please 
yow: 
The aforementioned lettre was receyved by and at thandes of 
Arthure Jordaine the xij" daie of Januarie 1601 aboute ii1j% of the clocke 
in thafter noone of the same day (Brown Book, ff. 162-3). 


In a postscript of a letter to Randes about subsidies and light 
horse for Ireland, dated 24 January, 1601-2, the bishop says 

Remember to sende me a generall true and formall certificate of the 
excommunicates before Ashwednesday next, vnless yow haue a desyre to be sent 
for by a messenger, and to bring them your self ynto me which course I truste yow 
will prevente by vour diligence and good discretion (Brown Book, f. 170d.).

Christopher Askewe is reported to the bishop, 12 October, 1604, and 
admonished to attend him on the next Lord’s day in the afternoon “for that his 
wife did harbor one Anne Tailer 2 recusant, being lawfullie discharged [sce] by the 
constables and churchwardens”’ (C., f. 70). 


LIBER CLERI, A.D. 1603 


The returns of papist recusants in 1603, will be found below.! In 
the archdeaconries of Lincoln and Stow there were twenty men and 
nineteen women. At the bishop's visitation, a year later, the number 
presented for recusancy was about forty men and thirty-six women, 
including children and servants. The numbers in 1603 were furnished 
by the clergy when they appeared before Randes ; while the names’in 
1604 were supplied by the churchwardens, The presentments in 1604, 
moreover, with respect to nonconformity and other breaches of church 
order are unusually exact. The presumption, therefore, is that the later 
return is the more likely to be correct.

Officers which perhaps may procure vs some harde conceite when our certificates 
are compared with the Shedules annexed to the said commissions. For my owne 
parte I haue vsed those meanes for the discouery of them, that are prescribed by 
the Archbishopp of Canterburie his lettres, and yett ame noe whitte nearer that 
purpose: Many of the ministers (and I blame them not) are afrayed to presente, 
neither are they sworne soe to doe, and | haue allwayes thoughte that to bea 
harde course, my officers goe noe further, then they receiue intelligence from the 
ministers neither is there any reason to the contrarie other then for my private 
informacion, for if certificates should be made of those they mighte fall into 
danger diuers waies if those whome they should certifie were not founde to be of 
that disposicion neither can I learne any thinge by any of my freindes for theire is 
noe man will become an accuser of his neighbours vnles he be verie malicious or 
bee chardged vppon his oathe by authoritie, Onelye this remaineth, that yow take 
order according to my former directions that the recusantes be conferred withall ; 
And if either they refuse conference, or be not reformed thereby, Then to call 
them before yow and to inioyne them to conforme themselues and certifie within a 
moneth following sub pena Juris, and afterwardes to excommunicate them if they 
doe not, and to cause the said excommunicacion to be denounced first in theire 
parishe churche and after in the cathedrall churche and then to certifie vnto mee 
vnder your hand and seale of office theire names, surnames, condicions, and places 
of aboade, that I may signifie some of the cheife of them to the lorde Chancellor 
that my L: G: of Canterburie according to his promise may procure the writte De 
excommunicato capiendo to be taken forthe, and to be executed accordinglie, 
which his G: supposeth wilbee a meanes to drawe the Inferours to obedience.

On 14 July, 1603, the bishop of London, wrote to the bishop 
of Lincoln, enclosing letters from the archbishop and the privy council. 
The privy council, under the date 12 July, ordered the yearly observance 
of the 5th of August by public assembly, thanksgiving, and prayer 
in every parish church, cessation of work, and demonstrations of joy 
throughout England, in commemoration of the king’s preservation from 
“that most wicked and horrible mischief’’ devised in the traitorous 
attempt of earl Gowrie and his brother and other accomplices against 
his person, as it was already ordered for the kingdom of Scotland by the 
parliament held at Edinburgh in November, 1600. The archbishop 
directed that there should be a sermon and service in every church, as 
seteomuscamtOnve Oni Je NovcinbDer tin ane late queen's: reign.’ ».Vhe 
following letters refer to the Gunpowder Plot and also to the Gowrie 
Conspiracy : 

After my hartie commendacions to your Lop: 1 haue received lettres from 
my Lo: grace of Cantterburie dated the 29th of this moneth of November 


whereby I am required that accordinge vnto the dutie of my place I doe forthwith 
imparte the same vnto your Lop: the tenor whereof followeth 


Salutem in Christo. It is not vnknowne vnto vour Lop: whata 
traiterous plott for the murtheringe of his mate: was laide by the Earle of 
Gowry and his brethren to haue beene put in execucion vppon a 
tewsday the 5t of August whilest his matie was in Scotland and howe 
miraculouslie his highnes being trained craftelie to the said Earle his 
house throughlie provided for such a mischif vpon the said tewseday it

November by gunpowder which they had laide secretlie ynder the vpper 
house of Parliament to haue blowne vpp at one blast the kinge the 
queene the prince the Lordes and the cheit gentlemen of England 
knightes and bargesses of the lower house of Parliament all appointed to 
waite that day vppon his ma’tie in the said vper house and consequentlie 
by that one vnspeakeable acte to haue ouerthrowne the trewe worshipp 
of god in this kingdome and to haue made the whole lande a pray 
to forraigners and strangers: and how the holie goste did soe illuminate 
his maties’ harte and vnderstanding in the expoundinge of certaine darke 
speeches in a lettre written to a nobleman as that by his direction 
the gunpowder prepared as is aforesaid was discouered vppon the said 
Tewsedav betwixt the houres of one and two of the clocke in the 
morneinge at what time allso a cheife traitor one Faulx that should haue 
sett the gunpowder on fier was taken vyppon whose examination some of 
the principall traytors beinge discouered god hath deliuered many of them 
together with theire complices and abetters into his mates’ handes 
In remembrance of all which infinite mercies of the allmightie extended

Mistris Penne, Mistris 
Fountaine, Mr Bettham and his wife after this sorte I have absolved theim from 
the sentence of Excommunicacion inioyning them to conforme themselves, in 
repayring to the Churche betwixt this and the annunciation, and to certifie vnto 
mee theyrof, which Mr Bettham for himselfe and his wife hathe (as maie appeare 
vnto yow) performed alredie, and I doubt not but Mistris Penne and Mistris 
Fountaine will in time performe the like. Touching Mr East (as I have latlie 
written vnto yow) he standeth confined for his recusancy so that he can not 
repayre vnto my Lo: without licence whearfore I would desier you from hence 
forward to take notice of it that he be no more excommunicat,’ having other 
punishment of greater consequence inflicted yppon him which he is resolved to 
beare so longe as he liveth, thoughe to his vtter vndoing. Nevertheles I have 
with muche busines procured summe parte of his feese, which I praye yow to 
accept by this bearer, vi'zet xiijs. jd. and the apparitors fee boathe for him, and 
the rest are all satisfied by my Brother Claver, vi’zet for Mr Bettham iijs. for 
Mistris Penne vs. for Mistris Fountayne vs. and for Mr East and his wife vjs. viijd.

EPISCOPAL CERTIFICATES OF THE CONFORMITY OF RECUSANTS 


Bishop Chaderton’s register contains nineteen entries of the 
conformity of recusants. In each case it is stated that the person, being 
indicted for not attending divine service in his parish church, appeared 
personally before the bishop, in the chapel of his manor of Buckden, and 
attended service, staying reverently till it was ended; and that, 
afterwards, on his bended knees, he submitted himself to the bishop, 
and promised to continue his conformity for the rest of his life, and took 
the oath required by the statute of the third year of king James ; and 
that the bishop, thereupon, granted him letters testimonial of his 
conformity.

Bishop Chaderton died 11 April, 1608, at Southoe, about a mile 
from Buckden, in Huntingdonshire, where he had been living because 
the episcopal residence at Buckden was in disrepair. He was buried 
the next day in the chancel of Southoe parish church. It fell to his 
lot to enforce obedience to the canons of 1604, and in this difficult task 
he acted with wisdom and restraint, using the methods of persuasion 
and conciliation. When there was any hope of eventual conformity, and 
sometimes even when there was none, he refrained from extreme 
measures. Eight incumbents were deprived and nine curates suspended 
out of a total of about eleven hundred and eighty clergymen in the 
diocese. The general policy, indeed, was not Chaderton’ s, but was laid 
down by the king g, the privy council, and the bishops, Bancroft being the 
person who had the largest share in shaping it. Only a few dreamers, 
men in advance of their time, had then conceived the idea of religious 
liberty and toleration ; and, that being so, it is remarkable that so few of 
the nonconformists were deprived. But few as the deprivations were, 
they gave rise to a loud chorus of complaint that a large number of the 
most godly and most learned ministers had been silenced. The time 
was not far distant when power was to pass from the Church to the 
hands of the puritans, and the methods of the Church at the beginning 
of James’ reign, as illustrated by the documents of the diocese of 
Lincoln, will bear favourable comparison with those of the puritans in 
the reign of his son.

NONCONFORMING MINISTERS 


This list contains the names of those of the clergy who were 
presented at the bishop of Lincoln’s Visitation in 1604 for nonconformity, 
and of some others who were proceeded against for the same cause.! 
The primary authorities are the Visitation Book of detectiones and 
comperta (referred to as ‘V’) and the Episcopal Court Book of 1602-1609 
(referred to as ‘C’). Various letters from the miscellaneous papers in 
the diocesan registry have been added. 


1. ALLELEY, ROBERT, rector of Stenigot. The churchwardens are 
admonishedft to provide a surplice, and tender it to their minister 
(V., p. 64). Alleley was still rector in 1607 (below, p. 420). 


2}. ALLEN, DAVID, B.A. (1582), licensed . preacher, | rectomeer 
Ludborough (5 March, 1593-4-1615) ; previously vicar of Brixworth, co. 
Northampton, 1583 (Alumni Oxon.) In 1604, the churchwardens presentt 
that they have no surplice ; that their minister sometimes omits part of 
the common prayer, does not wear the surplice, uses the order of the 
book in the sacrament, does not always use the sign of the cross, and 
whether he omit or change anything they have not been able to observe 
(V., pp. 106-7). On 3 October, 1604, and on various subsequent days, he 
appeared before the bishop (C., ff. 65d, 74, 78, 86, 91, 94; below, 
pp. 363ff.) On 6 November, 1605, he appeared, and ‘‘vpon conference 
had with him [the bishop] thoughte good to graunte him a further time 
of reading and conference &c. till the Wensday fortnighte after the end 
of this session of parliament” (C., f. 100). 

On 12 December he did not appear, anda Mr Atkinson alleged that 
the plague (pestis) prevented him (C., f. 74). On 30 January, 1604- 5, his 
absence was excused. 


My duty humbly remembred vnto your Lorre At my last attendanc of your 
Lo: I then beseched the same, that I might be excused, for myn appearinge the 
12» of December yet withall promising, that at that time, I would haue sum to 
mak answer for me; I obtained of mv wroshipfull [sic] freind St William Wraye 
to send vnto your Lordshippe in my behalf, and to signifye, howe (beyond 
my knowledg when I tooke my leaue of your Lo:) it had pleased the Lord to 
visitte my house in my absence, with a greiuouse fever wherof (as lattly befor I 
lost one towardly child), so had I on other in great perill, and one of my seruaunts 
also, besids sum other afflictions that then also. befell me, for which I humbly 
intreated vour Lo: forbearance and goodnes to me. At this time it hath pleased 
the lord to continewe his fatherly rodds and to bring them neerer my self, for at 
this time (and so hath been for this week past) my pore wife lieth greiuouse 
afflicted with an hotte ague, the same, also nowe turning into the Jaundwise, as I 
have, intreated M' Doctor Crooke who is her phisition to signifye vnto your Lo:

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besids, she is, within three weeks of her trauell: I besech your Lop therfore in 
your christian charitie and fauor towards me for this tim also excuse me, I will 
waitte vpon vou, after the Lord hath lighted my wife of this burden, when and wher 
your Lo? shall appoynte and shall euer remaine bounden and thankfull ynto your 
Lop for that and manye other your honorable fauors ; so humblye taking my 
leaue ; I commit vour Lo? to the keeping of the almightye: Ludbrough this 26th 
of Januarye: 1604:

To the right Reuerend Father in god his very good lord the Lo: Byshoppe 
of Lincolne geiue this (Misc., 1604/61). 

Mr Allen of Lurbrough sendinge for me to attende his 
wife in her sicknes acquaynted me with a journie he was to take to your Lordship 
which now by reason of his wifes present extremitie he resolueth to deferr 
trustinge your Lordship will accept of this as a reasonable excuse; with all 
intreatinge me for your Lordships better satisfaction to signifie vnder my hand 
how daungerous her present estate is. It may therefore please your Lordship to 
vnderstand that beinge within 3 weekes of her account for her deliuerance she was 
the other day taken with a very sore ague, vpon the neck whereof a jaundwise is 
come, eyther of which in a woeman in her condition is very fearefull, and full of 
Daunger, how much more then beinge together, and in a patient whose greefe and 
sorrow for the late visitation of her familie and now for her housbands 
disturbances seeme to me to haue beene the cheife causes of her sicknesse There 
beinge therefore no better remidie for this greife then contentment and satisfaction 
(and therefore it is caled Morbus Regius) he is desirous for this time to be spared 
by your good Lordiship redye hereafter to attend your pleasure.

To the Right Reverend father in god his very good lord the Lo: Bishoppe 
of Lincolne. giue theise (7d7d., 1604/7). 

On 6 June, 1606, he appeared, and alleged ‘‘ that he hath not vet 
conformed himself neither can he yet satisfie himself therein, but will 
indevor to satishe and conform himself therein according to the lawe, etc.” 
(tbid., C., f. 108). In 1607, Allen was presented at the bishop’s visitation 
for not wearing the surplice, and for not saying divine service according 
to the Prayer Book (f. 43d.) ; and at the archdeacon’s visitation, 1607-8, 
for not wearing the surplice (f. 117d.).. He was still rector in 1613, when 
he was ‘‘unconformable, and monished to conforme himself before 
Parone xteweclu.@wlOrl 70d) sv andouin ford (LG. 161451) 20)a He 
was buried at Ludborough, 5 September, 1615 (Bishop’s Transcript). 

The subject of this note was probably the Mr Allen, ‘‘ sometime the 
preacher at Lowth,”’ who, at the assizes in 1596, was reviled by Mr 
Justice Anderson from the bench on account of his puritan tendencies 
(Strype, Annads, iv, 369-71). 

3. ALLEN, RICHARD, M.A. (1594), S.T.D. (1608), rector of Belleau. 
The churchwardens are admonishedf to provide a surplice, and tender 
it (V., p. 112). Allen resigned 20 April, 1605 (Reg. xxx, f. 253d.), when 
he became rector of Stowting, co. Kent (Alumni Cantab.). 

4. ALLEN, SAMUEL, M.A. (1574), rector of Fulletby. The church- 


wardens omit to present him}* (V., p. 68). He held the benefice till his 
death in 1610 (P.D., 1611/47).

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5. ALLEN, WALTER, M.A., rector of Withcall. The churchwardens 
omit to present him.t* They certify, 6 October, 1604, that they have 
provided a surplice, and that the minister wears it (V., p. 103). 


6. ATKINSON, ROBERT, B.A. (1568-9), licensed preacher, vicar of 
Glentworth (1600-26); previously vicar of Hawerby with Beesby 
(1590-95), vicar of Blyton (1595-1601), rector of Gayton le Marsh (1597). 
In 1604,¢ the churchwardens of Glentworth omit to present him for not 
wearing the surplice and not signing with the sign of the cross in 
baptism, wherefore they are enjoined to acknowledge their fault “ either 
of them in a whyte sheete” (above, p. Ixvi) (V., p. 175). On 3 October, 
1604, and other days, he appeared before the bishop (C., ff. 66, 74d., 
78d., 86, 91, 93, 94, 97 + below, pp. 365-8). On 23 October, 1605, he 
tailed to appear before the bishop at Buckden, and was excommunicated. 
He appeared on 13 December, and swore that he would obey the law 
and the orders of the church, and the bishop absolved him (C., f. 102). 
On 11 June, 1606, he appeared again, and said that he could not yet 
satisfy himself to conform (tbid., f. 108). At the bishop’s visitation in 
1607, it is found that he does not wear the surplice (f. 51d.). In the 
Liber Clert of 1611, he is entered as of good behaviour “ saveing he is 
unconformable” (f. 98d.). He resigned the vicarage of Glentworth in 
1626 (P.D., 1626/26). 


7. BALGAY, PAUL, M.A. (1583), a preacher but not licensed, rector of 
Swaby. He is presented{* (V., p. 113)-\[On <3) October, “1ro04ne 
appeared before the bishop, at Huntingdon, and subscribed, and was 
admonished to conform (C., f. 65d.). He held the benefice until 
his death in 1624 (P.D., 1624/12). 


8. BATEMAN, RICHARD, licensed preacher, vicar of Barnetby. He 
is presentedf* (V., p. 150). On 30 October, 1604, he appeared before 
the bishop, at Huntingdon, and certified his conformity, and was 
dismissed (C., f. 66). He was a nonconformist in 1588-9 (above, p. xxxix). 


9. BRADSTREET (or BRODSTREET), SIMOM, M.A. (1579), licensed 
preacher, vicar of Horbling (1596-1621) ; previously fellow of Emmanuel 
college, Cambridge, and rector of Hinderclay, co. Suffolk, 15 December 
1595 to February 1595-6. He was one of the select preachers at the king’s 
accession (above p. 1). In 1604, the churchwardens of Horbling omit 
to present himt for not wearing the surplice, and they confess that ‘‘ he 
hath not worne the surplis at eny tyme sence his coming thither” ; 
whereupon they are admonished to provide a surplice, and tender it to 
him (V., p. 5). On 3 October, 1604, he appeared before the bishop at 
Huntingdon, and on several subsequent days (C., ff. 65, 73d., 78, 86, gt, 
94, 97, 102 ; below, pp. 363ff.). On 31 July, 1605, he is excused because 
of bodily infirmity (C., f. 94) : 

Right reverend father, as | have soe doe I still whollie committ my selfe to 
your Lorshipps favour, for which you shall fynd me as thankfull as a poore 
Minister may be. May it please your good Lorshipp to dispence with myne 
absence for this tyme. And yf I may not seame to bould in presuming to farr 
vppon your LL. favour I must humblye crave somne day in October for my next 
apperance. My bodie by reason of a speciall infirmitie ys not well able to indure 
ryding especially in the heate of sommer. And though I have hadd divers 
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occasions yet have I never beene 2 myles frome myne owne howse synce my last 
being with your LL. at Buckden. Concerning my “conformitie I beseech your LL. 
giue me leave and leysure to goe somwhat slowly that I may goe the more suerly. 
I have and doe still desire and indevour the Lord his good direction for the good 
of his church and the lawfull contentment of my superiours. Iam verie gladd to 
heare that his Maiestie hath inlarged your Autoritie. persuade my selfe of your 
vigilant care in doing much good by this meanes. My L., vou knowe the accompt 
that you must make, butt a word vs vnough (yf it be ‘not to much) to your 
LL. wysdom. And thus most humbly I take my leave promising to pray for your 
[ole according as my dutie byndeth me. Horbling Jule 29. 
Your LL. to command for ever in the Lord 

(Misc., 1605-6/20). S. BRADSTREETE 

At length, on 23 October, 1605, the bishop, because of Bradstreet’s 
labours for God’s Church and its dignity, and of his peaceable and 
honest behaviour, dismissed him, in hope of his conformity, until 
he should be cited again (C., f. 102). At the bishop’s visitation in 1607, 
he is presented because he does not wholly conform himself to the 
orders and ceremonies appointed in the Prayer Book and canons, and in 
the cross and surplice (f. 36). In the Liber Cler1 of 1611, he is entered 
as of good behaviour, ‘ saving hee is not conformable” (f. 2). He held 
the vicarage of Horbling till his death, and was buried there, 9 February, 
1620-1. 

10. BROMLEY, HENRY, M A., rector of Stubton. He is enjoinedf to 
certify whether he wears the surplice and uses the sign of the cross 
(V,p. 18). He was still rector in 1614 (L.C. 1614, f. 65d.). 


I1.: BULCOCKE, THOMAS, preacher, curate of Hemswell. The 
churchwardens are admonishedf to provide a surplice, and tender it to 
their minister (V., p. 171). A certificate, dated 14 October, 1604, states 
that he has often before worn, and did on 14 October wear, the surplice ; 
and that he ‘protested his willingness to conformitie in the cere- 
monies .. . now instituted in the church” (Misc., 1604/15). 


12. BuRTON, BRIAN, preacher but not licensed, rector of Langton 
by Partney (1594-1612). In 1604, he is presentedt for not wearing the 
surplice (V., p. 67). On 3 October, he was sick, and could not appear 
before the bishop (C. f. 65d.) ; but the churchwardens and sworn-men of 
Langton certified, 30 September, that he ‘ did weare the surplesse at all 
tymes since the last visitation, ...and he doth obserue all orders and 
rites of the churche ” (Misc., 1604/37). He was not required to subscribe 
to the articles (below, p. 369). He was presented at the bishop’s 
visitation in 1607 because he did not wholly conform himself to the 
orders of the Prayer Book and canons and in the cross and surplice 
(f. 36). He died in possession of his benefice in 1612. 


13. CHADWICK, JOHN, M.A. (1592), S.T.D. (1608), preacher, rector of 
Faldingworth. The churchwardens omit to present himf* (V., p. Igo). 
On 3 October he failed to appear before the bishop, at Huntingdon, 
being absent in Lancashire; but before a citation issued, he subscribed 
and conformed (C., f. 66d.). 


14. COOKE, ALEXANDER, B.A. (1585), B.D., preacher, vicar of Louth 
(1601-4) ; previously, fellow of University college, Oxford, 1587. He 
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was one of the select preachers on the king’s accession (above, p. xlix). 
On 3 October, 1604, he was charged by the bishop with not wearing the 
surplice, it being reported 

that he will rather loose his livinge than weare yt... He appeared, and being 
interrogated whether he will weare the surplisse or no he saith yf he haue reason 
for yt he will not. Whereupon my lord admonished him for the first time, 
to conform before 31 October, and then to appear and subscribe ; and further my 
lord injoined him to deliuer a coppie of his sermon preached on Wensday last 
vnder his hand before 31 October and to torbeare preachinge against the lawes and 
ceremonies of the churche and booke of common praier (C., f. 65d.). 


On 31 October, the bishop admonished him, under canonical obedience, 
to deliver a copy of his sermon before 30 November, ‘and then 
the said Cooke asserted” [the entry is unfinished] (tbid.). On that day 
he appeared, and was again admonished to conform and subscribe. He 
produced a copy of his sermon. On 12 December, the bishop objected 
articles against him, ev officio, and charged him by his oath to answer 
faithfully, etc., and admonished him to undergo examination, or to 
withdraw and appear again to answer. He was also admonished 
to specify his objections against Mr Eland’s sermon, and to exhibit them, 
etc. (above, pp. Ixix, lxx). He appeared and alleged that he had no 
objections ready drawn in writing. Whereupon the bishop enjoined him 
to put them in on the morrow. On which day he put in his objections, 
and Mr Eland answered them in the negative. Whereupon the bishop 
made an assignment for Cooke to prove them at the next court (C., f. 74). 
On 16 January, 1604-5, he appeared in person before the bishop in the 
church of All Saints, Huntingdon, and said 


that he hath not yet conformed himself accordinge to his admonicion, neither doth 
certifie. And further that he cannot conforme himself without further reasons 
especiallie to the crosse and surplisse, etc. 


Whereupon the bishop pronounced a sentence of deprivation against 
him, and admonished him to undergo examination in respect to the 
objections against his sermon before he withdrew from the town 
(C., f. 76d.). Cooke was afterwards vicar of Leeds 1615-32 (Dict. Nat. 
Biog.). Dr Usher quotes from a letter from the bishop of Lincoln to 
Bancroft, 25 January, 1604-5 (Hatfield MSS 103, f. 139) to the effect that 
Alexander Cooke, one of the Peterborough ministers, had said, with no 
attempt at concealment, that he had sued out an inhibition from 
the chancery and ‘‘ that these will bee such a Curbe put into the Jawes of 
your Lordship and my Lo: of Peterboroughe, for these proceedings had 
against him and others, as upon the same shame will ensue to you both” 
(Reconstruction i, 415-16). It 1s uncertain, however, whether this relates 
to the subject of this article or not. 


15. COREY, THOMAS, B.A., licensed preacher, rector of Mareham le 
Fen, The churchwardens omit to present him} ‘for not wearing his 
surplice and indecency in apparrell”’ (V., p. 69). He was still rector in 
1607 (below, p. 422). Concerning apparel, see above, pp. Ixiv, lxxviii-ix. 


16. CoTES, WILLIAM, rector of South Somercotes. He is pre- 
sentedf for not wearing his surplice every Sunday (V., p. 99). He died 
in possession of the benefice, circa October, 1605 (Reg. xxx, f. 269). 
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17. CROSSE, JOHN, M.A., vicar of Sibsey. The churchwardens omit 
to present him.f* It is certified, 5 October, 1604, that he wears the 
surplice, and observes the Book of Common Prayer (V., p. 89). 


18. Dynys, CHRISTOPHER, vicar of Calceby. He is presentedt* 
(V., p. 115). Certain inhabitants of Calceby, at his request, testified, 
circa September, 1604, 
what he hath sundrie times spoken concerning the wearing of the surplusse: “I 
will not refuse to weare a surplusse, so that it be a comely or decent one, for it is 
expedient that wee do obey our princes law, vet will I not wear this vow haue 
bycause there is no comlines in yt, and yf yow do suspect my answeare, carie yow 
yt to the Ordinarie yf he allow yt as sufficient I will weare it.” 

The inhabitants of South Ormsby also certified, 26 September, that, 
at divers times during the last two years, he had worn the surplice 
(Misc., 1604/34). He appeared before the bishop, 3 October, and 
subscribing, and certifying his conformity, was dismissed (C., f. 65d.). 


19. FISHER, JOHN, M.A. not a preacher, rector of Ingoldsby 
(1590-1634). Previously fellow of Trinity college, Cambridge, 1583. 
In 1604 the churchwardens are enjoined} to provide a surplice, and 
tender it to him (V., p. 5). On 3 October, 1604, and at subsequent dates, 
he appeared before the bishop, and was admonished to conform and 
subscribe (C., ff. 65, 73d., 76d. ; below, pp. 363-5, 369). On8 April, 1605, 
John Young and Simon Searson, the churchwardens, certified that 
Fisher 


did weare the surplesse vppon soondaye last both at morninge and euening praier, 
and savth he would haue done soe one easter daye and the holidais (as he than did 
read the epistle and gospell’) if it had not bene a meane one and sayth he will 
weaure it hereafter allsoe that he did reade the letanye with other prayrs 
prescribed and sayth he will read and doe other thinges allsoe when the acasione 
shall fall out (Misc., 1605-6/39). 


On 22 April, Fisher appeared before the bishop, and submitted himself 
and promised henceforth to use the appointed ceremonies and apparel, 
but craved time to consider about subscription (C., f. 88). He appeared 
again on 19 June (C., f. gtd.). On 31 July, the bishop, on account of a 
special letter of Fisher’s, dismissed him (C, f.94). Subscription was not 
enforced (below, p. 369). 


[FoRMAN, THOMAS, MA. (1584), licensed preacher, rector of 
Winteringham and Great Cotes. Dr Usher (Reconstruction, ii, 11) states 
that Forman’s rectory [sic] of Little Cotes was sequestrated, on account 
of his nonconformity, on 26 April, 1605, and that he was reinstated on 
24 May. This is a mistake. The vicarage of Little Cotes was 
sequestrated on account of vacancy on 26 April, and Forman’s 
connection with it began on 24 May, when he was instituted (Reg. xxx, 
ff. 253d., 254d., 256). He was suspended at the Visitation of 1604 
because he did not appear, and absolved on 31 August. There is 
no evidence to shew that he was one of the nonconformists in 1604. | 


20. FOWLER, THOMAS, B.A., rector of Sausthorpe. The church- 
wardens omit to present himf* (V., p. 70). He seems to have held the 
benefice till 1627, and to have been known as Thomas Fowler alias 
Williamson (Bishops’ Transcripts). 
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21. GULSON, MAURICE, B.A., rector of Scarthoe. The church- 
wardens are orderedt to provide a decent surplice. One of them on 
21 October, certifies ‘that they haue nowe a decent surplis provided, 
and that their minister did not weare eny surplis this tweluemonth last 
past”.(V., p..124). “He was still rectomingotiginCaoit, faaz 


22. HaMoND, GEORGE, M.A., rector of Althorpe. He is presentedt* 
(V., p. 187). On 3 October, 1604, he appeared before the bishop, and 
subscribed and, on 30 October, he presented a certificate of his 
conformity, dated 21 October, and was dismissed (C., f. 66; Misc., 
1604/16). 

23. Harrison, WILLIAM, vicar of Marton. The churchwardens 
are admonishedt to provide a surplice, and tender it to their minister 
(V., p. 192). He was still vicar in 1614 (L.C. 1614, f. 12). 


24 HarTING, WILLIAM, not a preacher, rector of Healing (1564- 
1610). He is presentedt* (V., p. 126). He was cited to appear before 
the bishop on 3 October, 1604, but being sick, he was respited to the 
next court (C., f. 66). He was discharged upon certificate of his 
conformity without subscription being required (below, p. 369). 


25. HircHcock, ROBERT, rector of Quarrington. The church- 
wardens are admonishedt to provide a surplice, and tender it to their 
minister. Later, a certificate is exhibited that the rector now wears it 
(Mey) pay: 

26. Hook, HENRY, B.A. (1579), S.T.D., rector of Nettleton (1597- 
1644). He was one of the select preachers on the king’s accession 
(above, p. xlix). He was presentedt* (V., p. 149). On 3 October, 1604, 
he appeared before the bishop, and was dismissed (C., f. 66). He 
conformed, but was not required to subscribe (below, p. 369). He was 
archdeacon of the West Riding of Yorkshire, 1617-23, and precentor of 
the cathedral church of York, 1623-44 (Alumni Cantab.). He held 
Nettleton till his death in 1644. 


27. HUMFREY, THOMAS, M.A. (1588), licensed preacher, rector of 
Grainsby’ (1591-1635). He was the author of Jewel for Gentlewomen. In 
1604,+ the churchwardens are admonished to provide a surplice, and 
tender it to their minister (V., p. 121). On 31 October, Humfrey appeared 
before the bishop, and craved time. Afterwards he promised to 
conform, and was admonished to do so before 30 November (C., f. 66). 
On 18 November, William Keninghton, the churchwarden, signed a 
certificate with his ‘brande’ that the rector had worn the surplice and 
intended to use the cross in baptism (Misc., 1604/32). On 30 November 
the bishop dismissed him (C., f. 66). He was not required to subscribe 
(below, p. 369). 

28. JACKSON, JOHN, licensed preacher, vicar of Bourne (1585-1613). 
In 1604, the churchwardens omit to present himt for not wearing the 
surplice, and are enjoined to acknowledge their fault accordingly in the 
church there (V., p. 6). On 3 October, 1604, and on subsequent days, 








1 At p. 310 below, the Liber Clert of 1603 states inaccurately that he was rector of

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he appeared before the bishop (C., ff. 65, 73d.). On 30 January, 1604-5, 
and 10 April, 1605, he appeared, and said that ‘he cannot yet be 
resolved to conform himself, and craves time” (C., ff. 78,86). He wrote 
to the bishop, 30 July, 1605, begging to be excused from appearing on 
account of his infirmity (Misc., 1605-6/41). The following letter 
supported his plea: 


Most Reuerend, and my very good lo: I haue earnest desire to be an 
humblle suter vnto your good lo: for a man: whose case is to be lamented by 
reason of such infirmity as god hath luid yppon him: both by sicknes of body and 
lamenes of lvmes. in so much as the yssewe runinge now of on of his legges is full 
as broad. as a Quene Elizabeth pece of xxs. in gould: so that he is nat hablle to go 
or ride: Whose distressed case both his owne neighbors and so menvy els as se his 
greffes do much lament his distresse: beinge well knowne to haue taken greatt 
paines to feed his flock commytted to his charge. a populous towne and jj great 
hamlettes within his parishe of Borne; and for a very smalle sallarie hitherto his 
christian care over them not sparinge mydnyght or cock crow to dyg and delve in 
season, and owt of season: hath he wrought in the lordes vinyard: But out of his 
pention without the help of other frendes tenderinge his smalle allowance he had 
neyver bene hablle to haue mayntaned him selfe and his pore famyly. as he hath 
done: yet at this ower of his lamene[ss] and impotency: he favoreth not him 
selfe but visiteth the sycke as occasion serveth: though he canne neyther well go, 
nor ride: vet he will take a staffe and limpe with paine to releve ther weake 
consciences, and now he lamenteth much that he is not hablle to make his personall 
apperaunce before your lo: accordinge to his intent, and duty in dwe consideracion 
wherof I humbly bescech your lo’ip to respecte his tyme of apperaunce vntyll this 
contagious heate weather be past that his legg if yt pleasse god to gyue him 
amendementt be brought to some saffer course and thus shall he his poore wife 
and children be bound to pray to the allmyghty styll to precerve vour lo: in 
health longe to contynewe to godes pleasure: and my selfe with the lyke 
intercession do most humbly for this tyme take my leave, Rippingall this 26 of 


July. 
Your lordiPes ever most humbly to be commanded 

(Misc., 1605-6/19). THO: SHAWE. 
On 18 September, 1605, Jackson was respited on account of his 
weakness and his loss by fire’ (C., f. 97). On 23 October, letters from Sir 
John Hatcher and Sir William Rigdon, knights, and others were 
exhibited on Jackson’s behalf, and Thomas Mellers of Bourne, gentleman, 
made oath that Jackson was unable to come to the bishop’s tribunal 
without peril to his body ; whereupon the bishop dismissed him until he 
should be cited again (C., f. 102). At the bishop’s visitation in 1607, he 
is presented for not wearing the surplice and for not following the Book 
of Common Prayer (f. 36d.); and at the archdeacon’s visitation, 1607-8, 
for not wearing the surplice and not using the sign of the cross (f. 25d.). 
In the Liber Clert of 1611, he is entered as of good behaviour, ‘ saveing 
that he nowe standes suspended being presented for vnconformytie”’ (f. 1). 
He held his benefice till his death, 30 January, 1612-13 (The Bourne 
Parish Registers, p. xii). 

29. Key, Joun, rector of Tetford. He is presentedt+* (V., p. 66). 
He appeared before the bishop, 3 October, 1604, and submitted himself, 
and afterwards he subscribed (C., f. 65d.). 





1 A note in the parish register states that ‘‘a most lamentable fyre happened vpon the 
23rd of August, 1605” (Zhe Parish Registers of Bourne, ed. C. W. Foster, p. xiv). 
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30. Lakk, RricHarp, rector of Scrafield. The churchwardens 
are enjoined} to provide a surplice, and tender it (V., p. 63). Lake was 
still rector in 1614 (LC. 1614, f. 43d.). 


31. LarKE, NICHOLAS, B.A., rector of Waddingworth. He is pre- 
sentedt* (V., p. 65). On 24 January, 1604-5, and 24 April, 1605, 
the churchwardens certify that he is conformable (Misc., 1604/6, 
1605-6/42)._ He is presented at the bishop’s visitation in 1607, for not 
wearing the surplice ‘t euery sabaoth daie” (f. 41d.). 


32. LILLEY, EDMUND, M.A. (1570), S.T.D., rector of Fillingham. 
The churchwardens are admonishedf to provide a decent surplice, and 
to certify whether he wears it (V., p. 188). On 6 October, 1604, they 
certify that they have provided a surplice, and that their minister 
wears it. } 

33. LinoLp, LyNoLp, or LIONELL, EDMUND, M A. (1603), curate 
of Humberston. In 1604f he is presented because ‘‘ he weareth not his 
surples nor signeth with the crosse in baptisme nor vseth the wordes 
[sc. the baptismal formula] and he serves [without a licence]” (V., p. 222). 
On 3 October, 1604, he appeared before the bishop, and refused to use 
the surplice (C., f. 66). On 30 November he appeared again, and on 
1 December, the bishop suspended him from the execution of his office 
within the diocese (C., f. 74; below, pp. 363-5). He was instituted to the 
vicarage of Healing 20 January, 1609-10. In the Liber Cleri of 1611, he 
was monished to appear before the bishop at Lincoln touching 
conformitie (f. 35). He was still vicar in 1614 (Liber Clert, f. 33d.). 


34. MARCHELL, WILLIAM, vicar of West Torrington. The church- 
wardens are admonishedt to provide a surplice. On 7 October, 1604, 
they certify that they have done so, and that their minister wears it 
(V., p. 139), 

35. METCALF, CHRISTOPHER, M.A. (1599), rector of Gayton le 
Marsh. The churchwardens omit to presentt that he does not wear the 
surplice, and that they have no surplice (V., p. 112). He was still rector 
in 1607 (below, p. 417). 


36. NEwTon, EDMUND, M.A. (1593), vicar of Sleaford (1595-1627), 
He was a select preacher in 1603 at the king’s accession (above, p. 1). 
On 3 October, 1604, he appeared before the bishop, charged with not 
wearing the surplice, when he alleged ‘that he hath worne and will 
weare the surplisse and conforme himself but will not subscribe to the 
articles agreed vpon in the last convocacion.”” On 30 November he 
certified his conformity, and promised for the future, and was dismissed. 
The bishop, however, decreed that he should be cited to subscribe. A 
note states that he is not licensed to preach, but yet preaches (C., f. 65). 

Right Reuerend father in God and our very good Lord: our duties in most 
humble [....]remembred. These are to signify vnto your LP? that Mr Newton 
viccar of Slefford hath from time to time obserued and vsed the forme of prayer 
and other service prescribed in the booke of common prayer, worne the surplice 
vsed the signe of the crosse in baptisme, the ring in marriage, and all other 
ceremonies commaunded in the church of England, so farre as we knowe. And 
although we neither presented him, nor gaue any informacion of any defect in 
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him; yet the said M* Newton being with vs at Lincoln, since vour L?® visitacion 
was vpon some vntrue informacion given to M? Randes Officiall for the deane and 
chapter (vnder whose iurisdiccion we are) called iudicially before him, and 
examined vpon the premisses, who there and then in our presence professed his 
former conformitie, and promised so to continue: since which tyme he hath euery 
sunday worne the surplice, and never baptised any children without signing them 
with the signe of the crosse, and vsed all other ceremonies prescribed by the lawe, 
so farre as we know: which thing we certified to M* Randes vnder our handes 
within the tyme appointed vnto vs by him for that purpose. Thus haueing at the 
lawfull and honest request of the said Mt Newton, testified the truth of the 
premisses in writing, which we would be readie to avouch vpon our othes, yf we 
were thervnto lawfully called, we cease any further to trouble your LopP: 
commending the same to the gracious proteccion and blessing of the Almighty. 
Slefford this present xxvijt® of Octob: 1604

A later 
note:states that ‘‘he weareth it” (V., p. 115). 


38. PHrLips, ROBERT, rector of Salmonby. He is presented} for 
not wearing the surplice (V., p. 63); appeared before the bishop, 
3 October, and submitted himself, subscribed to the articles, and was 
admonished to certify his conformity before 31 October. Afterwards he 
certified, and was dismissed (C., f. 65d.). The churchwardens certified : 


Whereas some haue ether malitiously or at least iniuriously intimated to your

39. Pike, GEORGE, M,A. (1586), preacher but not licensed, vicar of 
Donington (1593-1605 and 1605-11). Previously fellow of Trinity college, 
Cambridge. In 1604} he is presented for not wearing the surplice and 
not using the sign of the cross (V., p. 48). On 3 October, 30 November, 
and 1 December, 1604, he appeared before the bishop (C., ff. 65, 73d.). 
On 30 January, 1604-5, he appeared, and answered ‘that he cannot yet 
conforme himself bicause he cannot be satisfied neither will he now 
conforme sed expresse renuit et recusauit,’ whereupon the bishop decreed

confessed that Symondes did not wear the surplice before the last 
visitation, ‘‘ but sithence he hath worne yt” (V., p. 89 ; Misc., 1604/12).

54. ‘THROCKMORTON, RAPHAEL, rector of Bolingbroke. In 1604t 
the churchwardens omit to present their parson for not wearing the 
surplice (V., p. 85). He was still rector in 1607, but was excused 
attendance (below, p. 416). 


Righte reverende father in Christe: Raphaell Throckmorton parson of 
Bollingbrooke of the age of fourescore and foure yeares and more, wish you all 
grace and peace in our Lord god everlastinge. And asa distressed childe flieth to 
his father for comforte, so I a minister of gods worde (iniuriouslye persecuted 
with some Limme of Sathan, that seekes to rend in sunder the ynitie of the church 
by his malignant spirit informinge against me in your Lordships courte) doe most 
humblie beseech your Lordship to tender mine age and pardon my non appearaunc’ 
who cannot without apparent daunger of my life travell one mile much lesse be at 
Huntington there to appeare before your Lordship or your substitute on Wednes- 
day next, as by a proces I am enioyned dated the vjt* of this monethe, and this 
sixtenth dave of the said moneth shewed ynto me by one John Stirrope apparitor 
as appeareth,/ which also denounceth me to be suspended for my contempt for not 
appearinge at your courte. True it is my good Lorde, the same apparitour came 
to my house about the last of Januarye, where he found me on my bed wearied, 
with cominge from the church, and told me it was your Lordships pleasure, that I 
should appeare before you [sic] L: at Bugden the viij'® of Februarie (so farre as | 
remember) but he shewed me noe authoritie (as nowe he did). vnder vour seale of 
office, nor any writinge, and therefore I thought he had done it without warrant, 
or that he had not bene an officer, knowinge my selfe to be cleare, and not 
hauinge offended his maiesties lawes, nor your Lordship And the rather I doubted 
of his direct dealinge, because | required him to tell me the cause of the sommons, 
which he said was bycause I did not weare the surplis, wherevpon I protested that 
I did weare it everye Sabaoth daye all the time of divine service, both morninge 
and eveninge, and therefore I referred him to the report of all my neighbours, 
that I omit not that duetie any dave. I desired to vnderstand my accusers, and 
he aunswered it was donne by neighbour ministers, but there names or places he 
would not tell me. whereupon ei suspected his aucthoritie then the more, 
desiringe him to signifie vnto your Lordship, my humble dutie, with my humble 
requeste, to spare my apparaunce, and withall to signifie that I was in every thinge 
obedient to his maiesties lawes, and so would be by gods grace, duringe the short 
remainder of time, it would please him to vouchsafe me. Then he required fee, 
which I refused to giue, in regard I was wrongfully accused, and bicause I sawe no 
citation nor warrant for wante whereof it seemeth I am nowe sequestred from the 
congregation. vf a father will rescewe and defend his childe from violence and 
wronge, my hope is, and I humblye beseeche your Lordship, that you as a spirituall 
father will not onelye rescue mee from the hand of these false accusers, and 
discharge me of all fees, (consideringe my age and many children dothe spende all 
my litle livinge) but take notice of these disturbers of the peace of the churche, 
and let them pay that is required of me, that am innocent, And let them worthilie 
abide your Lordships censure, for committinge such a notorious crime and sinne of 
false witnes bearinge, vnto so ‘reverend a father as you are. And if I maye herein 
finde vour Lordships good favour to be restored againe and-my false accusars 
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punished, that others thereby may be warned I shalbe be bound to pray for your 
Lordships feelicitie bothe in this life and in the life everlastinge. And doubt not 
but that my good patron St Vincente Skynner, will acknowledge him selfe beholden 
vnto your Lordship for administration of this iustice in punishinge the wicked 
accusars, and settinge the innocente free. And bycause I would not haue your 
Lordship onely to credit my selfe, 1 haue procured my good friendes the gentlemen 
and my neighbours with the churchwardens of this parish vnder their handes to 
testifie with me, that this is true, which I haue vnder my hand certified vnto your 
Lordship, which my selfe woulde (as my duetie is) haue done if habilitie of bodie 
coulde possiblie permitt. Bollingbrook this xvijt® of Februarie. 1604. RAPHAELL 
THROKMORTON [and 19 others]; per me Thomas Thomson artem grammatice in 
Bolling: publice profitentem (Misc., 1604/5). 

The benefice was vacant in 1610 by his death (P.D., 1610/1). 


5. TuKE, HuGH, M.A. (1575), licensed preacher, rector of Silk 
Willoughby (1577-1626). He may be considered to be the father of the 
Lincolnshire puritans, for he was one of the ministers who were 
suspended for nonconformity in 1584 (above, p. xxv); and in the 
proceedings in the consistory court, 1603-5, his name always comes first. 
He was presented at the visitation in 1604 for not wearing the surplice, 
and not using the sign of the cross in baptism (V., p. 1). On 3 October, 
1604, he appeared before the bishop in his court, and, craving time for 
deliberation, was admonished to subscribe and conform before 31 October. 
He appeared again from time to time, and was sometimes excused from 
coming to court on account of bodily weakness (C., ff. 65, 73d., 78, 86, 
94, 97; below, pp. 363-8). At last, 5 October, 1605, the bishop dismissed 
him until he should be cited again, in the hope that he might conform 
(C., f. 102 ; below, p. 368). At the bishops’ visitations in 1607 (f. 35d.), 
and 1611 (L.C. 1611, f. 71) and at the archdeacon’s visitation in 1607-8 
(f. 36), he was presented for not wearing the surplice and not signing 
with the cross. It is pleasant to be able to record that he held his 
rectory till his death. He was buried at Silk Willoughby 29 April, 1626 
(Bishop’s Transcript). 

56. TURNER, EDWARD, B.A., licensed preacher, vicar of Edlington. 
The churchwardens omit to present him}* (V., p. 69). He was still 
vicar in 1614 (L.C. 1614, f. 40). 


57. WIGHT, ROBERT, licensed preacher, rector of Hareby. The 
churchwardens omit to present him.ft* Later, a note states that ‘he 
weareth yt’ (V., p. 87). 


58. WILLIAMSON, JOHN, M.A., licensed preacher, vicar of North 
Somercotes. The churchwardens present} that he ‘‘ weareth not the 
surplis euerie sondaie but is willing nowe to performe that dutie in 
wearing yt and sometymes he chatichizeth and sometymes not” 
(V., p. 92). 

59. Woop, WILLIAM, rector of Somerby by Grantham. The 
churchwardens present him{* (V., p. 15). He is presented at the arch- 
deacon’s visitation in 1607-8* (above, p. lxxx). The benefice was vacant 
by his death in 1611 (P.D., 1611/46). 


60. Woo.., THOMAS, a preacher but not licensed, vicar of Boston 
(1600-12). In 1604+ he is presented ‘for not wearinge the surplice nor 
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signinge with the signe of the crosse in baptisme, and,” it is added, 
‘‘sithence the visitacion notice hath bene given to the courte that the 
surplis hath bene tendred him and he in scorne thereof (as yt seemeth) 
maketh it his cushion to sitt on” (V., p. 46). On 3 October, 1604, he 
failed to appear before the bishop, who thereupon decreed that he be 
sought vits et modis. On 31 October he appeared, and declared his 
contormity, and promised touching the future. Afterwards he certified, 
and was dismissed (C., f. 65 ; Misc., 1604/31). He was not required to 
subscribe (below, p. 369). ; 


61. WORSHIP, WILLIAM, M.A. (1599), S.T.D. (1613), vicar of Croft. 
He is presented{* (V., p. 74). He appeared before the bishop, 3 October, 
and afterwards subscribed (C., f. 65d.).. On 20 November, the church- 
wardens certify that he ‘hath worne the surplis and signeth with the 
crosse in baptizme’ (V., p. 74). 


ARCHDEACONRY OF BEDFORD 


62. BRIGHTMAN, THOMAS, B.A. (1580-1), B.D., licensed preacher, 
curate of Haynes, which at this period seems to have had no incumbent ; 
fellow of Queens’ college, Cambridge, in 1584. He was renowned asa 
scholar and preacher, and his life was admitted to be ‘angelical.’ He 
wrote several books (Dict. Nat. Biog.). He is supposed to have sub- 
scribed to the Book of Discipline. He was cited to appearft on 
3 October, 1604, and appeared on 8, 14, and 30 November and 
1 December. On 12 December he refused to subscribe, and was 
suspended from the execution of his office (C., ff. 69, 76; below, pp. 363-4, 
306). An interesting record of his answers to the articles objected 
against him has been preserved (see below). He seems to have 
conformed, for he continued living at Haynes, and was buried there, 
24 August, 1607 (F. A. Blaydes, Geneal. Bedford., p. 134) ; and there is no 
record of anyone else being licensed to the curacy until 17 March, 
1607-8 (Reg. xxx, f. 327). 

ReEsPONSA THOME BRIGHTMAN CURATI DE HAWNES 
8 November. 1603 

Thomas Brightman clarke vicar of Hawnes in the countie of Bedford examined 
saith Ad primum that he hath beene onelie at one exercise at Southill in the 
countie of Bedford the 28. of September by the request of John Bostocke vicar 
there and by his lettres speciallie written for that purpose to this examinant, which 
dyd begynn about neene of the clocke in the morninge, and continued tyll allmost 
fyve in the afternoone without intermission. The confession for morninge in the 
booke of Common prayer, and the neenth chapter of Daniell beinge read onelie, 
and a psalme songe without any other observacion of the saide Booke ether in the 
morninge or eveninge. And there were made then fyve sermons by fyve seuerall 
persons. The first by the said John Bostocke for the space of one hower, 
the second of an howe [sic] by one Mt Andrewe Dennis v{ficar] of Paules in 
Bedford, the third by Thomas Dillingham curat at Deane efusdem com’, by the space 
of an hower, the fourthe by M® Fraunces Dillingham parson of Wilden, continuinge 
an hower and somethinge more, and the fyft by this examinant by the space of 
twoe howers. And betweene euery sermon was one psalme. And this examinant 
his text was the 38. ver’ of the. 9. chap. of Nehemia. And this examinant saith 
that in his saide sermon he touched the byshopps of the Churche of England

in shewinge the corruptions of the Churche of England, as namelie that there was 
a lordlie superioritie of ministers one over an other, which ought not to be by the 
worde of god. The second corruption that there was an vnteachinge ministerie in 
the Churche of England which ought not to be. The thirde that there were 
Ministers that colde teache and wolde not, or dvd not beinge in health and 
prosperitie. The fourthe that there were scandalous mynisters in the Churche of 
England for theire life and conuersacion, and they not removed, or punished. The 
fyft that the true ministers colde not exercise that full authoritie which Christ had 
left vnto them as namelie, that they had nothinge to doe in the censuringe of theire 
owne parishioners, wherein he ment suspencion, excommunicacion, and other 
ecclesiasticall censures committed to the commissaries in theire seuerall jurisdictions 
etc’ And further he saithe that he hathe noe lycence, other then his degree beinge 
a bachelour of divinitie, and vet hathe preached bothe in his owne churches and in 
other churches adioyninge and elsewhere in other counties. 

This examinant further saithe that he himselfe saithe praiers vpon the 
Sabaothe dayes and holie dayes in his owne parishe churche but none at all vpon 
Wednesdayes, (other then nowe of late synce the Fast was prescribed and 
authorized by the Kinges most excellent mate) nor vpon Frydayes nor on 
Satterdayes in the afternoone, but he dothe not reade the Letanie vsuallie because 
it wolde be to longe. And saithe also that he dothe administer the sacramentes 
himselfe in his owne churche. (the communion thrice a veare) but none of these in 
his surplise, nether dothe he vse the crose in baptisme, nor the ringe in mariage.

And further saithe that he dothe catechise the youthe and other the 
inhabitantes of his parishe but not in the catechisme sett downe in the 
booke of common prayer, but in an other lytle catechisme which he dothe 
take more particulerlie to expresse the growndes of religion, and dothe 
thinke it to be the saime as is vsed in Scotland. 
(Misc., 1603/105.) 


63. DutTron, THOMAS, M.A. (1595), rector of Eversholt. He and 


the churchwardens certified, 14 October, 1604, that thev had now 
provided a surplice and that Dutton usually wore it (Misc., 1604/23). 


64. Forp, WILLIAM, B.A. (1578-9), S.T.B., licensed preacher, vicar of 
Thurleigh (1594-1615) ; previously fellow of Trinity college, Cambridge, 
1581 ; and afterwards, as it seems, chaplain of the Levant Company, 
Constantinople (Dict. Nat. Biog.; Alumni Cantab.). A certificate, dated 
24 September, 1606, under the hands of thirteen people, was addressed 
to the bishop, stating that Ford was very conformable, and that they 
could not possibly remember that he had preached against the canons, or 
condemned ‘the surplice, whood, with other ceremonyes and orders of 
the church as vnlawful to be used of him or others” (Misc., 1605-6/54). 


65. HENLOW, JOHN, B.A. (1577-8), rector of Holwell. He appearedt 
on 3 October, 1604, and certified touching his conformity and was 
dismissed (C., f. 69). The churchwardens certihed ‘that we haue 
provided a Communion booke, and a surplus, and that our minister dothe 
. weare it” (Misc., 1604/44). 


66. HiLL, HUMPHREY, M.A. (1587), licensed preacher. rector of 
Tingrith. He appearedt on 3 October, 1604, and my lord (dominus) 
admonished him to conform before 31 October. On 13 November, he 
appeared and certified touching his conformity, and subscribed, and was 
distiisscumaCy, afae00). 9) Lhe churchwardens and others certified his 
conformity 29 October (Misc., 1604/29). 
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67. HoGcett, ANTHONY, non-graduate, unlicensed preacher, curate 
of Norhill. He did not wear the surplice in 1585 (above, p. xxx). He 
was cited to appeart on 3 October, 1604. He appeared on 30 November ; 
and again on 1 December, when he refused to subscribe. He refused 
again on 12 December, and the bishop suspended him from the execution 
of his office (C., ff. 69, 76: below, pp. 364, 366). Thomas Adams, his 
successor, was licensed to the curacy, 29 March, 1605 (Reg. xxx, f. 252). 


68. LrEE, HENRY, M.A. (1592), licensed preacher, rector of Colm- 
worth. The churchwardens and others certified ‘‘ that there is a good 
and suffitient surplease prouided for the towne of Coolmorth, and that 
the parson ... hath and dothe weare the same the 7th of October last 
past” (Misc., 1604/24). 

69 Norton, THOMAS, M.A. (1569), rector of Blunham. He 
appearedt on 3 October, 1604, and certified touching his conformity, and 
was dismissed (C., f. 69). The churchwardens on 15 October certified 
‘that we haue provyded a svffycyent surplace and that our menyster 
hath worne it these two Sabbothe dayes ” (Misc., 1604/43). 


70. ORME, JOHN, non-graduate, rector of Bletsoe. The church- 
warden and sidesman certified [no date], that he ‘‘doth weare the 
surplice orderlie and well” (Misc., 1604/50). He held the benefice till 
his death, and was buried there, ro March, 1617-18. 


71. RICHARDSON or RICHINSON, JOHN, B.A., unlicensed preacher, 
curate of Dunstable. He appearedt 30 November, 1604, and again on 
1 December, when he was admonished a second time to conform ; but, 
being lame, he was excused till 30 January, 1604-5, on which day he did 
not appear, and was suspended by the bishop from the execution of his 
office (C., ff. 76, 79). On 15 May, 1605, he appeared, and submitted 
himself, and promised ‘' that from hence forth he will vse the ceremonies 
and apparell appointed in the execucion of his ministerie”’; and craved 
time to consider about subscribing. Whereupon the bishop absolved 
him from his ‘suspension, and enjoined him to certify his conformity 
(C., ff. 89d., g1d. ; below, pp. 363-4, 366). 

72. WALPOOLE, C4SAR, M.A. (? 1580), licensed preacher, curate of 
Woburn. He appearedtf on 3 October, 1604, and certified touching his 
conformity, and was dismissed (C., f. 69). The churchwardens and 
sidesmen, 14 October, certified that he conformed (Misc., 1604/28). 


ARCHDEACONRY OF BUCKINGHAM 


73. BRADLEY, RANDOLPH, B.A., rector of Sympson. He was cited 
to appear,t 3 October, 1604, on which day he was sick; but he 
certified touching his conformity, and was dismissed (C., f. 68). The 
churchwardens’ certificate of his conformity is dated 26 August, 1604 
(Misc., 1604/36). 


74. BRIGES, JOHN, curate of Fulmer. He was cited to appeart on 
3 October, 1604, but did not appear ; thereupon the bishop excommuni- 
cated him. On 8 November he appeared and subscribed, and the bishop 


1 His name is wrongly given as Robert in L.C. 1603 (below, p. 257). 
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absolved him, and he was enjoined to certify at the next court. On 
‘I December, he did not certify (C., f. 69). No further proceedings seem 
to have been taken against him. 


75. BURGESS, JOHN, M.A. (1587), M.D., Cambridge, 1612, Oxford, 
1627, unlicensed preacher, rector of the third part of the church of 
Waddesdon (1601-1604-5). To the account of his life in the Dictionary 
of National Biography, an endorsement on the presentation deed to 
Waddesdon, dated 27 July, 1601, adds a few details, namely, that he was 
then forty years of age, and married ; that he was born at Peterborough ; 
that he was M.A. of St. John’s college, Cambridge, where he resided 
seven years, after which he was at Norwich (as rector of St. Peter’s 
Hungate) for six years, and then at....,co. Suffolk, for the last six 
years ; that he was ordained priest, and admitted as a preacher, by the 
bishop of Norwich (P.D., 1601/20). Burgess held a leading position 
among the nonconforming clergymen. While the canons were being 
debated in convocation, he was called upon to explain the ground he 
took, and to preach before the king at Greenwich on 19 June, 1604. The 
sermon displeased the king, and Burgess was sent to the Tower. His 
position about the surplice and the cross was that those ceremonies were 
not sinful (as many of the puritans contended), but that they were 
inexpedient. 

He appeared before the bishop, 3 October, 1604, in St. Benedict’s 
church, Huntingdon, to answer for not wearing the surplice, and was 
admonished to conform and subscribe. On 31 October, he failed to 
appear, and was pronounced contumacious (C., f. 68d.) On 30 November, 
he was absent again, but appeared the next day. On 12 December 
he refused as before [to conform and subscribe], and received a second 
admonition (C., f. 75d.). On 16 January, 1604-5, he appeared 


et fatetur that he hath not yet conformed himself nor hath anie certificate 
according to the admonicion given vnto him. And further saith that he will not 
now conforme himself neither can he doe yt for such reasons and consideracions 
as he hath delivered in writinge vnto the kinges most excellent matic, 


The bishop thereupon deprived him of his benefice (C., f. 77). The 
writing referred to above is no doubt the book which Burgess and other 
ministers of the diocese of Lincoln presented to James on 1 December, 
1604 (above, p. Ixxi). 

| On his deprivation, Burgess retired to Leyden. Returning to 
England about 1612, he held various preferments, including a canonry at 
Lichfield. In the preface to his last book, in. 1631, he said, ‘‘I have 
parted with more profit by taking up Conformity and a Benefice than 
any man in England hath done by his Incontormity and loss of his 
benefice ; therefore it was not a benefice that drew me on” (Dict. Nal. 
Btog.). 


76. BURSEY, JOHN, M.A. (1581), unlicensed preacher, rector of 
Shalstone (1580-1630). He was cited to appeart 3 October, 1604, on 
which day he appeared (C., f. 68). On 4 December,. he alleged his 
conformity, but refused to subscribe (C., f..75). On 30 January, 1604-5, 
he certified his conformity (C., f. 79). The churchwardens’ certificate, 
28 January, 1604-5, states that “our godly and painful minister doeth 
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strictly obserue the booke of common prayer, and other ceremonies of 
the churche... which (if at any time) he shall omitt, your L: shall 
vndoubtedly heare of it, though we, or others (hereafter to succeed vs in 
our troblesome office) should be silent for mr Bursey hath watchfull 
ouerseers”’ (Misc., 1604/9). On 10 April, 1605, he had not subscribed 
(C., £. 86d.)., See. below, p. 7365 .§ He heid his (benefice till ihisideatn 
in 1630 (P.D., 1630/68). 


77, CADE, WILLIAM, M.A. (1583), unlicensed preacher, rector of 
Lillingstone Dayrell. He was cited to appeart 3 October, 1604, on which 
day and on subsequent occasions he appeared (C., ff. 68, 75, 78d.). On 
23 May, 1605, he appeared, and submitted himself and promised 
conformity, and subscribed; whereupon the bishop dismissed him 
(C., f. 86d.). The churchwardens’ certificate of conformity, 2 April, 1605, 
states that Cade laboured painfully in his calling both by preaching and 
catechizing, and had always used the Prayer Book; but that ‘‘ heretofore 
he hath made some doubt of wearinge the surplice bie reason of the 
discontinuance thereof amongst vs thes fiue and twenty yeares, now 
notwithstandinge hee weareth the same and doeth obserue the other 
ceremonies [etc.] ” (Misc., 1605-6/70). 


78. CHALENER, ROBERT, B.A. (1566), S.T.P., licensed preacher, 
rector of Amersham. The churchwardens and Thomas Fynche, ‘ baylie 
of the towne,” certified 20 November, 1604, that he ‘‘ hath conformed 
himselfe. .. and... hath worne the surplice with his hood according to 
his degree in schooles, vsed the crosse in baptisme maried with a ringe 
delivered the communion to the people kneeling ” (Misc., 1604/49). 


79. DEANE, WILLIAM, curate of Hillsden. He was cited to appearT 
3 October, 1604, but did not appear, and the churchwardens certified 
that he did not wear the surplice. On. 1 December he refused to 
subscribe, and the bishop suspended him from the execution of his office 
(C., ff. 68, 75 ; below, pp. 364, 366 ; Misc., 1604/26). 


80. EaToN, RANDOLPH, non-graduate, curate of Chilton. He was 
cited to appeart on 3 October, 1604. He appeared, and alleged ‘“ that 
there wanted a sufficient surplisse,” and subscribed (C., f. 68d.). The 
bishop ordered the churchwardens to be cited for not having a sufficient 
surplice. On 16 January, 1604-5, they and Eaton certified, ‘‘ that wee 
haue provided suche a surplice as by the L.B.: his order was inioyned, 
and that our minister doth orderly weare it,” whereupon they were all 
dismissed (C., f. 68d.; Misc , 1604/52). 


81. EGrrron, THomas, M.A. (1583), licensed preacher, rector of 
Adstock (? 1569-1622). He was ‘ not conformable,’ 24 February, 1604-5, 
and he appeared betore the bishop at Buckden, g March (Ep. Court 
Book, 1603-6, ff. 99, toqd.). At the bishop’s visitation in 1607, he 
is presented because ‘‘ he doth not weare the surplice in the doinge of 
divine service” (Ep. Vis. 1607, f. 14d.). 
| 82. GEE, GEORGE, M.A. (1598), unlicensed preacher, curate of 
Stony Stratford St. Giles. He was cited to appearf 3 October, 1604. He 
appeared 3 October, 30 November, and 1 December. On the last- 
mentioned day the bishop suspended him from the execution of his 
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office (C., ff. 68, 75d.). On 29 May, 1605, the apparitor certified that Gee 
‘doth serve the cure again notwithstanding his suspension ; whereupon 
the bishop decreed that the churchwardens be cited to appear at 
Huntingdon on 12 June next (C., f. 87). See below, pp. 363, 364-6. 


83. Hanson, HENRY, B.A., curate of Nether Winchendon. He was 
cited to appeart on 3 October, 1604, on which day he appeared and 
subscribed. On 16 October he certified his conformity and was dismissed 
(C., f. 68d.). The churchwardens’ certificate is dated 10 October 
(Misc., 1604/42). 


_ 84. HEAPE, THOMAS, B.A. (1580), licensed preacher, vicar of Little 
Marlow (1596-1605). He was cited to appear+ on 3 October, 1604. 
He appeared on 30 October, when he alleged ‘that there are diuers 
scandalous ministers in Buck’shire and nothing done against them, 
whereupon the bishop admonished him to bring in their names before 
30 November (C., ff. 69, 71d.). He, however, asked that his attendance 
might be excused : 


Good M* Chanclir. these are to signifie vnto youe, that having bene syke, I 
feare my personall appearanc’ would have dene with some hazard of my lyffe and 
so I ame homble to crave to be excused. And doe by these presentes acknowledge 
that as yet I cannot be resolued to conformitie (as youe cale it) but do willingly by 
these presences submit my selffe to the sensure of a second admonition if it so 
please my lord and your worshipe so to proceed with vs. And thus with my 
humble commendation and dutie to vour worshipe I take my leave commitinge 
yow to the protection of the Almightie this 12 of November 1604. Lytle Marlowe.

Heape appeared on several other occasions (below, pp. 363-70).» On 
Tomecembcr fe terused tomsuibscribe, or conform: (Cf. 75d2), .. On 
16 January, 1604-5, his attendance was excused on account of the plague 
(C., f. 77). On 19 June, 1605, the bishop suspended him from the 
execution of his office (C., ff. 77, 87, 89, g1d., 92d., 124d.). On 2 October, 
1605, he appeared and answered 


that he cannot yet conforme himself And saith further that since his suspencion 
his cure hath beene some holie daies vnserved contra monicionem etc. and some daies 
the cure hath bene served bv Mr [6/ank] Tice schoolmr at Henlev Mr Wade mr of 
Stoke hosp: and one Mr [d/ank] Evans of Cloke lane in London preched there .2. 
sabbaths and Mr Robertes v: of Wooborne baptised a child at Wooborne Church 
and Mr Watson of Greate Marlowe baptised another at Greate Marlowe both 
which were borne in the parish of Litle Marlowe: And saith further that there 
hath not bene anie communion celebrated in the said parish churche of Litle 
Marlowe since his said suspencion. Unde dominus monuit dictum Heape that 
before the feast of All Saintes nexte he do provide a sufficiente curate and presente 
him to the said reuerend father or other competent judge to be admitted according 
to law et ad certificandum proximo sesstone sequenti sub manu jJuadicis predicti Et 
viterius dominus denuo monutt eum ad conformandum et certificandum 6. Novembrts 
proximo in ecclesia de Buckden inter horas .9. et .11. ante mertdiem. (see also below, 


pp- 368-9). 
The bishop also decreed that Tice, Wade, Robertes, and Watson should 
be cited to answer before the chancellor concerning the premises. On 
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6 November, after preconization, Heape did not appear nor certify about 
the provision of a curate, and the bishop declared him contumacious, 
and excommunicated him (C., ff. 100, 125). On 4 December, 1605, 
Heape appeared, and answered that he had not conformed nor did he 
intend to conform, and the bishop pronounced a sentence depriving him 
of his benefice, Heape renouncing the benefit of appeal (C., f. 106). On 
5 June, 1606, Heape appeared again, and having made oath to obey the 
law and observe the mandates of the church, prayed the benefit of 
absolution from the sentence of excommunication under which he lay on 
account of his manifest contumacy in not appearing, etc. Whereupon 
the bishop absolved him (C, f. 107d.). 

Heape was named by the House of Commons in April, 1606, as an 
instance of peaceable ministers ‘‘ who are often called to theire extreame 
trouble and chardge, though for the avoidance of both, they haue 
desired to be soner deprived.” Heape, it was alleged, was called fourteen 
times and at last deprived (below, p. 469). The bishop’s answer 
is given below (pp. 368-9). . 

85. HERNE or HERON, ROBERT, non-graduate, rector of Chesham 
Bois. He did not wear the ‘surplice in 1585 (above, p. xxx). He was 
cited to appearf on 3 October, 1604, on which day he was excused on 
account of age. On 30 October and 1 December he was pronounced 
contumacious because he did not appear (C., f. 69). Later in the year, he 
and the churchwardens certified that a surplice had been provided, and 
that he wore it (Misc., 1604/25). 


86. KINGE, ANDREW, curate, preacher and schoolmaster at Chesham 
[Bois] and Chesham Woburn. On 18 September, 1605, he was 
admonished to conform himself and to celebrate divine service, and 
certify touching these things. He appeared, 18 September, 1605, and 
alleged that Mr Bowl, fellow of Trinity college, Cambridge, ‘‘ provoked 
him to dispute ”’ (C., f. 97d.). On 23 October, he did not appear, and the 
bishop pronounced him contumacious, and excommunicated him (C., 
f. 1o2d.). On 4 December, letters of the archbishop of Canterbury were 
exhibited certifying that at the time he ought to have appeared, King was 
before the royal commissioners at London, and was by them committed 
to prison (ad ergastulum), and therefore could not appear, and that his 
imprisonment still continued; whereupon the bishop decreed that 
he should be absolved (C., f. 106). See below, pp. 367-8, 370, 470. 

Kinge seems to have been the person who matriculated from Clare 
college, Cambridge, in 1565. He was one of the militant spirits of 
puritanism. As early as in 1573 he was in the court of the Star Chamber 
(Strype, Parker, ii, 239f.) ; and in 1591-2 he was in prison, and brought 
before the high commission and the Star Chamber with Cartwright and 
others (Strype, Whziigift, ui, 245ff.). There was, however, another 
Andrew King, of Magdalen hall, Oxford, B.A. 1577, M.A. -1581, but 
he would be too young for the trouble in 1573. 


87. LINGARD, WILLIAM, M.A. (1599), curate of Hanslope. He was 
cited to appearf on 3 October, 1604, on which day he appeared and 
subscribed, and was admonished to conform and certify under the hands 
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of the churchwardens; ‘** Mr Dr Smith! to allowe the surplisse. and the 
churchwardens were admonished to shew [that they had one].” A note 
states that Lingard is contumacious but the grounds are not stated. On 
30 November, he certified, and was dismissed ‘‘so that he pay the fees 
which he owes” (C., f. 68). The churchwardens certificate is dated 
17 November, 1604 (Misc., 1604/20). 


88. LovERING, THOMAS, M.A. (1581), licensed preacher, rector of 
Dunton (1586-1609) He appearedt on 3 October, 1604, but failed 
to appear on several subsequent court days (C., ff. 69, PoC 7O) on 
to April, 1605, he certihed his conformity (C., f. 86d.). The church- 
wardens’ certificate is dated 10 May, 1605 (Misc., 1605-6/43). See below, 
p. 365. 

89. Mawp, JAMES, M.A., vicar of Over Winchendon. He was cited 
to appeart on 3 October, 1604, but his attendance was excused. He 
failed to appear on 1 December, and was pronounced contumacious 
(C., f. 68d.). An undated certificate of the churchwardens states that 
they had provided a surplice, and that their vicar did not refuse to wear 
it. Another certificate states that their vicar is still conformable (Misc., 
1604/47, 53)- | 

go. PRESTMAN, JOHN, M.A., rector of Emberton. He appearedf on 
3 and 31 October, 1604. On 30 November, his son John appeared, and 
said that his father was so sick that he could not be there. Whereupon 
the bishop told the son to warn his father to be there on the morrow, 
and meanwhile pronounced him contumacious. On the morrow the 
father came, and refused to subscribe. Later, he certified touching his 
conformity (C., ff. 68, 75d. ; Misc., 1604/10). 


gt. RaTCLIFF, RICHARD, B.A. (1584-5), rector of Wexham, He was 
cited to appeart on 3 October, 1604, on which day he did not appear, 
whereupon the bishop excommunicated him. On 8 November, the 
bishop commissioned the rectors of Saunderton and Chalfont St. Giles to 
absolve him, and: certify at the next court (C., f. 69). Apparently 
he conformed for he was still rector in 1614 (L.C., 1614, f. 106). 


OJ we EP VE, |OHNy) BA, | curatewOte Princes hisborough: | *He 
appeared+ on 3 October, 1604, and subscribed. On 18 October, he 
certified touching his conformity, and was dismissed /C., f. 68). The 
churchwardens’ certificate is dated 10 October, 1604 (Misc., 1604/41). 


93. SAUNDERS, WILLIAM, M.A, licensed preacher, vicar of Chesham 
Magna. He was cited to appeart on 3 October, 1604, on which day he 
was excused on account of old age. On 31 October, and 30 November, 
and 1 December, he did not appear, and was pronounced contumacious. 
Afterwards he certified his conformity (C., ff. 69, 76). The certificate, 
dated 5 December, states that he conformed, and wore the surplice 
on 30 November (Misc., 1604/54). 


94. Scott, THomas, curate of Eastmansted Latimer (below, pp. 


363-4, 306). He was cited to appear} on 3 October, 1604, but. failed to 
do so. On 31 October and 30 November he appeared, and on 





1 William Smith was the official of the archdeaconries of Bedford and Buckingham. 
The surplice was to be submitted to him for approval (Cp. above, pp. Ixiv-v). 
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1 December the bishop suspended him from the execution of his office 
(C., ff. 69, 75d.). Richard Ballam was admitted curate in his place, 
24 February, 1604-5 (Reg. xxx, f. 248d.). In one of the entries in the 
court book (C, f. 75d), and below (p. 363), Scott is described as curate 
also of Fiaunden, co. Hertford. He may be the person of his name who 
was presented at the bishop’s visitation in 1607 (above, p. Ixxix). 


95. SMITH, JOHN, M.A., rector of Ellesborough. He appearedt on 
3 October, 1604, and certified touching his conformity, and was dismissed 
(C.) f) 68d.)i,-The chutchwardens” certihcate that he“ hathemares 
worne the surplise,” is dated 8 September, 1604 (Misc., 1604/40). 


g6. WILDIER, NICHOLAS, M.A. (1592), licensed preacher, vicar of 
Stewkley. He appearedt on 3 October, 1604, and subscribed ; and on 
16 October, he certified touching his conformity and was dismissed 
(C., f. 69 ; Misc., 1604/48). 


97. WILKINSON, GABRIEL, curate of Waddesdon. He appearedt 
on 3 October, 1604, and subscribed ; and on 30 October, he certified 
touching his conformity and was dismissed (C., f. 68d.). The church- 
wardens’ certificate is dated 28 October (Misc., 1604/46). 


98. WILKINSON, HENRY, M.A. (1590), B.D., licensed preacher, rector 
of the first and second parts of the church of Waddesdon (1601-47). 
He was born at Halifax, co. York, 9g October, 1566; fellow of Merton 
college, Oxford, where he resided twelve years. He afterwards resided 
at Wooburn, co. Buckingham, for one and a half years ; and was rector 
of Southwick, Sussex, c. 1599-1601 (P.D., 1601/13). He was cited 
to appeart on 3 October, 1604, but, failing to appear, was pronounced 
contumacious. Heappeared on 13 November, and again on 12 December, 
when he alleged * that he hath a curate who doth conforme himself and 
therefore he being freed by the canon ought not to be compelled vntill a 
yeare be expired etc., et petitt beneficitum turts et hoc tempore recusautt” 
(C., ff. 68d., 75d.). After several appearances, he was, on 15 January, 
1605-6, in hope of his conformity, granted till the next Wednesday 
fortnight after the end of the session of parliament then pending 
(C., ff. 79, 86d., 94, 100, 107; below, pp. 364-8). At the bishop’s 
visitation in 1607 he is presented ‘for that he dothe not weare his 
surplice nor doth not say all the whole divine service and doth leaue out 
the letany ” (f. 12d.). He died in possession of his benefice. 

M' Stirrop I vnderstande by my brother Burges that vpon a let[ter] from the 
Earle of Southampton my Lord Bishop is content to respi[te] myne appearance 
which should have beene the 30 of this month [to] the 27 of March and that 
order was taken with yowe to this purpose by my Lorde at his goeinge out of the 
courte, which because it was done but in a passage, I thought it necessarie to putt 
yowe in remembrance hereof least by your not takinge notice of it, I might incurr 
an vndeserved censure. Thus with my very lovinge salutacions I committ yowe 
to the blessinge and grace of the almightie At Wadesdon this 218 of Januarie 1604.

99. Woopcock, RICHARD, M.A. (1583), S.T.B., rector of Great 
Hampden. He appearedt on 3 October, 1604, and was admonished to 
conform before 31 October. The churchwardens certified [no date] 
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that they had provided a surplice, as enjoined by Mr doctor Hill, and 
that ‘“*Mr Woodcoke did weare yt.” The bishop therefore dismissed 
him (C., f. 68 ; Misc., 1604/38). 


100. WORGLEY, JOHN, non-graduate, vicar of Little Missenden. 
He appearedt on 3 October, 1604, and subscribed and certified touching 
his conformity (C., f. 68d.). The churchwardens and sidesmen certified 
that they have a surplice, ‘‘and our minister doeth weare it, and never 
refused it,” 12 September, 1604 (Misc., 1604/35). 


IOI. YARROWE, THOMAS, B.A., vicar of Newport Pagnell. He 
appearedt on 3 October, 1604, and subscribed (C., f. 68). The church- 
warden and sidesmen certified his conformity, 20 November ; and, 
on 30 November, the bishop dismissed him ‘so that he pay the fees 
which he owes” (C., f. 68 ; Misc., 1604/21). 


ARCHDEACONRY OF HUNTINGDON 


102. CHAMBERS, RICHARD, M.A. (1566), licensed preacher, rector of 
Digswell, co. Hertford (1592-1606), the son of a protestant exile at 
Frankfort. He was a fellow of Trinity college, Cambridge 1563; and 
vicar of Hitchin, 1576-92 (A/umni Cantab.). In 1570, he was one 
of Cartwright’s supporters at Cambridge (Strype, Annals, i1, part i, p. 2). 
In 1584, he refused to subscribe to Whitgift’s articles (below, p. 53). 
He was cited to appeart on 3 October, 1604, and appeared on several 
occasions. On 12 December, he refused [to subscribe] ; and on 1g June, 
1605, he craved time for deliberation, and refused to give any other 
answer, whereupon the bishop excommunicated him for not answering 
whether he would conform or not (C., ff. 69, 76, 77d., 89, gid., 124d.). 
On 13 September, he appeared before the bishop at Bucken, and 
having submitted himself, and made oath to obey the law and the 
mandates of the Church, the bishop absolved him (C., f. 96). On 
PeeOCc Oper eine saidmt. thateds «yet. he hath not «nor.can now 
conforme himself, and craved time for further deliberation. On 
6 November, he appeared in Buckden church, and, upon conference had 
with him, the bishop gave him a further time for reading, etc. (C., f. 100). 
In July, 1606, the rectory was vacant through his death (Reg. xxx, 
f. 287d.). See below, pp 364, 366-7 ; Urwick, Nonconformity 1n Herts, 
pp. 634-5. 

103. Drant, NEVELL, curate of North Mimms, co. Hertford. He 
appeared} on 3 October, 1604, and confessed that he did not wear the 
surplice, and at once agreed to conform, but prayed to be allowed a time 
for subscription. Then he said “that he hath bene but di (half) a year 
at Northmyms and came owte of London diocesse and hath neither 
testimonie from the B. or Ordinarie there accordinge to the canon nor 
anie licence to serve at Northmyms.” Thereupon the bishop enjoined 
him to be present to subscribe and certify his conformity on 30 
November, and meanwhile inhibited him from the exercise of his office 
(C., f. 69d.) On 12 December, he refused, and the bishop suspended 
him from the execution of his office. On 7 January, 1604-5, he promised 
conformity, and asked time to consider about subscription, and the 
bishop relaxed the suspension (C., f. 76). On: 30 January, he was sick, 
but sent a certificate of his conformity (Misc., 1604/8, 62). See below, 
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p. 366. On 1g June, 1605, he seems to have offered and promised to 
subscribe,! and was dismissed until he should be cited afresh (C., f. 91). 


To4. FISHER, TIMOTHY, M.A., licensed preacher, curate of Tring, co. 
Hertford. He was cited to appeart on 3 October, 1604 On 30 
November, he appeared, and the bishop enjoined him “ to drawe into 
writinge the principall pointes of his sermons which he hath preached 
since the first of September last,” and to conform, etc. On 12 December 
he refused to conform or subscribe, and also refused to hand over his 
sermons, and alleged ‘‘ that his time would not serve.”’ Whereupon the 
bishop suspended him from the execution of his office (C., ff 69, 76). 
On Ig June, 1605, he appeared and answered “ that he hath not any cert. 
of his conformitie ... neither hath he yet conformed himself, nor doth 
he meane nowe to conforme himself according to his former promise,” 
whereupon the bishop again suspemded him from the execution of 
his office (CG; ff287,-01; 124d.) See -below, pps 364,360 

105. PERKINS or PARKINS, OLIVER, M.A. (1591), vicar of Offley, co. 
Hertford (1603-6). He was cited.,to appeart on 3 October, 1604. On 
1 December he did not appear, and the bishop excommunicated him. 
On 12 December he refused [to conform or subscribe]. The next day, 
he having sworn [to obey the law of the Church], etc, the bishop 
absolved him (C., ff. 69, 76). On 10 January, 1604-5, he said ‘that [he 
doth] not vse the crosse in baptisme nor weareth the surplisse in 
celebracion of divine service neither can he yet be perswaded to vse the 
crosse nor surplisse’”’ (C., f. 77d.). After several times respiting him, the 
bishop, on 19 June, 1605, suspended him from the execution of his office 
(C., ff. 79, 89, gtd.). On 23 October, he again refused to conform, and 
the bishop, because of his growing contumacy, in not appearing before 
him and not obeying his monitions, excommunicated him ; and, further, 
enjoined him to provide for the cure of souls in his parish to be served 
by a fit minister (C., ff. 92, 97d.,"102d., 125)) "On 5 Decembenm aan 
Roberts was instituted to the vicarage of Offley which was vacant 
because Perkins had not paid his tenths (Reg. xxx, ff. 296d.-7 ; C., f. 113d). 
The bishop stated that Perkins might have been absolved without 
subscription if he would have sworn to obey the law of the Church 
(below, p. 369). 

106. SLOWE, ROBERT, B A., rector of Throcking, co. Hertford. The 
churchwarden certified, 21 November, 1604, ‘that wee haue provided a 
decent surplice and our minister doth weare it orderlie.” Slowe himself 
certified about the provision of the surplice, 17 November (Misc., 
1604/45, 55). 

107. SMITH, ROBERT, B.A., licensed preacher, rector of Caldecote, 
co. Hertford. He and the churchwarden certified that ‘‘ we have a very 
large surplesse and our minester doth weare it” (Misc., 1604/27). 


108. WAaLkKwoop, NATHANIEL, B.A. (1588-9), not a preacher, curate 
of Bovingdon, co. Hertford. On 11 April, 1605, he was admonished to 
conform and certify (Ep. Court Book, 1603-6, f. 114). Christopher Pearte 
was licensed to the curacy, 22 September, 1605 (Reg. xxx, f. 265). This 
chapelry had a puritan tradition for Thomas Wilcocks, one of the earlier 
leaders of the presbyterian movement, was curate here in 1584 
(below, p. 53; Dict. Nat. Biog.). 
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1og. ARME or ORME, WILLIAM, B.A., curate of Thurcaston. He 
appearedt on 3 October, 1604, and subscribed. On 30 October he 
presented a certificate of conformity signed by the churchwardens, dated 
7 October, and was dismissed (C., f. 66d. ; Misc., 1604/17). 


110 Bort, LAWRENCE, non-graduate, licensed preacher, rector of 
Cadeby (1578-1605). He appeared} on 3 October, 1604, and at various 
Subsequent, Gates) (C., f.67d.5, 754774 307s DeloW, “pp. 303-5,)367), On 
24. April, 1604, he appeared, and alleged ‘‘that he cannot yet be 
perswaded to conforme himself,’ whereupon the bishop respited him 
until 19 June (C., f. 89), on which day Bott made the same answer, and 
the bishop suspended him from the execution of his office (C., f. 91). 
On 18 September, 1605, he appeared and refused to conform himself, 
whereupon the bishop passed a sentence of deprivation, Bott protesting 
that it was of no effect (C, ff. 97d., 104, ro5d., 124d.). On 27 November, 
Nathaniel Wood, M.A., was instituted to the benefice (Reg. xxx, f. 271). 


111. BRINGHURSTE, JOHN, non-graduate, rector of Waltham. He 
appeared+ on 3 October, 1604, to answer for not wearing the surplice, 
because ‘‘ at the communion he weareth yt and not otherwise”’ (C., f. 66d.). 
He held the rectory till his death in 1607 (P.D., 1607/13). 


112. BRINSLEY, JOHN, M.A. (1588), licensed preacher, curate of 
Ashby de la Zouch. He appeared before the bishop, 3 October, 1604, to 
answer because he refused to use the surplice and the sign of the cross ; 
and again on 31 October, when he refused to conform himself. He 
refused again on 30 November, and also on 1 December, when the bishop 
suspended him from the execution of his office (C., ff. 67, 74d. ; below, 
pp. 364-5) He seems to have continued as headmaster of Ashby de la 
Zouch public school till about 1619, when he was suspended by the 
bishop. He then lectured in London, where he died. He was the 
author of many works (Dict. Nai. Biog.; Peile, Biographical Register of 
Christ's College, i, 162 ; see no. 122 below). 


113. BROWN, JOHN, S.T.B., rector of Loughborough. On 22 July, 
1605, he wrote to Dr Belley, the chancellor, saying that the bishop’s 
apparitor had been certified by some malicious persons “that thinges in 
our church were not caried according vnto lawe,” and doubting that this 
false imputation might come to the bishop, he informs the chancellor of 
the truth thereof : 


Ever since my coming first to Loughborough we haue obserued the forme 
prescribed by lawe in prayer and administration of sacramentes except kneeling at 
the communion, the vse of the crosse in Baptisme and wearing of the surplice . 
which we take libertye in, not for that we hold them vnlawfull, but for that they 
were disused by my predecessour all her maiestye raigne and the people had 
conceaued some dislike of them whom I would not striue with yntill I were vrged 
thervnto by authority. Now that it hath pleased his maiesty to require an exact 
obseruation of these thinges I haue laboured priuatly and publikly to perswad the 
people of the lawfull vse of them: and haue brought them for the most part to 
kneele at the communion, to approue the vse of the surplece hoping I shall 
prevaile likewise with them to do the like concerning the vse of the crosse. This 
course of drawing them one by degrees I haue presumed that my lord would 
allowe me in my chardge and thinke well of it, especially in one who hath 
laboured. by word and writting to drawe other ministers vnto conformity. If you 
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certifye our churchwardens that my lord liketh not of this slowe progresse of mine 
I will presently vpon notice therfore fall to the vse therof. And therfore I 
earnestly desire that by vour fauour we may not be trobled to appeare vpon any 
such informacion and haue our names called into question for the refusall of that 
which we approue in our iudgment and are redye to confirme by our practise, so 
farre forth as lawe requireth (Misc., 1605-6/77). 


Brown died in possession of his rectory in 1642 (P.D., 1642/10). 


114. Burrowe, ERAsMus, non-graduate, unlicensed preacher, rector 
of Burrow on the Hill. He appeared before the bishop, 3 October, 1604, 
to answer for only wearing the surplice divers times (C., f. 66d.). He was 
still rector in 1614 (Liber Clert, £. 132). 3 

115. CAMPBELL, ROBERT, M.A., curate of Owston and Newbold. He 
was cited to appeart on 3 October, 1604. On 22 November, he appeared 
and said ‘that he weareth the surplisse and neuer refuseth yt but there 
was not a sufficent surplesse and therefore he did not weare yt but nowe 
there is a sufficient surplisse he weareth yt.” He was ordered to 
conform before 30 November, and he exhibited a certificate of conformity, 
signed by the churchwardens, dated 25 November (C. f. 67d.; Misc., 
1604/19). 

116. COOPER, EDWARD, B.D., rector of Cold Overton. He was 
cited to appeart on 3 October, 1604, on which day, he was sought, but, 
seemingly, did not appear. He, however, certified touching his 
conformity, and was dismissed (C., f. 66d.).. He was not required to 
subscribe (below, p. 369). At the last reference he is stated erroneously 
in the record to have been rector of Coleorton. 


117. Corron, THOMAS, M.A., rector of Laughton (see above, pp. Ixxvii- 
vill). He appeared before the bishop, 3 October, 1604, and at other times, 
to answer for not wearing the surplice and not observing the Prayer Book. 
On 30 January, 1604-5, he refused to conform or subscribe, and craved 
time. On Ig June, 1605, the bishop gave him time to confer with Mr. 
Sacheverill. On 23 October, on exhibition of letters of William Turpin 
and Basil Brook, knights, touching Cotton’s urgent business and _ his 
peaceable and quiet behaviour, the bishop, in hope of his conformity, 
dismissed him until he should be cited afresh, provided that in the 
meanwhile the ceremonies of the church should be observed by him or 
by another fit minister there approved by lawful authority (C. ff. 67d., 
74d., 78d, 86d., 91, 94, 97, 102; below pp. 363-8}. At the bishop’s 
visitation in 1607 he is presented because ‘“‘he doth not read the holy 
service neither morninge nor eveninge prayer noe further then the second 
lesson nor weareth the surplice” (f. 29d.). On 20 January, 1607-8, he 
certified [that he had conformed], and was dismissed (f. 70d.). He still 
held the benefice in 1614 (L.C., 1614, f. 129d.). 


118. Dopp, THomas, M.A. (1585), rector of Eastwell. He appearedt 
on 3 October, 1604. He certified 27 October, that he now wore the 
surplice, and used all the other ceremonies, and therefore he was 
dismissed (C. f. 66d.; Misc., 1604/18). 

11g. Eaton, MATTHEW, curate of Market Harborough. Heappeared 
before the bishop, 3 October, 1604, to answer because he did not wear 
the surplice except at the Communion. He appeared again 31 October, 
and certified touching his conformity, and was dismissed (C., f. 67d.). No 
subscription was required of him (below p. 369). 
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120. FREEMAN, WILLIAM, curate of Kegworth. He appeared} on 
3 October, 1604, and subscribed and certified touching his conformity, 
and was dismissed (C. f. 66d.). The certificate of conformity was signed 
by the rector and churchwardens, 30 September, 1604 (Misc., 1604/13). 


121. HIGGINSON, John, M.A. (1568), rector of Claybrooke. He was 
cited to appear} on 3 October, 1604. He did not appear, but purged 
his absence by letter, and promised to conform, and so was dismissed 
(C., f. 67). No subscription was required of him (below, p. 369). 


_ 122. HILDERSHAM, ARTHUR, M.A. (1584), vicar of Ashby de la Zouch 
(1593-1605) He was a fellow of Trinity hall, Cambridge, 1584; and 
lecturer at Ashby de la Zouch, 1587, before his ordination. His parents, 
who were papists, designed him for the priesthood in the Church of 
Rome, and his father disinherited him on account of his protestant 
convictions. He was one of the puritan leaders as early as 1590, and 
was before the high commission in 1591 with Cartwright and others 
(Usher, Reconstruction, 1, 64n). In 1604 he was the most active of the 
managers of the ‘‘millenary petition” (Dict. Nai. Biog.). He appeared 
before the bishop, on 3 and 31 October, and 30 November, 1604, to 
answer for not wearing the surplice and not signing with the cross (C., 
ff. 67, 74d.). On 1 December he refused [to conform or to subscribe ] 
(C., f.74d.). On 12 December there is a memorandum in the court book: 
vpon a monicion from his mat¢ for some of the ministers to conferr with my L. 
[sc. the bishop] and Mr dl[octor] Mountacute deane of the kinges chappell 


Mr Hiidersham said they would not come to be borne downe with countenance 
and with scoffs (2d7d.). 


On the same day, Stirropp, the registrar, made a note in the court book : 


Dominus tradidit mihi hbrum canonum editorum in vltima Convocatione et 
perlecta .54. caput dominus monuit ministros sequentes tunc presentes to take 
notice thereof at their perills (C., f. 73d.). 


For the names of the ministers referred to see below, p. 364. The 
fifty-fourth canon provides that if any licensed preacher, after being 
admonished by the bishop, do not conform himself within the space of 
a month, his licence shall be void. 


On 16 January, 1604-5, he appeared; and again on 24 April, 1605, 
when he said that ‘‘he doth not nor can conforme himself for manie 
causes.” The bishop therefore pronounced a sentence depriving him of 
his benefice, Hildersham being present, dissenting, and protesting that it 
was of no effect, and appealing to the archbishop of Canterbury in his court 
of arches; (C., ff. 76d., 87, 89a, 89 ; above pp. Ixviii, Ixxiii). On 1g June, 
1605, he failed to appear for the purpose of prosecuting his appeal 
(C.,f 91). See below pp. 363-6. He seems never to have conformed, 
and was more than once in trouble after this date. For an account of 
his life see the Dictionary of National Biography; Peile, Btographical 
Register of Chrisi’s College, i, 139. The latter notice states that 
Hildersham remained vicar of Ashby de la Zouch until his death in 1632 ; 
but the vicarage was held by several other men trom 1605-32. Hildersham 
seems, however, to have been appointed to a lectureship there about 
1609, a position in which he would escape the obligation to use some at 
least of the obnoxious ceremonies. The following answers to articles 
refer to him and his curate (see above, no. I12) : 
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[? Answers!] deliuered by Richard Spencer of Ashby de lazouch in the 
[county of!] Leicester chandler ....the said Richard Spencer cominge to Mt 
Brinsley late Curate of [ Ash*]by aforesaid to desire him to publish and ‘demaund 
in the church certaine money of his the said Spencers which was taken owt of his 
house aboute Michaelmas last when his howse was on fire and after burned downe 
to the ground with all his goodes to the valewe of xl the said Mr Brinsley 
answered nay, nay, the crosse hath lighte on the, and a wors judgement hangeth 
ouer thy head, thow wilte have thy children baptised with the crosse and the said 
Spencer answered that yf he had anie more children he would haue them baptised 
with the signe of the crosse according to his mates’ lawes and M* Brinsley asked, yf 
not godes law es, and Spencer said that his maties lawes was godes lawes. After- 
wardes M* Hildersham in his sermon said that there was three dwelling houses 
burned and .2. of them were Chrestians and the third meaning the said Spencer, 
he could not tell what to make of Hate Also M’ Hildershams wife came to 


will build vpp thy howse againe, and as for Spencer the crosse hath lighte on him, 
let him beware the surplesse or other wordés to the like effecte 
(Misc., 1605-6/I0). signum RICHARDE + SPENCER. 


123. HOLDYER, THOMAS, curate of Mountsorrell. He was cited to 
appear before the bishop to answer concerning his not wearing the 
surplice, because he ‘weateth yt mot euerie day {Cy 1. 00d, same 
further proceedings seem to have been taken against him, and he still held 
the curacy in O14 le ChiOia mi al sod:): 


124. JESSON, THOMAS, non-graduate, vicar of St. Nicholas’, and 
curate of St. Mary’s, Leicester’ | He was<cited (to appear beiorestas 
bishop on 3 October, 1604, to answer because he did not wear the 
surplice every ‘sabaoth day,’ but he probably did not appear (C., f. 67). 
He still held his offices in 1614 (L.C., f. 122d.). 


125. KINGE, DANIEL, B.A. (1596), vicar of Belton. He was cited to 
appear before the bishop on 3 October, 1604, to answer for that he did not 
wear the surplice, and also did wot *Catechize. He; appearedmeaue 
subscribed, and was enjoined to certify touching his conformity (C., f. 67). 
The certificate of the churchwardens and two others, dated g December, 
states that he had worn the surplice and used the sign of the cross and 
the ring, etc. (Misc., 1604/51). 


126. MorRE, JOHN, M.A. (1576), licensed preacher, rector of Knaptoft. 
He appeared} on 3 October, 1604, and craved respite. The bishop 
admonished him to conform, and to subscribe and certify touching his 
contormity (C., f. 67d.). He appeared on subsequent occasions (C., ff. 75, 
86d., 91, 94, 97d.; below, pp. 364-8). On 30 January, 1604-5, he 


appeared, and alleged 


that he hath considered of those reasons which moved him to stand against 
conformitie and he ys still more and more confirmed in his opinions and therefore 
hath not vet conformed himself neither can he now conforme himself (C., f. 78d.). 


On Ig June, 1605, he alleged that he was conferring with Mr Sacheverill 
(C., f. 91) ; and on 23 October, the bishop dismissed him (C., f. 102) on 
the same terms as he did Thomas Cotton (above, no. 117). At the 
bishop’s visitation in 1607 he is presented for not wearing the surplice 
(f. pe He held his benefice ‘till his death 1 in 1619. 
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127. NAILER, RICHARD, non-graduate, vicar of Hungarton. He 
appearedt on 3 October, 1604, and subscribed ; and was enjoined 
to certify touching his conformity under the hands of the churchwardens. 
Apparently, he failed to do this, for, on 1 December, he is entered as 
contumacious (C., f. 66d.). He was still holding the benefice in 1614 
(EC. 1614) fr14d)), 

128. NurTER, ANTHONY, scolaris, unlicensed preacher, rector of 
Fenny Drayton (1582-1605). In 1591-2, he was in prison, and before the 
high commission and the court of the Star Chamber, with Thomas 
Cartwright, Anthony Nutter, and others, on the charge of trying to 
establish the Book of Discipline (Strype, Whtigift, i, 245ff). He 
appeared{t on 3 October and 30 November, 1604 (C., ff. 67d., 75). On 
30 January, 1604-5, he appeared and answered ‘‘ that he hath not vet 
conformed himself neither will now conforme himself, and _ saith 
that whatsoever ys the invention of man ys not to be allowed in the 
service Of god”; whereupon the bishop passed the sentence of 
deprivation, Nutter dissenting and appealing to the court of Arches from 
it as null and invalid (C., f. 78d.). See above p. Ixxiu. Edward Lynne, 
S.T.B., Was instituted to the benefice, 9 August, 1605 (Reg. xxx, f. 260). See 
below, pp. 363, 365-6. Usher (Reconstruction, 1, 11) says that Nutter was 
Breinducted in oeptember,- 1000s; but thissis;a mistake since it was 
Robert Mason who was instituted on the 17th of that month in 
succession to Lynne (Reg! xxx, f. 291). 


129. PELSANT, WILLIAM, S.T.B., vicar of Market Bosworth, perhaps 
did not wear the surplice. If so, presumably he conformed (above, 
paix): 

130. POLLARD, CHRISTOPHER, rector of Houghton, perhaps did not 
wear the surplice. If so, presumably he conformed (above, p. Ixv). 


131. Rossk, GABRIEL, M.A. (1600), vicar of Packington (1603-10). 
He appeared{ on 3 October, 1604, and the bishop admonished him to 
appear later in the day and to subscribe. Seemingly he did not appear, 
since he was pronounced contumacious (C., f. 67). On 30 November he 
again failed to appear (C., f. 74d.). Afterwards he conformed, and was 
not required to subscribe (below, p. 369). 


132. RUDDINGTON, THOMAS, B.A., rector of Norton by Galby, 
perhaps did not wear the surplice. If so, presumably he conformed 
(above, p Ixiv). 

133. SAVAGE, JOHN, M.A., curate of Ratcliffe Culey. He was cited 
to appear before the bishop on 3 October, 1604, because ‘‘ he weareth 
not the surplice every day” (C., f. 67d.). No further proceedings 
against him are recorded. 


134. SHERWOOD, RICHARD, M.A., licensed preacher, rector of 
Thurlaston (1587-1605). He was cited to appear before the bishop, 
3 October, 1604, to answer for that he “ neither signeth with the crosse, 
and omitteth diuers thinges in the booke of common praier, twoe 
surplisses haue bene tendered him, which he reteyneth at his howse, 
sayeing he tooke them thither to see what condicion they were of.” He 
appeared on that day and 30 November, and on 16 January, 1604-5 
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(C., ff. 67, 74d., 77). On to April, 1605, he appeared, and said that he 
could not be resolved to be conformed, and prayed right and justice ; 
whereupon the bishop pronounced the sentence of deprivation, in the 
presence of Sherwood, who dissented and protested against it as void 
and unjust and contrary to the statutes and ecclesiastical laws of the 
kingdom, and appealed to the archbishop in his court of arches. The 
bishop assigned the 29 May for him to follow up his appellation and to 
certify. On 28 May he appeared and shewed the certificate (C., ff. 87, 
87a). See above, p Ixxiii, and below, pp. 3636. The following is the 
draft of a letter from the bishop : 

Sal: in Christo: M* Sherewood parson of Thurleston being deprived of his 
benefice hath made request vnto me that vatill such time as there may be an 
incumbent established, the cure may be sufficientlie provided for, by some of the 
neighbour ministers, and withall hath commended you ynto me in this behalf 
which request of his being agreable to the direccions I haue received from 
the Archb: of Cant.’ his G: | doe therefore pray and require vou, and by theis 
my lettres doe aucthorize you and euerie of you, that vntill further order may be 
taken herein, vou doe take some extraordynarie paynes (without preiudise to your 
owne charge) to preache the worde, read divine service, and administer the 
sacrumentes, and the rites, and ceremonyes of the Churche of England there 
accordinge to the booke of Common [Prayer], that the people may not altogether 


be deprived of those... .1 that belonge vnto them, and you shall not fayl..... 
the like kyndnes of other your neighteboures .... mynisters when you shall haue 
any just occasion to... see and provide that the cure of sowles of the parishioners of 


Thurleston aforesaid be well and suffictentlie discharged. And theis my lettres shalbe 
vour sufficiente warrant in that behalf. And so with my hartie commendacions I 
committe vou to god. Buckden this xxilijth of Aprill 1605. 

Your Lovinge Freind 
To my lovinge Freindes M* Browne parson of Loughborowe Mt Wood 
curate there M’ White parson of Brouvhton and M® Sampson preacher at 
Leicester and everie of them haste theis speedilie (Misc., 1605-6/40). 


135. STERK, HENRY, BA, vicar of Scraptoft, perhaps did not wear 
the surplice. He died there in 1604 (above, p. Ixv). 


136. Warts, ROBERT, vicar of Fleckney, perhaps did not wear the 
surplice. Ifso, presumably he conformed (above, p. lxv). The benefice 
was vacant by his death in 1609 (P.D., 1609/49). The Robert Watts, 
who is mentioned above (p Ixv) as holding the rectory in 1614, 
was perhaps his son. 


137. WESTIBIE, WILLIAM, M.A. (1604), curate of Blackfordby 
(Blowerbie). He was cited, 3 October, 1604, to answer for not wearing 
the surplice, and not observing the Book of Common Prayer, but he did 
not appear (C., f.67)._ No further proceedings against him are recorded. 


138. Woop, PETER, non-graduate, vicar of Castle Donnington. He 
appearedt on 3 October, 1604; and on 30 October he presented a 
certificate of his conformity, dated 7 October, and was dismissed 
(C., f. 67; Misc., 1604/56).

deaconry, jointly and each of them by himself severally and completely 
(so that the one who acts shall not occupy a better position, but what 
one has begun either of them shall be able to prosecute in like manner 
and complete), our true, certain, lawful and undoubted proctors, doers, 
performers and managers of our business, and our special messengers ; 
and we give and grant to our same proctors jointly, as is afore-rehearsed, 
and to each of them by himself severally, a general power and special 
mandate to appear for us and in our names and in the name of the 
whole clergy of the said archdeaconry of Stow before the reverend 
father in Christ and lord the lord William by divine permission bishop 
of Lincoln, or his vicar general in spirituals or any competent commissary 
in this behalf, in the parish church of the blessed Mary in the town of 
Stamford in the said diocese of Lincoln, on Friday, namely, the last day 
of the present month of September, before the hour of nine in the fore- 
noon of the same day, and there, together with the clergy of the other 
archdeaconries of the said diocese of Lincoln, to nominate, appoint and 
elect two fit and sufficient proctors for the whole clergy of the diocese of 
Lincoln to appear before the reverend father in Christ and lord the lord 
John by divine providence archbishop of Canterbury, primate of all 
England and metropolitan, or any his substitute or commissary in this 
behalf, at the city of Westminster, on the twenty-fourth day of the 
month of October next ensuing, with continuation and prorogation of 
days-thence following and places, to treat upon most weighty and 
urgent affairs which concern the security and defence of the church of 
England and the peace, quietness, public good and defence of this 
kingdom, to be then and there seriously laid before them ; and to com- 
municate and treat with any others ordained and appointed, and to give 
their counsel in the said affairs in our place and names and in the names 
of the whole clergy of the said archdeaconry of Stow ; and in our names 
and the names of the whole clergy of the said archdeaconry of Stow to 
consent to or, if needful, to dissent from, those things which shall then 
and there, by common advisement, be lawfully and by agreement ordered 
and settled touching the honour of God and the church of England and 
the welfare of the kingdom of England and the whole commonwealth ; 
and, further, to do and receive what the quality and nature of such 
matters demand and require of them; ‘and to treat, agree and appoint 
concerning and touching the expenses of the said proctors'; and to 
substitute another or other proctor or proctors in their place, and to re- 
call those so substituted or to be substituted ; and again to take upon 








1_1 In the instrument of appointment of proctors by the clergy of the archdeaconry 
of Bedford, 28 Sept., 1597, the phrase is ‘also to grant stipends and salaries to the said 
proctors nominated for the whole diocese of Lincoln,’

To the reverend father in Christ, and lord, William by divine 
permission bishop of Lincoln or his vicar general in spirituals or com- 
missary, John Chippingdale, LL.p., commissary and official of the arch- 
deaconry of Leicester, lawfully deputed: with all manner of obedience 
and reverence and with the honour due to so reverend a father we 
received, on the second day of the present month of October, your 
mandate annexed to the presents, to be executed ; by virtue and also by 
authority of which we caused and commanded the whole clergy within 
the archdeaconry of Leicester to be cited to appear before us on the 
twelfth day of the present month of October aforesaid in the church of 
the blessed Mary of the town of Leicester. On which day the apparitors 
within the said archdeaconry came and appeared and made oath that 
they had cited the whole of such clergy, who being then and there 
preconized, there appeared all and singular whose names are specified in 
the schedule annexed to the presents, and with one assent and consent 
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elected certain William Hubbeck and William Rudyard, clerks, to be 
their proctors to appear before you or your vicar general or commissary 
in the parish church of the blessed Mary in the town of Stamford on the 
day and at the hour specified in your mandate annexed to the presents 
(as is premised), to elect two fit and sufficient proctors for the whole 
clergy of your said diocese of Lincoln, according to the effect mentioned 
in such your mandate ; and moreover to do and receive what is right in 
that behalf. And they promised that they would ratify, allow and confirm 
in perpetuity all and whatever their said proctors should do in the 
premises or in any of the premises. Moreover we pronounced the rest 
of the clergy, who were preconized and did not appear, to be contuma- 
cious, and reserved their punishment to the feast of St. Andrew the 
Apostle next ensuing. And thus we have diligently executed such your 
mandate as much as in usis. In faith and witness of all and singular the 
premises we have caused them to be fortified and corroborated by the 
seal appended which we use in this behalf. Dated the fourteenth 
day of the month of October, r6or.

By! theis particuler notes drawne owte of the acte of the Courte yt 
appeareth that some of the unconformed ministers (who seemed to be 
most stubborne) were suspended and deprived so soone as they could be 
convenientlie by lawe, tempered w* mercie, and the rest spared longer 
(for the most parte upon their owne erneste suite and their freinde 
letters) in hope of their conformitie, havinge an example of others their 
deprivac’on to drawe them thereunto. 

Mr. Heap appeared onelie .8. times and yet he accompteth that 2. 
where he was staied but from the last of November to the nexte day and 
sometimes was respited at his own moc’on He was .5. times absent 
before he was exco’icate and yet he was not exco’icate for his absence 
onelie, but also for not providing a Curate to discharge his Cure, and the 
rather bicause (at the Courte before) he confessed that he would not 
suffer anie minister to celebrate anie divine service in his church, but 
such as would doe as he had done before, and for that cause also was at 
last deprived.

The parsonage of Buslingthorpe ys in arrearages for tenths to his 
matic for .6. yeares ended 44 Eliz. ad. 4s. per annum in toto xxiiijs. and 
sequestrac’on by vertue of his ma"* writte directed to the Churchwardens, 
they both neglected to sequester and to certifie and thereupon were 
called to answere their contempte, and not appearinge were exco’icate. 

The like course was taken for the parsonage of Snarford being 
indebted to his mat for .g. yeares ended 39° Eliz: ad . 8s. per annum in 
toto :—Ixx1js. 

Afterwarde the Churchwarden of Buslingthorpe procured I’res to be 
written in his behalf to signifie that there was nothinge to be sequestred 
but a stipend of 4/z. per annum, and was answered againe that he must 
by vertue of his sequestrac’on demaund that stipend, whereupon he 
repaired to the Chauncelour and the Churchwarden of Snarford with 
him and were absolved and havinge done nothinge in their sequestra- 
c’ons a time ys assigned them till the next Court after Easter. 

The fees received was for a citac’on xijd.a viis et modis xijd. the 
exco’icac’on xijd. absoluc’on xiijd. oath itjd. certificate xijd. .4. acte xvjd. 
in toto: 6s. tod. besides the Apparitors fees which was for going from 
Huntington thether aboute some lx miles or more after the rate of ijd.a 
mile for .3. severall iorneys with the originall citac’on, the viis et modis 
and the exco’iac’on: whereof he saith he received but onelie xviijs. 

Touching Mr Heape yt ys answered before 

[Mr Heape as before ys said was absent .5. ttmes and appeared but .8 . 
times and was exco’icate, rather for not providinge a Curate, then for not 
appearinge. And aflerwarde mighle have bene absolved yf he would have 
given that caution (iurand’ de parend’ iuri etc.) as the lawe appointeth ; 
subscripc’on was never required at his hand], 

Mr Perkins in like manner mighte have bene absolved yf he would 
have submitted himself and taken the oath ut supra.

1. 1. nothing so, for onelie Mr Cooke and Mr Heape excepted all the 
ministers besides did still from one day to another desire a 
further time of deliberac’on both for readinge and for con- 
ference, which in hope of their better perswasion was willingly 
graunted And as for Mr Heape he was spared manie times for 
his appearance and at the last for his contumacie being factious- 
lie disposed and having made manie publicke invectives against 
the state of the church and the booke of common praier, and 
not suffering anie minister to say divine service, preache, or 
administer the sacramente, in his churche, but those that were 
of his faction, allthoughe he did permitte other irreguler per- 
sons to doe the same he was deprived: And as for his exco’1- 
cac’on yt was denownced against him not onely for not appear- 
inge, but for not providinge that his Cure might be served, 
allthoughe he was divers times admonished thereof: From the 
which he mighte have bene released yf he would have submitted 
himself and taken the oathe de parend’ turi &c. according unto 
lawe. 

2. This ys alltogether untrue for the ministers were not urged with 
subscripe’on neither anie one of them deprived or suspended 
bicause they would not subscribe, but onelie shewinge them- 
selves otherwise to be factious and troublesome after manie 
charitable admonitions they were deprived. 

2, 1. The glover of Buckinghamshire specified was divers times pre- 
sented for sondrie greevous crimes as may appeare by the coppie 
of divers presentmente and that he did not read owte of a booke, 
but did advisedlie affrme that the virgin Marie was the instru- 
ment of the divell, and yf theis may be called litle and triflinge 
causes that men and weomen may keepe their children at home 
after they are borne and either baptise them in corners by 
cursitorie prieste, or els not baptise them at all, and neither they 
nor their children nor their servante come to church or co’icate, 
but deprave the ministers and service ; or that licencious persons 
may committe horrible and greevous inceste and adulteries, as 
yt they were authorised so to doe, and that everie malitious, 





1 What follows is a draft of answers to certain questions of which no copy has been 
found in the Diocesan Registry. The questions are evidently founded upon objections 
relating to the proceedings against nonconforming ministers. The first four lines seem to 
be points noted by the scribe in order that they might not be overlooked. The draft is 
written on half a sheet of foolscap paper which had previously been used as the wrapper of 
a letter to the bishop of Lincoln, as is shown by the address at the end. A piece had been 
torn out of the right hand edge where the seal had been broken, and two lines of the draft 
are shortened accordingly. This proves that the document is only a draft written upon a 
waste sheet. The writing seems to be by the hand which wrote one of the two copies of 
the foregoing list of nonconforming miuisters. 
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popishe, drunken and licentious companion may daylie and 
howerlie in all places raile upon good and godlie preachers, 
beate, and strike them, and moste shamefullie abuse them their 
wifes and children, and disturbe the minister and congregac’on 
not onelie in the time of common praier but of preachinge of the 
word, [or that gentlemens daughters may be secretlie caried away 
and maried in places unknowne without their parente consente,!] 
then are such persons called to appear for litle and triflinge 
causes, etc. 

. There hath bene no session made by me in my house (allthoughe 
I see no reason upon good cause to the contrarie) but in the 
publicke church and at the ordinarie times and in a great 
assemblie of people. 

3. There ys allwaies a competente and convenient number presente 
with the L: Bushop at everie session, who (allthoughe they be 
skornfullie termed his shadowes) yet be [on the dorse| they 
religious, learned, discreete, and men of greate integritie and 
experience, and for the most parte aunciente doctors and 
Bachelours of Divinitie and doctors of lawe, who are and have 
bene for manie yeares Judges in the ecclesiasticall Courte of this 
diocesse and have executed that office with greate creditt and 
comendac’on. 

3g. 1. Yt may be that in times paste there hath bene some faulte com- 

mitted by the Appariters that way, but I am fullie perswaded 
there hath passed no processe of quorum nomina for manie 
yeares, but under the names, the Judge of the Court hath 
subscribed his hand and the processe hath bene returned 
accordinglye.

SLATES Pies: 

The following tables, in so far as they relate to the clergy, do not 
include cathedral preferments nor archdeaconries (except in the case of 
marriage statistics in 1561). 

The figures are given under the heads of the several archdeaconries, 
except that Lincoln and Stow, which cover the county of Lincoln, have 
often been treated as a unit. 

The numbers for the whole diocese are given as often as possible ; 
and it will be noticed that these numbers are not necessarily equal to the 
sum of the numbers for the several archdeaconries, the variation being 
due to the fact that clerks sometimes held preferments in more than one 
of the archdeaconries. 


Number of Parishes, etc. 
A.D. 1562-4 


The numbers on pages 442 and 444 are taken from a return which is 
preserved in the British Museum (Harleian MS. 618). The figures relating 
to each parish are given separately in the manuscript, but it has been 
thought sufficient here to give the totals for the deaneries. The figures 
for the archdeaconry of Stow are missing. 

The number of families is not specified in the case of the following 
parishes—Walcot in the deanery of Aveland ; Revesby in the deanery of 
Bolingbroke ; Haugh and Withern in the deanery of Calcewaith ; Wash- 
ingborough and Welbourn in the deanery of Longoboby ; Wainfleet St. 
Thomas in the deanery of Candleshoe ; Woodhall and Dalderby in the 
deanery of Gartree ; Denton and Sapperton in the deanery of Grantham; 
Brinkhill in the deanery of Hill; Skirbeck and Toft in the deanery of 
North Holland ; Thornton in the deanery of Horncastle ; Bloxholm and 
Cranwell in the deanery of Lafford ; and one place in Leicestershire, 1.e. 
Stonesby in the deanery of Framland. 

The names of the archdeacons are recorded at the head of their 
respective jurisdictions, namely, John Aylmer—Lincoln ; William Todd 
—Bedtord ; John Longland—Buckingham ; Robert Beamont—Hunt- 
ingdon; and Richard Barber—Leicester. 

The date of the return must be 1562-4, because Aylmer was installed 
in the archdeaconry of Lincoln 6 Nov., 1562, and Edward Williamson, 
who is mentioned at folio 38d. as prebendary of Melton Ross cum Scam- 
blesby, had vacated the prebend by 22 July, 1564 (Le Neve, Fasiz, ed. 
Hardy, 1, p. 204). 

A-D. 1603 

The first two columns on pages 443 and 445, giving the numbers of 
parishes and chapels, are taken from Harleian MS. 595 in the British 
Museum. The return was made during Bishop Chaderton’s episcopate, 
1595-16008. 

The last five columns give, in tabular form, the particulars about 
communicants, non-communicants and recusants recorded in the Liber 
Clert of 1603 (v.s. pp. 253-328, also 329-362).

The statistics for 1561 have been compiled from returns relating to 
the Metropolitical Visitation of 1560 in Parker MS. xcvii, at Corpus 
Christi College, Cambridge. They are given here for the sake of com- 
parison with the later returns, and to complete the evidence at present 
available as to the number of married clergymen. After 1603 the 
question seems to have lost its interest to those in authority. The 
returns for the archdeaconries of Bedford and Huntingdon are missing, 
and also the deaneries of Graffoe in Lincoln, Aslackhoe in Stow and 
Christianity in Leicester. Some other deaneries are incomplete.
